Mileage  of  Railroads. 
The  total  length  of  railroads  belonging  to  the  corporations 
making  returns  to  this  Board  was  2,778.445  miles  of  main  line 
and  branches,  of  which  749.918  were  provided  with  double 
track.  Last  year  the  total  length  was  2,754.629  miles,  with 
684.905  miles  of  double  track;  showing  an  increase  of  23.816 
of  total  length,  and  65.013  miles  of  double  track.  The  total 
length  of  sidings  was  1,047.072  miles,  as  against  999.736; 
showing  an  increase  of  47.336  miles.  The  total  length  of 
track,  considering  double  track  and  sidings  as  so  much  addi- 
tional single  track,  is  4,575.435  miles,  as  against  4,439.270  of 
last  year;   the  increase  being  136.165  miles.     Of  the  whole 
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amount  there  are  in  this  State,  of  main  line  1,949.460  miles,  of 
double  track  539.070,  and  of  sidings  768.195  miles,  being  a 
total  of  3,256.725,  as  against  3,148.106  miles  of  last  year; 
showing  an  increase  of  track  in  this  State  of  108.619  miles. 

Cost  of  Roads. 
The  average  cost  of  standard-gauge  roads  is  returned  at 
$59,767.18  per  mile;  the  cost  of  equipment  per  mile  operated 
averages  $6,211.31,  —  making  the  average  cost  of  a  standard- 
gauge  road,  with  equipment,  $65,978.49.  The  cost  of  narrow- 
gauge  roads  averages  $29,373.23  per  mile,  and  $7,013.62  per 
mile  additional  for  equipment. 

NlJMBEE    OF    COEPOEATIONS. 

Returns  were  received  from  sixty-seven  corporations,  a  net 
increase  of  two ;  the  Boston  &  Winthrop,  Milford,  Franklin 
&  Providence,  and  Providence,  Webster  &  Springfield  Railroad 
companies  having  been  added  to  the  list,  and  the  Boston  & 
Mystic  Valley  Railroad  Company  has  been  dropped.  The 
Lowell  &  Framing-ham  has  been  substituted  for  the  Framing- 
ham  &  Lowell  Railroad  Company. 

Capital  Stock  and  Debt. 

The  aggregate  capital  stock  was  $122,976,262.26,  an  increase 
of  $820,648.14,  resulting  from  the  increase  of  the  Connecticut 
River,  $270,000.00;  the  Massachusetts  Central,  $226,966.53; 
the  Lowell  &  Framingham,  $151,203.61  ;  the  Boston  &  Lowell, 
$90,850.00;  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn,  $69,400.00; 
the  Nantasket  Beach,  $22,888.00;  the  Chelsea  Beach,  $19,- 
000.00;  the  Boston,  Clinton,  Fitchburg  &  New  Bedford, 
$13,500.00;  the  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner,  $3,400.00;  the 
Nantucket,  $1,000.00;  the  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence, 
$20,000.00;  the  Providence,  Webster  &  Springfield,  $11,-

The  net  debt  of  the  companies  —  the  gross  debt  less  cash

The  total  expenses  —  including  rents  paid  —  of  all  the  cor-

Street  Kailwats. 
Eeturns  were  received  from  30  street  railway  companies. 
During  the  year  one  has  been  added  to  the  list, — the  Charles 
River.  The  Lynn  City  Street  Eailway  Company,  having  been 
consolidated  with  the  Lynn  &  Boston ,  has  been  dropped  from 
the  list.  The  aggregate  capital  stock  is  $7,001,580.00,  being 
an  increase  of  $347,830.00  ;  their  gross  debt  has  also  increased 
$678,680.52,  and  now  amounts  to  $4,412,172.23.  The  aggre- 
gate of  stock  and  gross  debt  is  now  $11,413,752.23. 
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One  corporation  made  a  dividend  of  12  per  cent.,  one  of 
11^-,  one  of  9,  five  of  8,  one  of  7,  five  of  6,  two  of  5,  one 
of  four,  one  of  16  ;  while  twelve  declared  no  dividends. 

The  average  rate  of  dividend  on  the  total  amount  of  capital 
stock  was  6.5  per  cent.  ;  and  the  net  earnings  amount  to  5.4 
per  cent,  on  the  aggregate  of  capital  stock  and  gross  debt. 

The  whole  length  of  track,  including  branches  and  sidings, 
amounts  to  273.085  miles;  being  an  increase  of  7.569  miles, 
and  an  average  of  9.1  miles  for  each  road.  The  average  cost 
was  $20,601.59  per  mile  for  permanent  way,  $9,212.23  for 
equipment,  and  $10,377.02  for  land  and  buildings;  making  a 
total  cost  of  $40,190.84  for  each  mile  of  road  owned.  The 
number  of  round  trips  was  2,227,943,  an  increase  of  202,888 
over  the  previous  year;  with  a  mileage  of  14,681,527,  an  in- 
crease of  1,508,781.  Passengers  were  carried  to  the  number 
of  83,923,577,  being  an  increase  of  8,759,828  over  the  number 
carried  during  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  passengers 
carried  on  the  street  railways  exceeded  the  number  on  the 
steam  roads  by  28,054,883. 

The  gross  income  was  $4,494,957.65,  an  increase  of  $461,- 
712.77.  There  was  a  decrease  of  net  income  of  $84,052.31 ; 
and  a  decrease  of  dividends  paid  amounting  to  $4,649.00. 

The  average  amount  received  for  the  conveyance  of  each 
passenger  was  5.22  cents,  and  the  average  cost  of  carrying  each 
person  amounted  to  4.59  ;  the  net  profit  to  the  companies  being 
0.63  cents,  against  0.78  cents  as  compared  with  last  year.  The 
average  cost  of  a  round  trip  was  $1.73,  with  a  profit  of  24 
cents,  being  5  cents  less  profit  than  last  year. 

The  whole  number  of  horses  was  7,936,  being  an  increase  of 
705  ;  the  number  of  cars  was  1,652,  showing  an  increase  of  213, 
and  the  number  of  other  vehicles  was  137.  The  number  of 
persons  employed  on  street  railwaj^s  was  3,501,  being  an  in- 
crease of  349  over  last  year.  The  number  of  accidents  reported 
was  49,  of  which  six  were  fatal.  The  number  injured  the  pre- 
vious year  was  34 ;  seven  of  whom  were  killed. 

Gjrade-Crossings. 
The  number  of  crossings  of  railroads  and  highways  at  grade, 
according  to  the  returns,  is  2,151,  of  which  615  are  protected 
by  gates  or  flagmen,  or  both.     The  number  of  such  crossings  is 
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not  exact,  nor  can  it  be  exact,  as  many  ways  crossed  by  rail- 
roads are  of  doubtful  legal  condition.  Sometimes  a  long  and 
costly  lawsuit  is  necessary  to  decide  whether  such  a  way  is 
public  or  private. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  assented  to  five  grade  cross- 
ings on  the  Milford,  Franklin  &  Providence  Railroad  in 
Franklin  and  Bellingham,  and  ten  on  the  Providence,  Webster 
&  Springfield  road  in  Webster,  Oxford,  Dudley  and  Auburn. 
In  each  case  there  were  special  circumstances  compelling  the 
decision,  and  in  all  these  it  appeared  that  there  would  be  ittle 
travel  to  be  incommoded  or  endangered.  One  has  been 
granted  on  the  Massachusetts  Central  at  Sudbury  Station,  one 
on  Eastern  Junction  in  Revere,  and  one  in  Winthrop,  where  no 
other  crossing  was  feasible  ;  two  of  like  nature  on  the  Whitten- 
ton  Branch,  and  one  on  the  Fitchburg  Road  at  Royalston,  where 
the  change  of  track  accompanying  this  alteration  obviates  five 
grade-crossings.  Two  branch  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell 
Railroad,  which  are  allowed  by  the  city  authorities  to  run  as 
spurs  longitudinally  in  the  streets,  are  also  allowed  to  cross 
them.  These  are  freight  roads  connecting  with  the  factories. 
A  private  freight  road  has  also  been  allowed  to  cross  the  high- 
way at  Wellesley,  aud  another  for  transporting  ice,  at  Grafton. 
The  number  of  persons  injured  at  grade  crossings  during  the 
year  was  54,  including  21  who  were  killed.  This  is  a  great 
increase  over  last  year,  when  the  numbers  were  36  and  11. 

Accidents. 

Appendix  C  gives  a  tabulated  statement  of  railroad  accidents 
in  this  State,  during  the  railroad  year,  resulting  in  .death  or  se- 
rious injury.  The  whole  number  of  persons  injured  was  414, 
being  one  less  than  the  number  for  last  year.  Of  these,  only 
27  were  passengers,  the  number  last  year  being  42.  The  num- 
ber of  persons  killed  was  163,  against  184  for  the  previous  year. 
Of  this  number,  only  one  was  a  passenger,  an  express  messen- 
ger, who  was  killed  at  Salem  on  April  19,  without  any  fault, 
and  by  a  cause  beyond  his  control.  Eight  other  passengers 
met  fatal  accidents  by  their  own  misconduct  or  carelessness  ; 
and  17  were  injured,  3  by  causes  beyond  their  control,  and  14 
by  their  own  misconduct  or  negligence. 
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The  number  of  employees  injured  not  fatally  Avas  142 ;  the 
number  killed  was  56.  The  corresponding  numbers  for  1880- 
81  were  128  and  72.  The  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  in- 
juries reported  may  be  owing  to  increased  fidelity  in  reporting 
on  the  part  of  certain  roads.  While  the  number  of  deaths  has 
diminished,  it  still  shows  the  duty  of  using  all  possible  precau- 
tions, including  all  approved  safety-appliances.

Of  these,  158  were  train-men.  No  boiler  explosion  has  been 
reported  during  this  year. 

The  figures  here  given  include  all  the  accidents  reported 
during  the  railroad  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1882.  The  special 
reports  contained  in  Appendix  *  embrace  all  that  have  occurred 
from  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  to  the  date  of  this,  with 
the  exceptions  spoken  of  hereinafter.  Such  has  been  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Board  heretofore;  and  it  seems  desirable  to  present 
an  account  of  every  important  casualty  while  the  facts  are  fresh. 
But,  for  purposes  of  comparison,  the  number  for  the  like  period 
of  twelve  months  is  given  in  each  annual  report. 

The  number  of  brakemen  injured  while  coupling  and  uncoup- 
ling freight  cars  recalls  each  year  the  question  whether  some- 
thing cannot  be  accomplished  by  legislation  to  diminish  the 
loss  of  limbs  and  lives  resulting  from  this  class  of  accidents. 

An  able  report  upon  this  subject  was  made  last  year  by  the 
Eailroad  Commissioners  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  too  familiar 
facts  in  regard  to  the  loss  of  life  and  limb  resulting  from  the 
present  practice,  and  ending  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
enactment  of  a  law  requiring  that  all  freight  cars  hereafter 
bouo-ht  or  built  by  the  corporations  operating  railroads  in  that 
State  shall  be  equipped  with  automatic  couplers,  the  draw-bars 
of  which  shall  be  at  the  uniform  height  which  has  been  recom- 
mended by  the  master  car-builders,  and  with  dead-blocks  suffi- 
ciently thick  to  give  no  less  than  one  foot  of  clear  space  between 

*  Appendix  E. 
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the  cars,  when  the  blocks  come  together,  and  that  similar  draw- 
bars and  couplers  should  be  used  in  all  renewals. 

A  practical  recommendation  is  also  made  as  to  a  device  de- 
signed to  give  additional  protection  in  the  use  of  old  cars. 
The  commissioners  also  repeat  a  former  suggestion  that  the 
use  of  automatic  couplers  may  at  some  time  be  enforced  by 
judicial  decision.  For  when  such  devices  have  been  so  tested 
that  their  adoption  is  demanded  by  a  reasonable  regard  for  safety, 
then  an  injury  arising  from  their  absence  will  be  an  actionable 
wrong.  But  the  cases  where  such  an  injury  is  received  with- 
out some  degree  of  contributory  negligence  are  very  few ;  and 
in  such  cases  no  action  can  be  maintained. 

A  very  full  and  instructive  report  was  also  made  by  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  ending  in 
a  suggestion  of  legislation  making  compulsory  the  use  of  auto- 
matic couplers. 

The  number  of  trespassers  killed  during  the  year  was  75, 
and  the  number  injured  and  not  killed  was  57.  Of  the  whole 
number,  109  were  walking,  standing  or  lying  on  the  track,  and 
23  were  unlawfully  riding  on  the  cars.  Among  the  number 
killed,  7  are  reported  as  suicides.  The  number  injured  at 
highway  crossings  "was  54,  of  whom  21  were  killed.  Of  the 
54,  29  were  injured  at  crossings  guarded  by  gates  or  flags,  and 
25  at  unguarded  crossings. 

Of  the  train  accidents,  16  were  rear  collisions,  resulting  in 
3  deaths ;  7  were  butting  collisions,  causing  injury  to  10  per- 
sons, of  whom  3  were  killed ;  and  there  was  1  crossing  colli- 
sion not  attended  by  any  personal  injury.  The  whole  number 
of  collisions  was  24,  with  a  total  of  113  persons  injured,  of 
whom  6  were  killed.  The  total  number  of  derailments  was  8, 
of  which  5  were  of  freight  trains,  and  3  of  passenger  trains, 
resulting  in  injuries  to  2  persons.  The  number  of  collisions 
with  vehicles  at  grade-crossings  was  23,  resulting  in  20  cases 
of  injury  not  fatal,  and  9  cases  of  fatal  injury. 

The  Board  has  this  year  investigated  several  accidents  when 
the  law  did  not  require  it.  The  law  commands  investigation 
of  all  which  result  in  death,  and  leaves  other  accidents  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Board.  It  is  evident  that  a  collision  result- 
ing in  slight  damage,  but  caused  by  a  wrong  method  of  oper- 
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ating  a  road,  may  be  far  more  instructive,  and  m:\y  deserve 
mure  critical  examination  than  a  fatal  disaster,  which  occurs  in 
spite  of  good  rules  and  safe  practice.  And  in  such  cases  the 
Board  has  not  felt  bound  to  wait  for  the  death  of  a  passenger 
or  an  employee,  before  investigating  the  case,  and  giving  appro- 
priate advice.  Prevention  has  seemed  better  than  counsel 
given  after  a  fatal  collision;  and  sometimes,  when  the  advice 
has  not  been  kindly  received,  the  Board  has  been  gratified  at 
seeing  that  it  has  been  followed,  and  that  the  necessity  for 
examining  more  serious  cases  resulting  from  a  like  cause  has 

©  o 

been  obviated. 

Sometimes  accidents  have  been  investigated  simply  because 
they  had  become  so  common  on  the  roads  where  they  occurred 
as  to  make  it  a  duty  to  inquire  into  them,  without  regard  to 
their  nature.  In  such  cases  the  public  has  a  natural  and  proper 
desire  that  every  accident  shall  be  inquired  into.  And  there  is 
a  hope  of  good  results  from  close  investigation.  The  reports 
on  some  of  these  are  omitted  from  the  Appendix,  as  they  are 
of  little  or  no  interest  now. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  contracts  between  the  State  and  the 
companies  operating  the  State  road  and  tunnel,  this  Board  is 
called  upon  to  find  which  party  is  liable  for  the  damages  caused 
by  every  accident,  however  slight.  It  is  more  satisfactory  to 
examine  each  case  as  it  occurs,  rather  than  to  wait  for  the 
annual  settlement  at  a  time  when  witnesses  may  be  absent,  or 
may  have  forgotten  the  facts.  This  explains  some  investiga- 
tions which  otherwise  would  not  have  been  deemed  necessary. 

The  amount  of  damages  paid  in  ten  years  by  the  eight  roads 
of  standard  gauge  terminating  in  Boston  is  $1,211,587.10,  or 
an  average  of  more  than  $120,000  annually.  And  this  is,  of 
course,  exclusive  of  all  damage  to  freight  or  rolling  stock,  and 
of  legal  expenses  attending  suits. 

The  records  of  accidents  in  the  United  States  reported 
monthly  in  the  "  Railroad  Gazette"  is  given  in  Appendix. 

A  summary  of  the  tables  there  printed  shows  :  —

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a  reduction  in  the  number 
reported  under  each  head. 

Accidents  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

The  report  of  the  English  Board  of  Trade  shows  the  num- 
ber of  accidents  on  the  railroads  of  the  United  Kingdom 
during  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1881,  as  follows:  Whole 
number  of  persons  injured,  4,571  ;  persons  killed,  1,096,  in- 
cluding 108  passengers  killed  and  1,860  injured,  and  including 
also  83  persons  killed  and  32  injured  at  grade-crossings,  besides 
65  reported  as  suicides.  The  number  of  employees  injured  was 
2,446  ;  the  number  killed,  521. 

During  the  six  months  ending  June  30,  1882,  the  whole 
number  of  persons  injured  was  2,072 ;  the  number  killed,  543. 
Among  the  injured  were  755  passengers,  and  among  the  killed, 
56  passengers.  252  employees  were  killed,  and  1,192  were 
injured.  37  persons  were  killed  during  these  six  months,  at 
grade-crossings,  and  31  were  reported  as  suicides. 

These  figures  show  once  more  that  railroad  accidents  are  not 
wholly  unknown  in  England.  It  is  common  for  those  who  wish 
to  depreciate  everything  American  to  state  that  there  is  absolute 
safety  in  an  English  railroad  train,  and  especially  to  assert  that 
grade-crossings  of  highways  are  unknown  there.  Deaths  at  the 
rate  of  eighty  or  more  at  such  crossings,  and  a  total  mortality 
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of  over  a  thousand,  show  that  the  superiority  of  English  man- 
agement, even  as  far  as  safety  is  concerned,  has  been  greatly 
exaggerated. 

The  terrible  disaster  at  Hugstetten,  on  a  railroad  controlled 
by  the  German  government,  seems  to  have  been  caused  by  the 
want  of  a  continuous  brake,  and  by  a  deficiency  of  hand  brakes. 
It  is  hardly  possible  to  conceive  of  such  an  accident  upon  any 
railroad  in  this  State. 

The  question  is  often  raised,  whether  the  carelessness  of  rail- 
road employees  could  not  be  checked  by  prosecutions  in  case  of 
accident.  The  attempts  at  prosecution  that  have  been  made  in 
this  State  do  not  encourage  the  idea.  No  case  has  ever  been 
prosecuted  to  final  judgment.  One  cause  of  this  is  the  condi- 
tion of  public  sentiment.  A  fatal  railroad  disaster  is  often 
followed  by  a  general  demand  for  the  punishment  of  somebody, 
—  perhaps  it  would  be  correct  to  say  a  demand  for  the  punish- 
ment of  anybody.  But,  as  time  passes,  this  demand  ceases, 
and  pity  or  sympathy  for  the  ' '  unfortunate"  man  takes  the  place 
of  indignation  against  the  offender.  Often  he  is  a  man  widely 
and  favorably  known.  A  legal  tribunal  in  this  State  once  placed 
upon  record  the  formal  finding  that  "  so  gentlemanly  a  conduc- 
tor as  Mr. could  not  be  guilty  of  negligence."     The  feeling 

which  led  to  this  logical  result  would  be  quite  likely  to  affect 
juries,  and  the  knowledge  of  this  fact  prevents  district  attor- 
neys from  prosecuting  cases  which  would  only  be  attended 
with  a  loss  of  time  and  money. 

This  Board  (or  the  predecessors  of  this  Board)  have  been 
recently  criticised  for  not  having  procured  the  trial  of  the 
parties  who  were  responsible  for  a  fatal  accident  which  occurred 
in  1877.  The  facts  in  that  case  were  laid  before  the  proper 
district  attorney,  who  forebore  to  prosecute ;  and  there  is 
no  reason  to  doubt  that  he  acted  with  sound  discretion.  And 
in  other  cases,  the  judgment  with  which  the  law  entrusts  all 
prosecuting  officers,  has  been  exercised  in  the  same  direction. 

Law  can  do  little  to  promote  safety.  Men  who  risk  their 
own  lives  by  negligence  are  not  likely  to  be  made  careful  by 
the  remote  fear  of  a  possible  trial. 

A  circular  calling  attention  to  the  penalties  provided  for  rail- 
road employees  who  are  guilty  of  negligence  will  be  found  in 
Appendix. 
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Terminal  Facilities  and  Foreign  Commerce. 

The  Hoosac  Tunnel  Dock  and  Elevator  Company  has  begun 
to  do  the  work  for  which  it  was  organized.  The  pioneer  cor- 
poration in  the  export  movement,  the  Boston  &  Albany,  has 
made  no  change  in  its  mode  or  scale  of  business.  The  New 
York  &  New  England  Railroad  Co.  has  continued  to  extend  its 
facilities  until  they  are,  in  point  of  convenience,  unsurpassed  by 
any  terminals  in  the  country.  A  full  account  of  them  is  given 
in  Appendix  D. 

A  table  in  Appendix  B,  furnished  by  the  courtesy  of  the  col- 
lector of  the  port,  gives  the  export  of  grain  and  other  provisions. 
The  falling  off  from  last  year  is  Boston's  proportion  in  the  gen- 
eral reduction  of  exports.  The  tables  giving  the  receipts  of 
grain  show  a  like  reduction.  The  city  more  than  holds  her 
own  in  the  relative  rank  of  exporting  and  importing  places. 

It  is  desirable  that  Massachusetts  railroads  connected  with 
the  Hoosac  Tunnel  should  have  the  most  liberal  facilities  for 
connecting  with  foreign  roads,  and  forming  transportation  lines 
beyond  the  State  limits.  Aud  if  legislation  is  necessary  to  that 
end,  it  is  respectfully  recommended. 

Recent  Legislation. 

Chapter  54  of  the  Acts  of  1882  was  enacted  in  consequence 
of  the  "  Spuyten  Duyvil"  accident,  and  of  the  loss  of  life, 
which  was  caused  in  part  by  the  nature  of  the  heating  appa- 
ratus and  by  the  want  of  tools  for  rescuing  the  passengers  from 
the  wrecked  train.  The  railroad  companies  of  the  State  have, 
with  some  delay,  complied  with  the  requirements  of  law,  as  to 
tools,  and  have  made  known  the  manner  in  which  they  are 
kept  for  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

By  section  3  of  this  act,  all  cars  owned  or  regularly  used  on 
any  railroad  in  this  State,  and  furnished  with  heating  apparatus, 
are  to  be  provided  with  such  safe-guards  against  fire  as  may  be 
approved  in  writing  by  the  Commissioners.  Under  our  con- 
struction of  the  law,  it  is  the  duty  of  each  railroad  company  to 
ask  approval  of  the  safe-guards  adopted  by  it.  Any  other 
construction  would  impose  upon  this  Board  the  duty  of  recom- 
mending in  advance  certain  appliances,  patented  or  otherwise, 
which  met  their  approval.     It  is  not  necessary  to  point  out  the 
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obvious  objections  to  such  a  course.  The  Board  has  examined 
and  approved  of  the  appliances  used  on  the  various  railroads 
of  the  State. 

The  regulations  for  testing  locomotive  boilers,  authorized  by- 
chapter  73  of  Acts  of  1882,  are  found  in  Appendix  H.  As  was 
remarked  by  the  Board  in  a  former  report,  the  tests  are  such 
as  would  be  made  without  the  requirement  of  law  upon  any 
well-managed  railroad.  And  the  statute  is  designed  to  enforce 
upon  all  railroad  companies  the  precautions  which  always  have 
been  observed  by  the  best. 

Freight  Discrimination. 

The  ninety-fourth  and  two  hundred  twenty-fifth  chapters  of 
the  Acts  of  1882,  contain  the  legislation  of  the  last  session 
upon  the  subject  of  freight  discrimination.  The  reasons 
for  passing  the  first  act,  and  for  the  essential  modifications 
made  by  the  second  act,  were  fully  set  forth  in  the  remarks  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  before  the  Committee  on  Railroads  ; 
and  these  furnish  the  explanation  of  this  legislation,  and  of  the 
law  as  it  is  now  supposed  to  be. 

"  The  proposition  which  we  make  to  you  is  a  novel  one.  It  is  to  repeal  or 
essentially  modify  an  act  recommended  in  general  terms  by  the  Governor, 
framed  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  unanimously  recommended  by  this 
committee,  and  unanimously  passed  by  both  branches  of  this  Legislature. 
But,  if  the  interests  of  your  constituents  demand  It,  you  will  not  shrink 
from  changing  or  repealing  this  law.  A  brief  statement  of  its  history  will 
make  the  matter  more  clear.  By  the  common  law,  no  railroad  company 
has  a  right  to  discriminate  in  rates  or  facilities,  to  the  advantage  or  disad- 
vantage of  freighters  calling  for  the  same  service.  Equal  rates  under  like 
circumstances  is  the  rule;  and,  where  this  is  set  forth  in  a  charter  or  a 
statute,  it  has  been  held  to  be  only  a  re-affirmation  of  the  unwritten  law. 
Any  other  rule  might  foster  monopolies,  enrich  favorites,  ruin  rival  traders, 
and  hinder  trade.  Such  is  the  general  rule.  But  in  this  State  it  was  held, 
as  long  ago  as  1859,  that  the  only  right  of  an  individual  is  to  a  reasonable 
charge  by  the  railroad ;  and  that  if,  for  special  reasons  known  to  them- 
selves, the  managers  of  a  railroad  see  fit  to  carry  at  a  less  rate  for  others, 
it  is  no  wrong  to  him.  It  is  plain  that,  under  such  a  rule,  one  dealer  might 
be  favored,  to  the  cost,  and  even  to  the  ruin,  of  another.  A  lower  rate 
might  allow  one  man  to  undersell  another,  and  drive  him  out  of  business ; 
and  therefore  it  was  enacted  in  1867  that  rates  and  facilities  should  not  only 
be  reasonable,  but  equal.  Of  course  the  word  '  equal '  was  intended  to  be 
construed  reasonably.  The  distinction  between  wholesale  and  retail  has 
always  been  understood  to  exist  in  freight  contracts,  as  in  other  business 
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transactions.  Other  circumstances  vary  the  rights  of  parties ;  and  the 
rates,  which  were  to  be  equal,  were  rates  for  like  service. 

"  Such  was  understood  to  be  the  law  of  this  State  until  1880,  when  the 
Supreme  Court,  in  deciding  a  question  about  a  season-ticket  rate  for  pas- 
sengers, gave  an  opinion  that  the  law  as  to  freight-rates  was  as  laid  down 
in  1859,  and  that  the  Act  of  18G9  was  in  effect  a  re-enactment  of  that  deci- 
sion into  statute  law.  The  decision  was  simple.  The  dicta  were  a  sur- 
prise to  lawyers  As  this  was  an  authoritative  decision  of  law,  and  as  it 
was  different  from  the  opinion  theretofore' held  by  the  legal  profession, 
and  often  i-ecognized  by  the  .Railroad  Commissioners,  as  well  as  by  railroad 
managers,  it  seemed  to  be  a  duty  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  General 
Court.  A  bill  was  therefore  drawn  up  by  the  Board,  which  has  become 
law.  It  simply  enacts  that  equal  terms  and  facilities  shall  in  all  cases  be 
given  for  like  service.  And  this  is  just  what  the  law  of  1867  was  supposed 
to  mean.  The  limitation  confining  the  requirement  of  equal  rates  to  '  like 
service'  is  expressed  now;  but  it  was  understood  before. 

"  The  bill  was  not  carelessly  drawn  ;  and  before  it  was  submitted  to  you  it 
was  laid  before  railroad  experts,  with  the  inquiry  whether  it  would  make 
any  trouble,  or  interfere  with  business.  You  recollect  that  two  railroad 
companies  were  most  ably  represented  when  the  question  was  considered. 
One  of  the  gentlemen  was  silent ;  the  other,  with  some  criticism  as  to  the 
penalty,  approved  the  principle  of  the  bill,  and  spoke  of  it  as  re-affirming 
what  had  long  heen  regarded  as  law.  No  one  opposed  it ;  and,  after  it  had 
passed,  railroad  presidents  and  freight  agents  expressed  their  approval  of 
your  legislation. 

"  But  the  proof  of  a  law  is  in  its  working.  And  we  have  had  a  chance  to 
see  how  this  law  will  work  before  it  has  gone  into  effect.  Most  of  the  rail- 
road companies  have  regarded  it  as  not  changing  the  rules  under  which 
they  have  conducted  their  business  for  years;  and  they  have  not  been  dis- 
turbed by  it.  But  important  corporations  have  understood  it  otherwise ; 
and,  still  more,  they  have  feared  that  courts  and  juries  might  so  understand 
it;  and  they  have  made,  or  proposed  to  make,  serious  changes  in  their  mode 
of  conducting  their  traffic.  They  have  cut  off,  or  threatened  to  cut  off. 
special  rates  which  are  essential  to  the  life  of  business.  Hundreds  of  ques- 
tions have  been  put  to  the  Board  as  to  the  meaning  of  this  law.  We  can 
answer  these  questions  to  our  own  satisfaction  ;  but  the  merchants  and 
manufacturers  say  that  our  answers  do  not  satisfy  all  the  railroad  managers. 
These  gentlemen  say  that  the  courts  may  not  give  to  the  words  '  for  like 
service '  the  same  force  that  we  give  them,  and  that  juries,  so  far  as  the 
question  comes  before  them,  will  be  likely  to  decide  it  against  the  corpo- 
rations. Not  only  reasonable  apprehensions  have  been  entertained  by 
shippers  and  manufacturers,  but  most  unreasonable  ones."  Intelligent  men 
have  persuaded  themselves  that  the  carriage  of  a  package  is  '  like  service  ' 
with  the  carriage  of  a  car-load  or  even  of  a  cargo.  Of  course,  no  court  will 
ever  make  such  a  decision  as  this,  nor  does  any  railroad  manager  profess 
to  fear  that  it  will.  But  there  are  many  cases  where  honest  doubts  do  arise  ; 
and,  if  a  law  theoretically  perfect  is  to  do  actual  harm,  even  through  mis- 
apprehension, I  hope  that  no  pride  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  any  of  its 
framers  will  prevent  its  repeal  or  its  modification.     Now,  it  is  a  fact  that 
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manufacturers  are  likely  to  order  their  supplies  from^Nevv  York,  instead  of 
Boston  ;  because  this  law  does  not  apply  to  roads  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
State,  or,  as  it  is  supposed,  to  routes  which  are  in  part  made  up  of  foreign 
roads. 

"  It  is  said  that  large  orders  have  been  countermanded  by  cable.  And,  if 
it  is  true  that  our  State  is  suffering,  or  likely  to  suffer,  because  of  the  strict- 
ness of  our  law,  or  because  it  is  likely  to  be  strictly  enforced,  or  even 
because  it  is  misconstrued,  it  is  desirable  to  find  some  method  of  prevent- 
ing unjust  discrimination  without  this  injury  to  business.  Such  a  method, 
I  believe,  can  be  found  by  copying,  or  rather  by  compressing,  the  English 
statute,  which  has  for  twenty- eight  years  governed  the  transactions  of 
English  railroads,  and  which  has  been  construed  by  the  most  learned 
judges  of  Great  Britain.  It  forbids  all  unjust  and  injurious  discrimina- 
tion. It  permits  tariffs  which  will  build  up  or  maintain  manufactures  and 
other  business,  while  it  compels  an  equal  tariff  for  competitors  in  business- 
This  bill  allows,  for  instance,  rates  which  will  enable  the  paper-makers 
of  Holyoke,  to  purchase  materials  and  chemicals  without  being  driven  to 
New  York,  or  shut  out  from  a  choice  of  markets ;  but  it  forbids  the  favor- 
ing  of  one  paper-maker  in  Holyoke  to  the  ruin  or  injury  of  his  neighbor 
and  rival.  It  embodies  all  that  is  valuable  in  the  act  already  passed, 
without  being  liable  to  misconstruction,  or  capable  of  doing  injury  to 
business. 

"  Allow  me  to  answer  some  of  the  objections  which  I  have  heard  made  to 
such  legislation. 

1.  It  is  asked,  —  If  the  law  just  passed  is  a  good  one,  why  should  it  be 
changed  ?  Simply  because  we  can  see  in  advance,  that,  as  it  is  construed, 
it  will  work  mischief  in  some  sections ;  that  it  will  divert  business  from 
the  State,  paralyze  industry,  drive  away  capital,  and  injure  our  great  inter- 
est,—  labor.  If  a  law  theoretically  perfect  is  for  any  reason  practically 
mischievous,  it  should  cease  to  be  law. 

2.  If  a  vast  majority  of  our  railroad  managers  find  no  difficulty  in  the 
law,  issue  no  circulars,  and  make  no  change  in  rates,  why  alter  the  law  on 
account  of  the  action  of  a  few  ?  The  reason  is,  that  those  few  have  a  right 
to  their  opinions,  and  the  power  to  enforce  them.  Confident  as  we  may  be 
as  to  our  construction  of  the  act,  it  is  impossible  to  say  with  certainty  that 
the  courts  will  so  decide.  You  cannot  punish  a  corporation  for  adhering 
strictly  to  what  its  managers  believe  to  be  the  law.  You  cannot  condemn 
them  even  for  living  up  to  what  they  think  may  be  held  to  be  the  law.  And 
in  the  mean  while,  during  the  years  that  may  elapse  befoi-e  a  final  decision 
great  loss  may  happen ;  and  trade  diverted  does  not  always  return.  The 
repeal  is  asked,  not  in  behalf  of  any  corporation  that  demands  a  higher 
rate  than  heretofore ;  nor  is  it  asked  to  favor  those  companies  that  are  refus- 
ing special  rates,  nor  to  help  any  railroad  company;  but  it  is  needed  in 
behalf  of  innocent  customers  of  the  roads,  in  behalf  of  manufacturers  and 
shippers  who  are  to  suffer.  The  fact  that  other  manufacturers  and  shippers 
dealing  with  other  roads  will  not  suffer,  is  no  comfort  to  those  who  do. 
Indeed,  here  is  a  discrimination  which  no  law  can  touch.  The  shippers 
over  the  line  of  a  corporation  which  takes  a  liberal  view  of  the  act  have  a 
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vast  advantage  over  those  who  are  compelled  to  use  a  line  where  the  strict 
construction  prevails.     This  discrimination  we  ask  you  to  prevent. 

3.  What  assurance  is  there  that  the  same  construction  or  misconstruc- 
tion will  not  be  applied  to  this  bill  ?  The  oral  and  written  statement  of  the 
eminent  legal  and  railroad  authorities  who  have  feared  the  effect  of  the 
bill  which  has  been  passed,  and  who  approve  the  bill  now  offered  ;  the  fact, 
also,  that  it  has  been  construed  by  learned  courts  and  by  practical  tribunals 
in  England.  Under  those  decisions  the  channel  is  marked  by  buoys  and 
beacons.  These  legal  representatives  of  railroad  interests  may  have  been 
careless  before  ;  but  they  have  studied  the  law  of  freights  for  three  weeks 
as  they  never  studied  it  before,  and  they  are  all  satisfied  with  the  bill  pro- 
posed. Its  words  recognize  all  that  any  honest  railroad  man  can  claim  for 
special  rates  in  favor  of  business.  A  railroad  that  objects  to  such  a  bill 
needs  to  be  watched. 

4.  What  is  a  law  good  for  without  penalties  ?  Under  this  proposed  act, 
every  man  who  is  injured  will  have  his  civil  remedy ;  and  for  prevention 
of  favoritism  and  discrimination,  he  will  have,  as  another  remedy,  official 
investigation  and  publication.  No  railroad  can  afford  —  no  railroad  dares 
—  to  brave  public  opinion  by  giving  unlawful  preferences,  while  its  con- 
duct is  liable  to  official  investigation,  and  subject  to  action  at  an  annual 
session  of  the  General  Court.  This  remedy  has  borne  the  test  of  experi- 
ment. It  is  a  modern  error  to  suppose  that  all  the  force  of  a  statute  lies  in 
its  penalty.  The  framers  of  our  Constitution  recognized  the  moral  force  of 
law,  and  expressly  provided  that  the  General  Court  might  make  all  man- 
ner of  wholesome  laws,  '  either  with  penalties  or  without.'  Their  wisdom 
is  illustrated  by  the  working  of  railroad  laws.  No  one  here  has  ever  en  forced 
a  penalty  against  a  railroad  corporation  for  discrimination.  No  one  whose 
case  was  proved  has  ever  failed  of  redress  when  he  sought  a  more  peace- 
ful remedy  before  the  Commissioners. 

5  Why  then  was  a  penalty  given  by  the  bill  of  this  year?  Simply 
because  it  was  given  by  the  Act  of  1867.  The  Commissioners  did  not 
desire  to  change  the  law.  They  only  proposed  to  revive  a  statute  which 
had  been  made  of  no  effect  by  the  interpretation  of  the  court.  There  was 
no  reason  for  making  it  more  severe  or  less  severe  than  before.  The  pen- 
alty was  retained  merely  because  it  was  already  there. 

6.  Why  not  simply  repeal  the  law?.  Why  will  not  the  action  of  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  serve  as  well  in  the  future  as  in  the  past  ?  Be- 
cause in  the  past  the  Board  condemued  action  which  eveiwbody  supposed 
to  be  illegal ;  and  that  is  different  from  condemning  action  which  is  not 
only  legal,  but  freshly  legalized.  To  simply  repeal  the  law  is  to  sanction 
unfair  and  unjust  preferences,  as  well  as  proper  and  harmless  discrimina- 
tion. With  the  law  repealed,  a  railroad  corporation  can  say  that  one  enter- 
prise may  live,  and  that  another  shall  die.  Its  directors  may  give  prefer- 
ences to  relatives  or  partners.  They  may  build  up  the  fortunes  of  friends, 
and  crush  the  life  out  of  their  rivals.  With  the  law  amended,  all  unjust 
and  injurious  preferences  are  forbidden. 

7.  It  has  been  said  that  the  proposed  law  is  without  meaning,  that  it  is 
sentimental  legislation,  and  that  its  enactment  is  little  better  than  a  farce. 
That  bill  contains  the  whole  pith  and  marrow  of  the  anti-discrimination 
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law  of  England.  The  law  under  which  the  whole  railroad  traffic  of  Eng- 
land is  carried  on,  is  not  without  force  or  meaning.  The  law  which  has 
been  construed  by  Chief  Justice  Cockburn  and  other  great* jurists',  whose 
decisions  are  recorded  for  the  guidance  of  railroad  managers  and  railroad 
lawyers,  is  not  a  farce.  That  statute  has  worked  well  for  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  The  only  criticism  of  its  enemies  has  been,  that  so 
few  cases  are  of  late  years  litigated  under  it.  The  pride  of  its  friends  is, 
that  under  it  justice  to  the  people  against  the  railroads  is  so  sure,  so 
simple,  and  so  prompt,  that  very  few  cases  need  to  be  brought. 

"  Finally,  if  you  were  asked  to  amend  a  law  because  it  was  passed  under 
a  mistake,  you  would  all  be  manly  enough  to  do  so,  and  to  say  so.  You 
are  only  asked  to  change  a  law  wise  in  the  main,  and  founded  on  principle* 
upon  the  ground  that,  from  circumstances  which  you  could  not  foresee  and 
which  you  cannot  control,  it  will  work  harm  to  innocent  parties.  And  you 
are  asked  to  replace  it  by  a  well-tried  enactment,  which  will  accomplish  all 
the  good  sought  by  the  old  law,  and  which  will  harm  no  man." 

No  application  has  been  made  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
225.  The  acts  alleged  as  discrimination  under  the  Pittafield 
petition  were  all  of  prior  date  to  the  act,  and  the  petition 
against  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company- 
was  for  the  violation  of  another  statute. 

Relief  Societies. 

Under  chapter  244  of  1882,  the  by-laws  of  various  relief 
societies  have  been  approved,  in  some  cases  with  amendments 
suggested  by  the  Board,  and  adopted  by  the  societies.  And  this 
has  been  done  on  application  of  the  employees  of  street  railway 
companies,  as  well  as  of  railroad  companies.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  street  railway  companies  come  strictly  under  the  law. 
In  the  construction  of  chapters  112  and  113,  the  word  "rail- 
road" means  "  a  railroad  or  railway  usually  operated  by  steam 
power,"  and  the  words  "  railroad  corporation"  are  restricted  in 
the  same  way,  while  "  street  railway  "  is  the  phrase  devoted  to 
roads  operated  by  animal  power.  Chapter  244  only  speaks  of 
steamboat  and  railroad  corporations. 

In  adopting  the  liberal  construction,  the  Board  was  influenced 
first,  by  the  belief  that  no  such  distinction  was  intended  by  the 
legislature,  as  no  reason  exists  for  excluding  the  employees  of 
street  railways  from  the  advantages  of  the  act;  and  secondly, 
by  the  more  technical  reason,  that  section  one  of  chapter  112, 
as  to  construction  of  words,  applies  in  terms  only  to  that  chap- 
ter and  the  following  one,  and  not  to  general  legislation,  while 
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no  such  provision  is  enacted  in  chapter  3,  which  deals  with  the 
general  construction  of  statutes.  It  is  matter  for  considera- 
tion whether  the  doubt  is  serious  enough  to  call  for  an  amen- 
datory or  declaratory  act. 

Exigency  Act. 
The  legislature  of  1882  finally  pitssed  a  bill  requiring  proof 
of  an  exigency  before  a  railroad  charter  can  be  obtained.  The 
views  of  the  Board  in  favor  of  some  such  bill  are  well  known, 
although  its  members  have  never  asked  that  jurisdiction  on  the 
question  of  exigency  should  be  conferred  upon  it  But  it  seems 
to  be  our  duty  to  call  attention  to  one  provision  of  the  statute 
as  passed.  The  bill  proposed  by  this  Board  contained  this 
clause  :  "  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  railroad 
corporation  acting  under  section  139  of  chapter  112."  This 
section  regulates  the  construction  of  branches  and  extensions. 
And  the  clause  was  introduced,  because  without  it  the  bill 
would  tend  to  give' existing  railroad  companies  a  monopoly  of 
railroad  construction.  It  is  evident  that  if  individuals  could 
not  build  without  proving  an  exigency,  and  thus  obtaining  a 
charter,  and  if  any  existing  roads  could  be  freely  extended 
without  such  proof,  a  vast  advantage  would  be  given  to  estab- 
lished roads.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  extent  of  a  branch  ;  and 
almost  any  road  that  is  likely  to  be  desired  could  be  built  as  a 
branch  or  extension.  These  views  were  accepted  by  the  rail- 
road committee,  and  were  retained  in  the  bill  as  reported. 

But  by  an  amendment  of  the  fourth  section  it  is  "  Provided, 
however,  that  nothing  herein  shall  affect  any  existing  provisions 
of  law  regarding  the  location  and  construction  of  branch  rail- 
roads." This  seems,  to  some  experts  in  law,  to  be  in  direct 
conflict  with  the  clause  quoted  above.  It  may,  however,  be 
argued  that  this  proviso  refers  only  to  the  provisions  of  section 
4,  and  that  "  herein  "  means  in  this  section.  Such  a  construction 
would  carry  out  one  general  rule,  which  is  to  give  full  effect, 
when  possible,  to  every  part  of  a  statute.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  any  precedent  can  be  found  for  so  limiting  the  word. 

The  Board  only  desires  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  wisdom  of 
the  legislature.  As  at  present  advised  we  should  construe  the 
law  according  to  our  understanding  of  the  intent  of  the  General 
Court,  and  restrict  the  word  "  herein  "  to  the  fourth  section. 
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Xo  application  for  a  charter  has  been  made  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act.  Neither  has  any  appeal  been  presented 
under  chapter  135  which  gives  appeals  from  county  commis- 
sioners in  cases  relating  to  certain  crossings. 

Fencing  of  Railroads. 

By  chapter  162  of  the  Acts  of  1882.  the  Board  is  substituted 
for  the  County  Commissioners  as  the  tribunal  which  is  to  pass 
upon  the  exemption  of  railroad  companies  from  the  duty  of 
fencing  their  tracks  from  adjoining  land.  Exemptions  already 
made  are  to  continue,  unless  new  proceedings  are  instituted 
with  full  notice  to  the  parties  and  to  the  public.  One  such 
hearing  has  been  had  on  the  petition  of  N.  D.  Eichardson  and 
others,  chiefly  of  Xorth  Leominster.  In  this  case  a  large  num- 
ber of  exemptions  were  revoked.  It  appeared  that  the  lands 
were  used  for  pasturage,  and  that  cattle  strayed  from  portions 
of  these  lands  to  the  track.  Many  witnesses  testified  in  sup- 
port of  the  petition.  There  was  no  opposition  to  it,  and  no 
appearance  for  the  respondents. 

The  Fitchburg  Bailroad  Company  promptly  ordered  the 
erection  offences  to  protect  the  land. 

The  Board  has  no  power  to  institute  proceedings  in  any  case 
where  exemptions  have  heretofore  been  granted. 

A  ease  of  general  interest,  and  of  special  interest  to  farmers 
whose  land  abuts  upon  railroads,  has  been  decided  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  under  the  Fencing  Act  of  1879.  On  account  of  its 
practical  interest,  and  because  it  has  not  yet  appeared  in  the 
published  reports,  the  important  part  of  the  opinion  is  given 
herewith  :  — 

Boston*  £  Al^axt  Railroad  Compaxy  v    George  P.  B?jgg?. 
"  The  plaintiff  built  a  fence  along  the  line  of  its  railroad  at  a  place  where 
ras  required  to  do  so  by  the  statute  of  1379,  c.  205,  s  1,  and  it  brings  this 
aetiou  under  s.  2,  to  recover  the  cost  thereof  from  the  defendant.     The  only 
question  made  is  whether  the  dnty  of  maintaining  the  fence  was  by  law  or 
contract  imposed  upon  the  defendant.    The  plaintiff  has  all  the  rights  of 
ilroad  Corporation,  whose  railroad  was  located  and  con- 
structed prior  to  the  statute  of  1841,  c.  125.     The  road  was  located  over 
land  belonging  to  Moses  A.  Lee  ar.d  Adelia  M.  Lee,  his  wife,  as  joint  ten- 
ants by  devise,  and  they  conveyed  the  land  taken  by  the  location,  and  on 
which  the  road  is  constructed,  to  the  corporation,  and  received  from  it  pay- 
ment for  the  land  conveyed  and  for  damages  to  the  remaining  land.     Mrs. 
-  irvived  her  husband,  and  became  sole  owner  by  survivorship  of  the 
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land  adjoining  that  conveyed  to  the  corporation,  and  along  which  the  fence 
is  built.  The  defendant  holds  such  adjoining  land  through  mesne  convey- 
ance from  her. 

"  It  is  claimed  that  the  defendant  is  under  obligation  to  maintain  a  fence 
between  his  land  and  the  railroad  upon  two  grounds.  First,  that  the  law- 
puts  upon  the  owner  of  land  adjoining  a  railroad  constructed  prior  to  the 
statute  of  1841,  c.  125,  the  duty  of  fencing  against  the  railroad  ;  and,  second, 
that  the  transaction  between  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee  and  the  corporation  consti- 
tuted a  contract  to  maintain  a  fence,  binding  upon  all  claiming  the  land 
under  them. 

"  First.  —  Prior  to  the  statute  of  1841,  c.  125,  there  was  no  statute  provid- 
ing for  fences  between  the  owners  of  lands  adjoining  a  railroad  and  the 
railroad,  and  the  common  law  as  to  owners  and  occupiers,  of  adjoining  land 
applied.  Neither  had  a  right  to  trespass  himself  or  by  his  servants  or  cattle 
on  tbe  land  of  the  other,  and  neither  had  a  right  to  require  the  other  to  pre- 
vent trespass  by  maintaining  a  fence.  And  the  law  was  the  same  whether 
the  land  was  held  by  the  railroad  company  by  purchase,  as  in  the  case  at 
bar,  or  was  taken  by  the  corporation,  and  damages  ascertained  and  paid, 
as  in  case  of  land  taken  for  highways.  Rust  v.  Low,  6  Mass.  90  ;  Stackpole 
v.  Healy,  16  Mass.  33 :  Thayer  v.  Arnold,  4  Met.  589  ;  Bridgewater  v.  Plym- 
outh, 8  Cush.  475 ;  Holbrook  v.  McBride,  4  Gray,  220 :  Eames  v.  Salem 
and  Lowell  Railroad,  98  Mass.  560 ;  Bronson  v.  Coffin,  108  Mass.  175. 

"  Second.  —  There  is  nothing  in  the  deed  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee  putting 
upon  them  the  obligation  to  maintain  a  fence ;  but  it  is  contended  that  the 
receipt  given  by  Mr.  Lee  for  the  price  of  the  land  conveyed,  and  for  dam- 
ages to  the  remaining  land  and  for  fencing,  is  a  contract  to  maintain  a 
fence,  and  is  a  part  of  the  transaction  of  giving  the  deed  and  settling  for 
damages,  which  constitutes  a  contract  which  binds  the  land  and  operates  as 
a  covenant  running  with  the  land.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  anv  contract 
to  maintain  a  fence  can  be  found  in  this  receipt.  The  statute  incorporating 
the  Western  Railroad  Corporation  provides  that  damages  for  land  taken 
shall  be  ascertained  as  in  case  of  land  taken  for  highways.  Special  Laws, 
1833,  c  168,  s.  7.  And  the  mention  of  fences  in  the  receipt  would  seem 
rather  to  refer  to  an  item  of  damages  common  "in  highway  cases,  and  to 
acknowledge  receipt  of  payment  for  an  expense  necessary  to  be  incurred 
by  the  land  owner  for  the  beneficial  use  of  his  remaining  lands,  than  to  im- 
pose a  duty  to  maintain  a  fence  upon  him.  Bridgewater  v.  Plymouth,  8 
Cush.  476  ;  Holbrook  v.  McBride,  4  Gray,  220 

"  It  follows  that  neither  the  action  against  the  defendant,  nor  the  proceed- 
ings to  enforce  a  lien  can  be  maintaineJ.     Exceptions  overruled." ' 

Color-Blindness . 

Chapter  194  of  1881  required  the  examination  of  certain 
railroad  employees  for  color-blindness  and  defective  sight  "by 
some  competent  person  employed  and  paid  by  the  railroad 
company." 

In  section  179  of  chapter  1L2,  Public  Statutes,  the  italicized 
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words  do  not  appear.  This  change  of  phrase  was  not  recom- 
mended by  the  revising  commissioners  in  their  report,  nor  was 
it  made  in  the  "  pink  edition  "  of  the  laws.  It  has  been  sup- 
posed by  some  that  the  omission  of  these  words  relieved  rail- 
road corporations  from  the  duty  of  paying  for  examinations, 
and  imposed  payment  upon  employees.  The  better  opinion 
seems  to  be,  that  no  change  is  made  in  the  law.  (1)  Because 
no  intention  to  make  any  change  was  manifested.  (2) 
Because  by  the  common  law  the  employment  of  one  person 
by  another  imposes  the  duty  of  payment,  and  raises  the  pre- 
sumption of  a  promise  to  pay.  The  legislature,  recognizing 
this  principle,  probably  regarded  the  omitted  words  as  unnec- 
essary. It  is  believed  that  the  railroad  companies  of  the 
State  accept  this  construction  of  the  law. 

Discrimination  in  Favor  of  the  Longer  Route. 

The  case  of  the  Stevens  Linen  Works,  petitioners  against  the 
New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  involves  prin- 
ciples of  great  importance  in  theory  and  practice.  It  is 
therefore  printed  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

It  should  be  added,  that  as  soon  the  opinion  was  made  known 
to  the  company,  the  tariff  of  freight  was  revised  in  accordance 
with  the  views  of  the  Board.  Coal  freights  to  Webster  and 
Oxford  were  reduced  from  $1.50  to  $1.00  ;  and  corresponding 
reductions  were  made  at  other  stations.  When  this  was  done, 
the  Board  had  no  desire  and  no  authority  to  act  further  in  the 
matter. 

"  In  this  case  the  railroad  company  is  charged  with  habitual 
violation  of  section  190  of  chapter  112,  forbidding  a  higher 
freight  charge  for  a  less  distance  from  the  same  point  of  depart- 
ure in  the  same  direction.  The  complaint  states  that  $1.50 
has  been  charged  per  ton  for  transporting  coal  over  the  Nor- 
wich &  Worcester  Railroad,  a  leased  road,  from  Norwich  to 
Webster,  forty-three  (43)  miles,  while  only  ninety  cents  was 
charged  for  transporting  the  same  or  less  quantities  to  Worccs- 
ster,  fifty-nine  miles. 

"  It  appears  that  through  the  railroad  year  beginning  October 
1,  1881,  and  ending  October  1,  1882,  and  for  a  period  before 
and  after  those  dates,  coal  was  transported  to  Worcester  in 
large  and  small  quantities  for  $1.  per  ton  ;  that  during  the  year 
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named  no  higher  charge  was  made  in  anv  case,  and  that  those 
dealers  whose,  transactions  were  very  large  paid  only  ninety 
cents.  This  rate  was  also  given  to  one  Worcester  customer 
whose  transactions  were  of  moderate  amount.  In  all  cases  the 
rate  called  for  by  the  printed  tariff  ($1.50)  was  paid,  and  the 
difference  was  refunded.  The  company  has  charged  the  peti- 
tioners and  all  other  firms  and  persons  in  Webster  and  in 
Oxford  $1.50,  and  has  enforced  payment  of  the  full  sum. 
Some  firms  at  Webster  have  received  several  thousand  tons 
each,  annually,  all  in  cargo  lots,  and  have  paid  this  rate,  while 
lots  as  small  as  twenty  tons  have  been  carried  to  Worcester  for 
one  dollar.  One  dollar  and  fifty  cents  is  the  only  rate  made 
known  to  the  public  at  Worcester  as  well  as  at  Webster. 
Since  the  filing  of  the  petition  the  rate  to  Worcester  has  been 
fixed  at  $1.50  per  ton  without  rebate,  except  for  dealers  receiv- 
ing 10,700  tons  or  more;  for  them  it  is  ninety  cents.  The 
limit,  10,700,  is  evidently  not  intended  seriously  as  a  fixed 
amount  to  regulate  further  rates.  It  is  the  smallest  amount 
now  received  by  any  dealer ;  and  it  was  stated  that  it  would  be 
reduced  if  the  exigencies  of  competition  should  demand;  i.e., 
if  any  large  dealer  should  import  less  than  that  amount.  It  is 
evident,  therefore,  if  the  law  applies  to  freight  brought  from 
another  State,  and  if  it  is  constitutional,  the  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad  Company  has  violated  its  provisions,  and 
rendered  itself  liable  to  its  penalties.  As  to  the  intention  of 
the  State  legislature  to  apply  the  law  to  freight  coming  from 
other  States,  there  is  no  doubt.  It  means  this,  or  it  means 
nothing.  It  was  framed  for  such  cases,  and  for  no  others. 
Through  freights  from  the  West  were  found  to  be  lower  to 
Boston  than  freights  from  the  same  distances  to  Worcester, 
Springfield,  and  other  intermediate  points  ;  and  wholesale  deal- 
ers at  these  intermediate  points  were  obliged  to  pay  the  full 
freight  to  Boston,  added  to  a  high  local  charge.  This  tended 
to  centralization  and  monopoly  ;  and  this  law  was  framed  spe- 
cially to  prevent  this  unjust  discrimination  in  favor  of  the  great 
central  market.  The  same  principle  which  protects  Worcester 
against  Boston,  protects  Webster  against  a  discrimination  in 
favor  of  Worcester.  And  it  applies  to  freight  from  Connecti- 
cut, as  well  as  to  freight  from  Chicago. 

"  The  former  views  of  this  Board  are  fully  set  forth  in  the 
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report  made  in  1871  :  '  The  commissioners  do  not  care  to  argue 
this  question  in  the  light  of  sound  policy,  as  regards  the  corpo- 
rations themselves.  The  only  reliable  business  the  railroads 
now  have  is  their  local  business.  It  is  their  evident  interest  to 
foster  and  build  this  up  by  every  means  in  their  power.  Cor- 
porations which  cannot  see  this,  —  which  by  discriminating 
charges  crush  enterprise  and  industry  out  of  these  isolated 
towns,  and  force  them  to  move  to  those  points  where  only  the 
railroads  meet  competition,  —  a  corporation  which  at  this  late 
day  systematically  pursues  such  a  course  as  this,  is  probably 
beyond  the  reach  of  argument.  One  thing,  however,  is  very 
clear :  Massachusetts  is  now  made  up  of  small  industrial  cen- 
tres ;  these  cannot  by  any  possibility  enjoy  any  great  degree  of 
railroad  competition ;  that  they  should  not  be  crushed  out  of 
existence,  and  all  population  forced  to  concentrate  at  some 
half-dozen  competing  and  railroad  centres,  is  a  matter  of  great 
moment  to  the  Commonwealth.  Local  points  must  therefore 
be  protected  from  exactions  of  the  nature  of  that  described. 
At  present  they  (the  Board)  are  not  prepared  to  do  more  than 
to  propose  a  law  which  shall  compel  all  corporations  to  treat 
their  entire  routes  with  discrimination  as  regards  jpro  rated 
business  ;  that  is,  charging  for  it,  in  the  same  way  in  which  the 
company  is  remunerated,  as  one  point.  Massachusetts  cannot 
compel  a  combination  of  roads,  only  a  very  inconsiderable  por- 
tion of  which  is  within  her  limits,  to  alter  its  form  of  contract, 
and  to  bill  at  separate  pro  rata  prices  to  all  local  points.  It 
can,  however,  stipulate  that  local  or  isolated  points  shall  be  no 
worse  off  than  terminal  or  competing  points  ;  that  goods  which 
pay  the  full^ro  rata  price  to  the  terminal  point  of  a  road  shall 
be  delivered  at  no  greater  price  at  any  local  point  on  the  same 
road.  The  commissioners  do  not  see  how  this  measure  can 
result  in  injury  to  any  legitimate  interest.  A  similar  regula- 
tion obtains  upon  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.' 

lt  A  draft  of  a  bill  was  annexed,  which,  with  an  amendment, 
became  law.  And  the  example  of  Massachusetts  has  been  fol- 
lowed in  other  States.  We  do  not  know  that  its  constitution- 
ality has  been  questioned  elsewhere.  The  constitutionality  of 
the  law,  and  its  applicability  to  a  case  precisely  like  the  pres- 
ent, was  taken  for  granted  by  the  Board  in  their  eighth  annual 
report,  p.  67.     The  letter  of  the  law  covers  this  class  of  cases, 
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and  its  spirit  especially  applies  to  this  class.  The  objection  to 
the  constitutionality  of  this  law  is  founded  upon  the  well-known 
clause  of  the  United  States  Constitution,  which  gives  to  Con- 
gress power  '  to  regulate  commerce  .  .  .  among  the  several 
States.'  But  the  question  seems  to  have  been  settled  in  favor 
of  the  constitutionality  of  the  law  by  the  highest  authority, 
from  which  there  is  no  appeal.  The  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States  has  held  that  a  State  may  fix  the  rate  for  fare  and 
freight  brought  into  it  from  another  State.  And  the  absolute 
right  to  fix  a  rate  certainly  would  seem  to  include  a  restriction 
as  reasonable  as  the  one  in  question.  In  Peik  v.  Chicago  & 
North- Western  Railway  (94  U.  S.  164),  the  constitutionality  of 
chapter  273  of  the  Acts  of  Wisconsin,  1874,  was  affirmed. 
This  was  known  as  '  the  Potter  Act.'  It  limited  the  rates  for 
freight  and  passenger  charges  upon  all  railroads  in  the  State, 
including  a  combination  of  Wisconsin  and  Illinois  roads,  ex- 
cepting from  its  provisions  only  freight  merely  in  transit 
through  the  State ;  and  it  was  objected  that  the  statute  was  un- 
constitutional, as  conflicting  with  the  inter-State  commerce 
clause.  The  objection  was  overruled  by  the  court,  in  an  opin- 
ion given  by  Chief  Justice  Waite.  A  few  extracts  will  show 
the  force  of  his  opinion  :  — 

'"These  suits  present  the  single  question  of  the  power  of  the  legislature 
of  Wisconsin  to  provide  a  law  for  a  maximum  of  charge  to  be  made  by  the 
Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway  Company  for  fai*e  and  freight  upon  the 
transportation  of  persons  and  property  carried  within  the  Slate,  or  taken  up 
outside  the  Slate  and  brought  within  it,  or  taken  up  inside  and  carried  with- 
out'^ p.  175.  '  As  to  the  effect  of  the  statute  as  a  regulation  of  inter-State 
commerce.  The  law  is  confined  to  State  commerce,  and  such  inter-State 
commerce  as  directly  affects  the  people  of  Wisconsin.  Until  Congress  acts 
in  reference  to  the  relations  of  this  company  to  intei'-State  commerce,  it  is 
certainly  within  the  power  of  Wisconsin  to  regulate  its  fares,  etc.,  so  far  as 
they  are  acts  of  domestic  concern.  With  the  people  of  Wisconsin  this  com- 
pany has  domestic  relations.  Incidentally  they  may  reach  beyond  the  State. 
But  certainly,  until  Congress  undertakes  to  legislate  for  those  who  are  with- 
out the  State,  Wisconsin  may  provide  for  those  within,  even  though  it  may 
indirectly  affect  those  without ; '  pp.  177,  178. 

"  This  case  was  not  decided  lightly.  It  was  argued  for  the 
railroad  company  by  Messrs.  Evarts,  Lawrence,  Stoughton, 
and  other  eminent  counsel.  Mr.  Stousdrton's  argument  on  this 
constitutional  point  is  full  and  almost  unanswerable.  ,  It  may 
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be  found  in  the  appendix  to  the  second  report  of  the  railroad 
commissioners  of  Wisconsin,  pp.  416-420.  The  decision  goes 
far  beyond  the  necessities  of  the  present  case,  for  it  establishes 
an  absolute  right  to  fix  maximum  rates.  This  certainly  in- 
cludes a  right  to  forbid  a  gross  act  of  discrimination  by  charg- 
ing more  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance  on  the  same 
line  and  in  the  same  direction.  It  not  only  decides  the  very 
point  involved  here,  the  case  of  freight  brought  from  another 
State  into  this,  but  the  more  doubtful  point  of  freight  carried 
from  the  legislating  State  into  another.  It  was  decided  on  a 
question  arising  years  after  the  act  of  June  15,  1866,  which  has 
been  claimed  as  congressional  occupation  of  the  ground,  ex- 
cluding all  State  legislation.  It  is  unnecessary  to  refer  to 
other  decisions  of  the  United  States  court,  because  this  is  so 
clearly  in  point.  In  the  recent  case  in  Illinois,  People  v. 
Wabash,  etc.,  Railroad  Company,  which  has  been  much  dis- 
cussed and  criticised,  the  State  court  only  followed  the  author- 
itative decision  of  the  Federal  court.  It  is  true  that  in  Carton 
v.  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company,  cited  by  the  counsel  for 
the  respondent  in  his  able  and  learned  argument,  the  supreme 
court  of  Iowa  held  that  an  act  regulating  rates  on  freight  car- 
ried to  another  State  was  unconstitutional.  The  opinion  would 
be  more  valuable  if  it  had  contained  a  reference  to  the  case  of 
Peik  v.  Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway.  But  further  discus- 
sion would  be  unprofitable,  for  an  inferior  tribunal  is  bound  to 
follow  a  decision  made  by  the  highest  of  all  judicial  tribunals. 
If  the  question  were  doubtful,  it  would  be  our  duty  to  sustain 
the  legislation  of  Massachusetts,  and  to  act  in  such  a  way  that 
it  might  be  decided  at  least  by  the  highest  court  in  our  own 
State.     But  it  does  not  seem  to  be  doubtful. 

"  The  question  of  the  wisdom  of  the  Wisconsin  law  was  not 
before  the  court  any  more  than  it  is  now  before  us.  The  Board 
has  never  approved  of  such  legislation,  nor  has  it  commended 
itself  to  our  legislators.  But  a  decision  upholding  the  consti- 
tutional power  of  the  State  to  pass  a  harsh  and  oppressive  law, 
may  well  be  cited  in  favor  of  a  mild  and  reasonable  statute 
with  the  same  general  object,  but  not  going  so  far.  And  the 
decision  of  the  highest  court  in  the  land,  which  was  called  out 
by  that  legislation,  is  binding  upon  us  and  upon  all  tribunals, 
judicial  and  otherwise.     It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Wis- 
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cousin  act  was  not  intended  to  cover  rates  on  freight  brought 
into  that  State  from  another.  But,  even  if  this  were  true,  the 
supreme  court  thought  it  was  so  intended,  and  said  so,  and 
held  it  to  be  constitutional  with  that  view  of  its  scope. 

It  is  evident,  then,  that  for  every  freight  transaction  in  coal 
at  Webster  and  Oxford,  including  each  delivery  to  the  petition- 
ers during  the  time  covered  by  this  investigation,  the  New 
York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company  has  violated  the  law, 
and  has  incurred  the  penalties  provided  for  its  violation,  besides 
its  liability  to  civil  suits  for  damages. 

"  The  next  question  relates  to  the  legality  of  the  present  rates, 
which  are  90  cents  per  ton  for  transportation  to  Worcester  for 
amounts  which  in  the  course  of  a  year  exceeds  10,700  tons, 
and  $1.50  per  ton  for  transportation  of  any  less  amount  to 
Worcester  or  way  stations.  Assuming  that  under  section  190 
any  exception  can  be  made  to  the  rule  of  the  statute,  the  ques- 
tion will  arise  whether  such  a  great  difference  as  that  between 
$1.50  and  90  cents  can  be  a  reasonable  allowance,  and  whether 
the  short  route  can  be  charged  an  advance  of  QQ  per  cent,  over 
the  long  route.  The  section  now  under  discussion  is  not  the 
law  against  '  discrimination.'  It  is  not  the  law  which  now  for- 
bids '  undue  or  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage,'  and 
'  undue  or  unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage.'  It  is 
the  positive  prohibition  of  a  higher  rate  for  a  shorter  distance, 
where  freight  is  of  the  like  class  and  quantity.  Here  the  arti- 
cle carried  for  each  party  is  identical,  and  the  quantities  trans- 
ported are  like,  being  cargoes  large  or  small,  as  may  happen. 
The  difference  of  rate  charged  in  this  case  is  founded,  not  on 
the  amount  transported  at  one  time,  but  on  the  amouut  trans- 
ported in  one  year  or  one  season.  If  an  allowance  may  be 
made  on  that  account,  the  Board  does  not  believe  that  an 
excess  of  60  per  cent,  can  lawfully  be  charged  to  customers  re- 
ceiving 1,000,  or  2,000,  or  3,000  tons  by  a  route  of  forty-three 
miles,  over  those  receiving  10,700  or  20,000  tons  by  a  route  of 
fifty-nine  miles.  A  case  can  be  imagined  in  which  it  would  be 
difficult  to  decide  whether  a  rebate  was  reasonable  and  lawful. 
Here  there  is  no  difficulty  in  deciding  that  it  is  unreasonable 
and  unlawful.  This  would  seem  to  be  apparent  from  the  fig- 
ures themselves.  There  was  no  testimony  showing  that  the 
rate  of  $1.50  is  in  itself  unreasonable,  nor  under  the  circum- 
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stances  was  any  desirable  or  admissible ;  but  in  its  proportion 
to  90  cents  for  a  longer  route,  it  is  on  its  face  unreasonable. 
And  this  view  is  confirmed  by  the  example  of  those  railroad 
companies  which,  while  obeying  strictly  the  'shorter-route' 
law,  do  make  a  moderate  allowance  in  rates  to  customers  in 
the  same  place,  who  in  the  course  of  a  year  receive  large 
amounts.  In  connection  with  this  reference,  it  may  be  added 
that,  while  some  companies  feel  justified,  on  general  business 
principles,  in  making  a  trifling  allowance  to  manufacturers,  no 
other  road  has  discriminated  in  favor  of  dealers  as  against 
manufacturers. 

"We  would  also  suggest  that  so  great  a  difference  in  rates 
between  wholesale  dealers  and  those  who  at  the  same  place 
receive  only  a  few  hundreds  or  thousands  of  tons,  may  be  re- 
garded as  an  undue  advantage  to  one,  and  a  prejudice  to  the 
other.  In  other  words,  it  may  prove  that  the  railroad  com- 
pany, in  attempting  to  evade  the  provisions  of  section  190  of 
chapter  112,  may  have  fallen  into  a  violation  of  chapter  225  of 
1882.  But  on  this  no  opinion  is  given,  as  the  question  has  not 
been  presented.  It  is  referred  to  lest  the  Board  should,  by  its 
silence,  be  supposed  to  assent  to  the  idea  that  a  dealer  at 
Worcester,  receiving  2,000  tons  of  coal,  may  be  lawfully 
charged  rates  higher  by  60  per  cent,  than  a  dealer  in  the  same 
city  receiving  12,000  tons.  Leaving  this  for  consideration,  if 
the  question  is  ever  presented,  the  Board  has  no  doubt  that 
section  190  is  violated  when  the  petitioners  at  Webster  are 
compelled  to  pay  $1.50  per  ton  for  cargo  lots  from  Norwich, 
while  dealers  at  Worcester  receive  similar  lots  for  90  cents, 
upon  the  plea  that  they  receive  more  in  the  course  of  a  year. 
In  this  vievv  of  the  law,  the  present  practice  of  the  railroad 
company  is  unlawful,  as  their  past  practice  has  been. 

"But  there  is  another  aspect  of  the  case  which  is  quite  as  clear ; 
and  we  feel  bound  to  give  our  views  upon  that  question  under 
the  statute  which  calls  upon  us  to  recommend  such  changes  as 
seem  expedient  in  the  mode  of  operating  railroads  and  conduct- 
ing their  business.  As  a  matter  of  railroad  policy,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  the  practice  of  the  New  York  &  New  England 
Railroad  is  unwise  and  harmful.  The  Board  has  heretofore 
expressed  its  opinion  so  fully,  that  it  is  necessary  to  do  little 
more  than  to  refer  to  the  quotation  already  made.     We  feci  no 
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delicacy  in  quoting  from  the  report  of  1871.     None  of  those 
who  were  then  commissioners  are  now  serving  on  the  Board. 
And  certainly  nothing  has  happened  to  detract  from  the  value 
of  the  opinions  then  expressed   by  Mr.  Adams  and  his  col- 
leagues,    In  this  case  a  very  strong  illustration  is  given  of  the 
impolicy  of  unlawfully  or  unreasonably  favoring  a  central  mar- 
ket at  the  cost  of  a  local  market.     A  railroad  sixteen  miles  in 
length,  from  Webster  to  Auburn,  has  been  surveyed,  approved, 
and  located  to  escape  these  excessive  charges.    This  road  will  be 
built  because  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company 
has  persisted  in  its  system  of  disregarding  this  law  of  the  State. 
All  the  expense,  all  the  destruction  of  existing  property,  and  all 
the  necessary  interference  with  travelled  ways,  might  have  been 
avoided.     And  the  rivalry  and  consequent  loss  of  business  to 
the  New  York  &  New  England  would  also  have  been  prevented 
if  that  company  had  not  forced  a  parallel  route  into  existence 
by  refusing  fair  and  proper  terms  to  deserving  manufacturers. 
No  doubt  in  this  case  the  parties  interested  in  the  new  road 
may  have  been  influenced  by  the  sense  of  wrong,  as  well  as  by  a 
calculation  of  profit  and  loss.     And  this  again  illustrates  one 
reason  for  following  the  wise  and  just  policy  which  has  received 
the  approval  of   the  State.      It  is  not  'good  railroading'  to 
impress  upon  a  community  the  idea  that  their  interests  are  mat- 
ters of  indifference  to  railroad  managers.     And  it  is  the  height 
of  unwisdom  to  force  the  public  to  believe  that  for  the  sake  of 
competing  with  rivals  at  low  rates,  excessive  and  dispropor- 
tionate rates  are  exacted  from  the  people  where  there  are  no 
rivals.     To  the  manufacturers  of  Webster  the  company  seems 
to  stand  in  this  attitude.     Either  it  carries  coal  to  Worcester 
at  reasonable  rates  because  it  must,  and  denies  them  to  Web- 
ster because  it  can,  or  it  gives  to  Worcester  rates  unreasonably 
low,  and   makes  up  its  loss    by  enforcing  excessive  rates  on 
Webster.    And  this  seems  to  be  done  because  the  corporation  has 
now  no  competition  to  fear,  and  because  it  hopes  to  set  aside  a 
law  of  Massachusetts,  or  at  least  to  procure  long  delay  in  having 
it  affirmed.     If  the  managers  of  the  New  York  &  New  England 
were  convinced  that  the  law  in  question  was  of  doubtful  con- 
stitutionality, they  would  still  act  wisely  in  conforming  to  it : 
first,  because  the  rule  laid  clown  by  it  is  in  itself  wise  and  just ; 
and,  secondly,  because  it  is  the  chosen  policy  of  the   State. 
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And  this  consideration  would  seem  to  apply  with  added  force 
to  a  corporation  that  has  received  so  many  costly  favors  from 
the  Commonwealth. 

"  The  Board,  therefore,  (1)  gives  notice  to  the  New  York  & 
New  England  Railroad  Company  that  it  is  acting  in  violation 
of  section  190,  chapter  112,  of  the  Public  Statutes,  in  exacting 
$1.50  per  ton  for  the  freight  of  coal  transported  from  Norwich 
to  Webster  and  Oxford  for  the  petitioners  and  others.  And 
(2)  it  recommends  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  com- 
pany that  they  promptly  revise  the  action  of  their  agents  in  fix- 
ing the  rates  for  those  towns  ;  and  that,  without  waiting  for 
further  action  by  the  Board,  or  for  the  result  of  litigation  which 
may  last  for  many  years,  they  conform  their  policy  to  that 
called  for  by  justice  and  expediency,  as  wTell  as  by  the  existing 
statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  ;  and  that  the  rates  of  freight  for 
coal  to  Webster  and  other  way  stations  in  this  State,  on  the 
Norwich  &  Worcester  road,  be  so  reduced  as  to  be  no  higher 
than  those  enforced  for  transportation  in  like  quantities  at  one 
time  to  Worcester.  And  it  may  be  added  that  if  a  moderate 
and  reasonable  allowance  shall  be  made  in  favor  of  heavy  cus- 
tomers, it  is  improbable  that  there  will  ever  be  any  need  of 
settling  or  raising  the  question  whether  it  is  lawful,  because 
there  is  a  general  acquiescence  by  business  men  in  the  propriety 
of  such  allowances." 

Since  the  report  was  made,  the  Board,  by  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Loring,  solicitor  for  the  company,  has  received  a  fuller  report 
of  the  Iowa  decision,  in  which  the  case  of  Peik  v.  Chicago  & 
North-Western  Railway  Company  seems  to  be  referred  to,  with 
others  cited  in  the  printed  report  mentioned  in  our  opinion.  It 
is  said  that  "  they  do  not  appear  to  sanction  the  acts  of  State 
legislatures  regulating  the  transportation  of  freight  and  pas- 
sengers between  the  States." 

But,  as  the  chief  justice  in  the  first  sentence  of  his  opinion 
states,  that  this  case  does  refer  to  persons  and  property  "  taken 
up  outside  of  the  State  and  brought  within  it,  or  taken  up 
inside  and  carried  without,"  the  decision  of  the  United  States 
court  still  appears  to  be  in  point. 

As  the  Iowa  case  was  decided  against  the  validity  of  a  State 
law  supposed  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  United  States  Constitu- 
tion, it  cannot  be  carried  to  the  United   States  court.      The 
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decision  of  that  court  may  be  wrong,  and  may  at  some  time  be 
reversed,  bat  while  it  is  unreversed  it  gives. law  to  us. 

It  would  seem  that  if  this  act  were  unconstitutional,  much  of 
the  legislation  of  the  State  relating  to  the  transportation  of 
freight  and  passengers,  and  especially  a  portion  of  last  winter's 
legislation,  providing  for  the  safety  of  passengers,  is  also 
unconstitutional.  The  general  court  has  not  hesitated  to  pro- 
vide that  cars  habitually  used  on  our  roads,  although  they  are 
owned  by  foreign  corporations  and  come  from  other  States,  shall 
be  provided  with  appliances  for  securing  life  and  safety.  The 
claim  here  made  would  cover  this  case,  and  secure  to  the  cor- 
poration the  right  to  force  their  cars  into  this  Commonwealth 
without  regard  to  laws,  which  as  it  would  be  said  regulated 
commerce  between  the  States. 

The  decision  at  Washington  seems  upon  broader  grounds  to 
be  a  fortunate  one.  For,  if  it  had  been  held  that  the  legis- 
lature could  not  enforce  upon  a  corporation  which  is  its  own 
creature,  a  regulation  so  moderate  and  just  as  this,  and  one 
referring  only  to  freight  to  be  delivered  within  the  legis- 
lating State,  —  then  a  new  argument  would  have  been  fur- 
nished to  those  who  desire  to  bring  all  inter-state  railroads 
under  the  control  of  the  Federal  government,  which  would  be 
a  grievous  injury  to  all  railroad  business  ;  a  special  injury  to 
the  railroads  of  Massachusetts,  and  a  great  danger  to  Repub- 
lican government. 

Signals  at  Grade-Crossings. 
Chapter  143  of  the  Acts  of  1881,  now  replaced  by  a  clause 
in  §  162,  chapter  112,  P.  S.,  provides  that  the  Board  may 
authorize  a  discontinuance  of  the  stop  required  at  the  grade- 
crossing  of  two  railroads,  when  the  two  companies  shall  adopt 
a  system  of  interlocking  or  automatic  signals,  approved  by 
the  Board.  This  act  was  passed  in  consequence  of  a  fatal  acci- 
dent at  Walpole,  which  occurred  in  spite  of  the  precautions 
demauded  by  the  law  of  1855.  The  first  object  of  the  new 
law  was  to  promote  safety  in  travelling ;  but  it  is  also  valuable 
as  removing  the  annoyance  of  unnecessary  delay.  A  brief 
account  of  the  system  adopted  at  Walpole  by  the  Old  Col- 
ony and  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  companies, 
will  give  an  idea  of  the  mechanical  securities  which  are  now 
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provided  for  travel  in  place  of  those  which  on  this  very  spot 
proved  to  be  as  insufficient  as  they  were  annoying. 

Walpole  Crossing-Signals. 

Each  road  has  at  this  point  two  tracks,  beside  connections 
and  freight-sidings.  The  signals  adopted  are  large  semaphore 
arms,  similar  to  those  in  use  on  railways  in  England,  where 
this  frame  of  thirty-two  levers  and  the  electric  locks  were 
made.  A  house  placed  at  the  crossing,  and  raised  high  enough 
to  give  a  good  view  of  both  yards,  contains  the  machine,  which 
moves  by  means  of  simple  levers  all  the  switches  and  signals  in 
the  vicinity. 

The  signal-man  receives  notice  of  the  approach  of  trains 
when  more  than  a  mile  away,  by  means  of  a  track  instrument 
and  annunciator,  so  that  he  has  ample  time  to  arrange  his  lev- 
ers before  the  train  comes  in  si^ht  of  the  signals. 

Each  track  as  it  approaches  the  crossing  has  three  signals ; 
one  close  to  the  crossing,  which  would  not  be  necessary  if  it 
were  not  for  the  yard  work  done  here  by  the  way  freight 
trains  ;  the  second,  or  home-signal,  about  eight  hundred  feet 
from  the  crossing;  and  the  third,  or  distant  signal,  about  half 
a  mile  away. 

The  mechanical  construction  of  the  machine  is  such  that 
the  distant  signal  cannot  possibly  be  placed  at  safety  until  the 
home  and  switching  signals  are  lowered,  and  all  switches  set 
for  the  main  line.  Neither  by  ignorance  or  inattention,  nor 
even  by  malice,  could  this  be  done. 

None  of  the  signals  can  be  lowered  until  all  those  on  the  other 
road,  are  placed  at  danger;  nor  can  they  be  lowered  until 
the  tracks  at  a  point  about  five  hundred  feet  from  the  crossing 
have  been  broken  in  such  a  way  that  if  an  engineer  passes 
both  the  distant  signal,  showing  caution,  and  the  home- 
signal,  showing  danger,  his  train,  instead  of  continuing  to  the 
crossing,  and  colliding  with  another  train,  if  any  should  be 
there,  will  pass  on  to  the  road-bed,  and  the  train  will  become 
derailed  and  come  to  a  stop.  Thus,  if  signals  are  recklessly 
or  negligently  disobeyed,  instead  of  a  possible  collision  of  two 
trains,  with  great  danger  to  each,  the  worst  result  is  the  derail- 
ment of  the  offending  train,  which  will  be  moving  at  a  rate 
so  moderate  that  no  injury  will  be  likely  to  result  to  the  pas- 
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senders.  Two  such  occurrences  on  one  of  the  roads  followed 
the  establishment  of  this  system,  at  this  crossing;  and,  while 
the  negligence  of  the  train-men  was  exposed,  no  damage  was 
done  to  either  person  or  property. 

The  corresponding  switch  on  the  track  of  the  approaching 
train  must  be  closed,  before  either  the  home  or  distant  signal 
can  be  moved ;  so  that  there  is  no  chance  of  having  the  switch 
misplaced. 

The  electric  lock  prevents  the  home-signal  from  being 
changed  in  front  of  an  engine-man,  so  that  he  is  safe  in  running 
boldly  over  the  crossing,  if  he  sees  either  the  distant  or  the 
home  signal  set  for  him,  and  is  sure  that  nothing  on  the  other 
road  can  harm  him,  even  through  the  negligence  or  incompe- 
tency of  the  signal-man  or  engine-man  on  the  other  road. 

Having  passed  over  the  crossing  so  that  his  train  is  clear,  the 
action  of  a  track  instrument  sends  back  the  electric  current 
which  unlocks  the  home-signal,  when  the  liue  is  blocked  and 
the  other  road  can  be  opened. 

The  electric  apparatus  has  the  merit  of  extreme  simplicity. 
The  locking  being  done  by  the  dropping  of  a  bolt,  the  bolt 
when  down  is  securtd  by  a  permanent  horseshoe  magnet, 
while  the  only  part  of  the  work  dependent  upon  electricity  is 
the  unlocking.  If,  therefore,  the  battery  ceases  to  work,  or  if 
the  wire  is  broken,  the  failure  is  a  failure  to  unlock,  involving 
absolutely  no  danger. 

The  idea  prevails  throughout  of  providing  a  warning  against 
danger  in  case  of  any  failure.  For  instance,  the  signals  are 
so  arranged  that  if  the  wire  rope  which  works  them  is  cut  or 
broken,  the  signal  will  instantly  go  to  clanger,  and  stay  there. 

Although  the  switches  are  controlled  from  the  cabin,  the  old 
targets  and  switch-lights  work  as  before,  always  showing  the 
position  of  the  switch. 

This  system  at  Walpole  has  been  tried  for  a  long  time,  while 
the  "  k.  n."  stop  has  still  been  made.  The  device  has  worked 
well,  and  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Board,  so  that  stops 
are  no  longer  required  at  the  crossing. 
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The  Interlocking  Signals  at  the  Crossing  of  the  Bos- 
ton &  Albany,  and  the  Old  Colony  Railroads  at 
South  Framingham. 

Interlocking  signals  have  been  erected  at  South  Framingham 
in  compliance  with  chapter  143,  Acts  of  1881,  and  have  been 
in  operation  since  April  9,  1882. 

With  the  apparatus  now  in  use,  and  system  of  operation 
adopted,  the  following  safeguards  are  at  work,  at  the  passing 
of  each  train  :  — 

First.  Every  train  hand  is  assured,  before  reaching  the  cross- 
ing, that  the  engine-man  is  attending  to  his  duty.  This  is  done 
by  the  adoption  of  a  rule  under  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
brakeman  to  stop  every  train  by  the  use  of  the  hand-brakes, 
at  the  old  place  of  500  feet  from  the  crossing,  unless  the 
engine-man  gives  the  usual  two-whistle  signal  calling  for  off- 
brakes,  which  he  does  not  do  until  the  signals  and  the  cross- 
ings are  all  clear  and  the  speed  of  the  train  has  been  reduced 
to  the  proper  speed  for  crossing. 

Second.  On  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  there  is  a  rule  in 
force,  which  makes  it  the  duty  of  each  engine-man  and  fireman 
to  communicate  with  each  other,  stating  what  the  position  is 
of  several  important  signals  along  the  line  of  the  road,  as  soon 
as  they  are  sighted ;  this  at  the  Old  Colony  crossing  among 
others.  This  assures  the  watchfulness  of  the  fireman,  in  addi- 
tion to  that  of  the  engine-man. 

Third.  A  distant  signal  is  put  up  at  such  a  distance  from  the 
home-signal  that  it  can  be  seen  in  time  for  a  train  to  stop 
before  reaching  the  home-signal.  Further  mention  will  be 
made  of  the  construction  of  this  distant  signal,  and  of  the 
home-signals. 

Fourth.  A  gong  is  placed  not  far  from  the  distant  signal,  so 
arranged  that  when  the  distant  signal  is  at  caution,  or  not 
clear,  the  gong  rings  a  warning  to  all  the  train  hands,  then 
necessarily  at  work,  braking  up  under  the  rule  spoken  of  in 
paragraph  (1) ,  and  notifying  them  that  the  way  is  not  all  clear. 

Fifth.  A  home-signal  is  put  up  near  the  crossing.  Connected 
with  it  is  an  arm  reaching  out  across  the  track,  which  would 
be  broken  by  a  train  carelessly  run  beyond  its  proper  distance 
from  the  crossing  when  the  signal  is  against  it.     There  is  a 
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distant  signal,  alarm-gong,  and  home-signal  for  each  track,  or 
in  case  of  the  single-track  Old  Colony  Railroad,  for  each  direc- 
tion of  motion  along  the  single  track. 

Sixth.  The  several  signals  named  —  eight  in  all  —  are  so 
operated  and  controlled  by  a  Saxby  and  Farmer  interlocking 
mechanism,  that  it  is  physically  impossible  for  the  signal-man 
to  give  the  right  of  way  to  more  than  one  train  at  one  and 
the  same  time.  This  mechanism  is  now  so  well  known  that 
the  mention  of  it  by  name  will  describe  it  to  the  majority  of 
interested  parties.  To  those  unacquainted  with  it,  a  view,  or 
a  model,  is  almost  essential  for  an  understanding  of  it.  The 
signal-man  operates  all  the  signals  from  one  centrally  located 
tower,  affording  a  view  in  all  directions.  .  Each  signal  is  oper- 
ated by  its  own  especial  lever.  The  normal  position  of  all 
the  signals  is  at  danger.  On  learning  the  approach  of  a  train 
by  the  annunciator,  the  signal-man  gives  that  train  the  right 
of  way,  by  means  of  the  distant  and  home  signals  governing 
the  track  in  question.  So  soon  as  this  is  done  it  is  impossible 
to  move  any  of  the  levers  operating  any  of  the  other  signals. 

Seventh.  So  soon  as  the  right  of  way  has  been  given  to  any 
train,  the  levers  that  give  that  right  of  way  are  locked  auto- 
matically, and  cannot  be  moved  again  until  that  train  has 
passed  over  the  crossing.  These  levers  are  unlocked  by  the 
automatic  device  for  effecting  such  movements,  now  known  as 
a  "  track  circuit,"  or  Union  Switch  and  Signal  Company's 
apparatus.  The  train,  in  passing  over  a  stretch  of  insulated 
track,  next  beyond  the  crossing,  no  longer  bridges,  or  connects 
electrically,  the  two  rails  of  the  track,  and  so  unlocks  the 
levers  that  gave  that  train  its  right  of  way  when  it  was  a  mile 
or  more  distant.  The  levers  once  unlocked,  they  can  be  moved 
back  into  a  position  causing  their  appurtenant  signals  to  indi- 
cate danger;  and,  when  this  has  been  done,  the  Saxby  and 
Farmer  mechanism  is  then  in  condition  to  permit  the  giving  of 
a  right  of  way  to  some  other  train. 

Eighth.  The  signals  are  all  position  signals,  both  by  night 
and  by  day.  This  is  achieved  by  an  improvement  on  the 
form  of  semaphore  hitherto  in  use,  which  displayed  one  light 
of,  say,  a  green  color,  to  designate  clear  or  caution ;  and  an- 
other single  light  of  another  color,  generally  red,  to  indicate 
danger.     The  improvement  consists  in  adding  the  element  of 
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position  of  the  lights,  thus  showing  two  green  lights  in  a 
vertical  line  to  indicate  safety,  and  showing  two  red  lights  in  a 
horizontal  line  to  indicate  danger.  In  this  way  both  the  day 
and  the  night  signal  is  one  of  position,  with  the  added  safeguard 
of  distinguishing  colors  in  case  of  the  two  nis:ht  signals. 

The  use  of  these  improved  semaphores,  and  the  use  of  the 
"track  circuit"  to  unlock  the  levers,  rather  than  any  apparatus 
requiring  a  "treadle"  for  its  operation,  form  two  details  of 
the  apparatus  used  at  South  Framingham  that  are  in  advance 
of  those  generally  found  in  their  stead. 

The  two  railroad  companies  have  united  in  asking  a  tem- 
porary approval  of  this  system  up  to  April  1,  1883,  and  their 
request  was  granted.  , 

The  number  of  grade-crossings  of  one  railroad  by  another  in 
this  State  is  forty.  It  is  hoped  that  under  the  statute  provis- 
ions, which  perhaps  may  be  amended  with  advantage,  these 
may  be  gradually  reduced,  or  made  safer  and  less  inconvenient 
by  the  adoption  of  automatic  or  other  devices. 

Railroad  Boxds. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  bonds  issued  by  the  railroad  corporations  of  this 
State  since  1874.  appear  to  be  defective  in  the  form  of  approval. 
By  the  General  Statutes,  chapter  63,  section  121,  no  bond  was 
to  be  issued  "  unless  approved  by  one  or  more  of  the  finance 
committee  of  the  corporation,  or  some  other  person  appointed 
for  that  purpose."  This  was  not  changed  by  chapter  131  of 
1869,  or  by  chapter  292  of  1870,  which  referred  to  the  subject 
of  railroad  bonds. 

But,  by  chapter  372  of  1874,  section  49,  it  is  provided  that 
"  no  bond  shall  be  issued  unless  approved  by  some  person 
appointed  by  the  corporation  for  the  purpose,  who  shall  certify 
that  it  is  properly  issued  and  recorded  as  aforesaid.*'  This  is 
re-enacted,  with  other  legislation  not  material  to  the  question,  in 
section  <o2,  chapter  112,  Public  Statutes. 

The  words  "  by  the  corporation"  are  generally  supposed  to 
contain  a  requirement  that  the  person  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
stockholders.  And  this  construction  is  sustained  by  the  notes 
of  the  commissioners,  who  reported  these  words  in  brackets 
with  this  note  :   "  The  words  in  brackets  are  su  chested,  unless 
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it  is  intended  to  authorize  an  appointment  by  the  '  director?.' 
in  which  case  that  word  should  be  substituted  for  '  corpo- 
ration.' "  This  seems  to  leave  little  doubt  as  to  the  intention  of 
the  legislature.  But  the  new  provision  of  the  law  has  gener- 
ally escaped  attention ;  and  many  bonds  have  been  issued  with- 
out compliance  with  its  provisions.  The  Supreme  Court  has 
decided  in  Commonwealth  v.  Smith,  10  Allen,  448,  that  rail- 
road companies  in  this  State  have,  under  the  statutes,  no  power 
to  issue  bonds  for  the  payment  of  money,  except  for  the  pur- 
pose and  in  the  mode  therein  authorized ;  and  that  all  bonds 
issued  otherwise  are  void,  and  a  mortgage  to  secure  such  bonds 
is  also  void.  Some  scrupulous  lawyers  have  feared  that  a  like 
decision  might  affect  the  value  of  bonds  not  issued  in  exact 
conformity  with  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  1874,  especially  in 
cases  where  third  parties  have  acquired  rights,  as  against 
bondholders.  Whatever  misfht  be  the  final  decision  on  such 
a  question,  practical  inconveniences  arise  from  this  cloud  cast 
upon  the  securities  of  bondholders. 

None  of  the  railroad  companies  of  the  State  have  any  desire 
to  take  advantage  of  any  such  technical  objection  to  their 
bonds,  if  they  could  do  so  ;  and  the  managers  of  some  com- 
panies have  taken  measures  to  have  their  former  action  con- 
firmed by  the  corporation.  But  it  is  the  desire  of  others  to 
have  such  legislative  action  as  may  relieve  any  timid  bond- 
holder from  fear  as  to  the  value  of  his  security.  There  seems 
to  be  no  good  reason  for  requiring  this  formal  appointment  to 
be  made  by  the  stockholders  rather  than  by  the  directors,  who 
are  generally  trusted  with  the  details  of  fiuance :  and  the 
finance  committee  appear  to  be  the  fittest  persons  for  the  per- 
formance of  this  duty.  For  the  removal  of  doubts  as  to  past 
action,  it  will  be  easy  to  frame  a  confirmatory  act. 

The  main  object  of  an  annual  report  is  to  lay  before  the 
Geueral  Court  and  the  public  the  work  that  has  been  done 
during  the  year.  It  is  true  that  the  law  allows  general  sug- 
gestions as  to  railroad  policy  ;  and  when  the  Board  was  estab- 
lished such  suggestions  were  needed  and  valuable.  But 
because  of  the  general  interest  in  railroad  problems,  and  very 
much  through  the  discussion  of  them  by  our  predecessors,  the 
necessity  for  further  discussion  of  them,  by  this  Board,  has 
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ceased.  Our  humbler  duty  is  to  apply  principles  settled  by 
them  and  by  the  courts,  and  to  make  for  the  legislature  a 
transcript  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  application  of  theory  to 
practice.  When  such  applications  have  been  made,  and  have 
been  acquiesced  in  by  railroad  companies,  the  principles  acquire 
a  new  value. 

While  we  have  tried  to  transcribe  our  work  for  inspection, 
only  a  fraction  of  it  appears,  because  so  many  questions  have 
been  settled  without  formal  action.  Many  days  appear  upon 
our  records  almost  as  blanks,  which  have  in  fact  been  crowded 
with  applications  for  advice  or  redress.  Grievances,  when 
brought  to  the  attention  of  railroad  managers,  have  been  so 
promptly  redressed  that  any  publication  of  the  fact  that  they 
had  existed  would  be  an  act  of  injustice.  Matters,  which 
would  once  have  been  the  subject  of  long  continued  newspaper 
discussion,  followed  by  protracted  and  heated  debate  at  the 
state  house,  have  been  quietly  arranged  as  soon  as  the  parties 
have  been  brought  face  to  face.  Questions  which  promised 
costly  litigation  have  been  settled  by  conference,  or  even  by  an 
exchange  of  notes,  saving  not  only  money  and  time,  but  what 
is  of  more  consequence,  saving  the  bad  blood  that  often  comes 
of  protracted  controversy.  Thus,  much  of  the  work  of  the 
Board  is  of  more  value  in  proportion  as  it  is  unseen.

ON    THE    GRADE-CROSSINGS    OF    RAILROADS    ON    THE    NORTHERLY 
SIDE    OF   BOSTON. 

The  Eesolve  under  which  this  report  is  made  is  chapter  47, 
Resolves  of  1882,  and  is  as  follows  :  — 

Resolve  relative  to  dispensing  with  the  Grade-Crossings  of  Railroads  in  the  northerly 
part  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  be  directed  to  in- 
quire into  the  practicability  and  expediency  of  causing  all  the  railroad 
corporations  whose  railroads,  operated  by  steam  power,  enter  into  the 
northerly  part  of  the  city  of  Boston,  to  dispense  with  the  grade  crossings  of 
such  railroads ;  and  that  said  Board  report  upon  said  subject  to  the  next 
General  Court,  with  such  suggestions  as  to  suitable  legislation  to  accom- 
plish the  purposes  indicated,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  to  said  Board 
may  seem  expedient.     [Approved  May  16, 1882. 

Notice  of  a  hearing,  to  be  given  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  May, 
was  immediately  issued  and  fully  advertised.  Public  hearings 
were  held  on  May  31st,  July  6th,  and  August  8th,  1882.  The 
Eastern,  Boston  &  Maine  and  Fitchburg  railroads  were  present, 
either  by  counsel  or  by  officers  of  the  road ;  but  at  none  of  the 
hearings,  or  subsequently,  were  any  plans  presented  by  any  of 
the  railroads  for  dispensing  with  the  grade- crossings  in  the 
northerly  part  of  the  city  of  Boston.  Augustus  Russ,  Esq., 
appeared  as  counsel  for  property  owners  on  Causeway  Street, 
representing  that  the  crossing  of  said  street  by  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  is,  and  long  has  been,  an  intolerable  nuisance 
which  should  forthwith  be  abated. 

A  petition  was  presented  to  the  same  effect,  signed  by  more 
than  sixty  owners  of  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Boston,  in  which 
the  "petitioners  pray  that  the  Commissioners  will  use  every 
legal  means  within  their  power  to  accomplish  this  most  reason- 
able prayer  in  their  behalf."

Further  than  this  the  interest  of  the  general  public  did  not 
show  itself,  by  attendance,  at  these  hearings.  A  few  articles 
and  communications  upon  this  subject  have,  however,  appeared 
from  time  to  time  in  the  newspapers. 

Several  prominent  members  of  the  last  legislature  appeared 
at  the  hearings,  and  encouraged  the  Commissioners,  by  their 
presence  and  by  their  remarks,  in  undertaking  the  work  before 
them. 

In  various  ways  the  subject  of  the  present  inquiry  has  been 
referred  by  the  legislature,  to  commissioners,  four  separate 
times  during  the  past  thirty-two  years.  The  views  and  recom- 
mendations of  these  commissions  will  be  found  appended. 

In  the  meantime,  grade-crossings  have  multiplied  in  the 
vicinity  of  Boston,  and  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  while 
passenger  travel  and  freight  movements  have  increased,  until 
these  grade-crossings  have  become  widely  recognized  evils. 
To  guard  against  an  accident  by  reason  of  a  too  hasty  change 
of  signals,  such  as  occurred  in  1870  at  the  crossing  of  the 
Albany  and  Providence  roads,  elaborate  and  expensive  systems 
of  interlocking  and  partly  automatic  signals  are  now  put  up. 
But  some  chance  for  a  collision  remains,  and  must  always  re- 
main at  a  grade-crossing  of  two  railroads,  especially  from  the 
crossing  of  freight  trains,  which  do  not  have  so  complete  con- 
trivances for  their  control  as  passenger  trains  have.  "  The 
best  safety  signal,"  to  quote  a  good  railroad  man,  "  at  a  cross- 
ing of  two  railroads,  is  a  pair  of  granite  abutments,  and  an  iron 
bridge  on  top  of  them.  One  railroad  between  the  two  abut- 
ments, and  the  other  on  top  of  the  bridge." 

The  extent  and  increase  of  the  passenger  traffic  which  is 
exposed  to  danger  at  the  crossings  in  question,  will  appear  from 
the  following  table  :  —

All  the  commissioners  from  1849  to  date,  have  wished  to 
avoid  changing  the  terminal  grounds  of  the  several  railroads  on 
account  of  the  facilities  for  handling  freight  enjoyed  by  them 
respectively.  In  the  opinion  of  the  several  commissions  they 
could  not  make  those  changes  with  justice  to  the  several  railroads. 

Since  the  last  report  on  dispensing  with  the  northern  grade 
crossings  was  written,  the  facilities  for  the  handling  of  freight 
have  been  very  largely  increased.  The  elevators  and  docks 
of  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  Dock  and  Elevator  Company  connected 
with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  have  been  constructed,  and  the 
Eastern  Railroad  has  acquired  its  large  freight  yard  in  Charles- 
town.  And  now,  more  than  ever,  it  seems  to  be  beyond  the 
capabilities  of  justice  to  radically  re-arrange  the  freight  yards 
of  the  several  railroads  entering  Boston  on  the  north,  on  an 
equitable  basis.  And  the  Board  are  of  opinion,  that  it  is 
neither  practical  nor  expedient  to  attempt  to  dispense  with  the 
crossings  at  grade  of  the  several  railroad  corporations  which 
enter  into  the  northerly  part  of  the  city  of  Boston,  so  far  as 
such  crossings  are  to  be  used  only  by  the  freight  traffic  of  those 
roads.  Freight  tracks  may  cross  freight  tracks  without  serious 
inconvenience  or  clanger,  but  no  track  used  for  passenger  traffic 
is  to  be  crossed  by  any  other  track.     This  granted,  it  follows 
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that  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  passenger  trains  must  come  into 
Boston  to  the  westward  of  the  present  main  tracks  of  the  East- 
ern and  Boston  &  Maine  railroads.  For  they  cannot  pass  under 
their  present  crossing  with  those  railroads,  on  account  of  the 
impracticable  expense  and  other  difficulty  of  a  crossing  so  far 
below  tide-water ;  nor  pass  over  it,  because  this  plane  must  be 
reserved  for  the  passage  of  the  Eastern,  and  the  Boston  & 
Maine  passenger  trains,  as  will  presently  appear.  They  could 
come  in  on  the  location  now  occupied  by  the  Eastern  Railroad, 
or  come  in  to  a  site  for  the  Fitchburg  passenger  station  immedi- 
ately to  the  west  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  station, 
somewhat  as  shown  in  the  report  of  1871. 

The  next  step  in  the  disentanglement  of  the  crossings  is  the 
simple  one  of  letting  the  Eastern  Railroad  enter  Boston  to  the 
east  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  tracks,  to  the  present  Fitchburg 
station,  or  its  site,  and  of  raising  both  the  Eastern  and  the 
Boston  &  Maine  railroads,  so  as  to  pass  them  on  a  bridge 
over  the  present  Fitchburg  main  tracks,  which  are  to  be  used, 
in  the  new  plan,  by  freight  trains  only.  The  crossing  of  the 
Grand  Junction  Railroad  with  the  Boston  &  Maine  is  not  so 
easily  disposed  of.  One  way  would  be  by  a  tunnel  through 
Mount  Benedict,  in  Somerville,  then  passing  on  a  bridge  over 
the  Medford  turnpike  and  the  Boston  &,  Maine  Railroad, 
thence  on  a  descending  grade  to  the  level  of  the  Eastern  Rail- 
road, near  the  north  shore  of  Mystic  River. 

But  it  would  be  found  less  expensive  to  clear  out  the  whole 
space  now  occupied  by  the  Eastern  and  by  the  Boston  & 
Maine  locations,  through  the  cut  across  Charlestown  Neck ; 
place  these  two  roads  side  by  side,  leaving  room  enough,  with 
a  slight  raising  of  the  grade  of  Broadway,  for  placing  the  Grand 
Junction  alongside  and  to  the  westward  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
tracks,  but  on  an  ascending  grade,  so  as  to  pass  over  the  Boston 
&  Maine  tracks,  near  Mystic  River,  and  then  descending,  as 
already  described,  to  the  level  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  tracks, 
near  the  north  shore  of  the  Mystic  River.  Should  the  negotia- 
tions now  pending  result  in  a  lease  of  the  Eastern  Railroad 
by  the  Boston  &  Maine,  such  an  arrangement  would  follow 
almost  as  a  matter  of  course. 

The  Mystic  River  Branch  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad 
must  be  made  an  elevated  railroad  over  the  Eastern  Railroad, 
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the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  the  Grand  Junction  Railroad,  and 
over  the  Charlestown  streets,  descending  to  the  wharf  level 
after  passing  Bunker  Hill  Street,  in  Charlestown.  This  sepa- 
rates all  crossings  of  passenger  tracks  with  any  other  tracks, 
except  the  crossing  of  the  Grand  Junction  Railroad  with  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad,  at  Sonierville.  The  Board  see  no  way  to 
avoid  this  crossing,  except  by  an  entire  change  of  location  of 
the  Grand  Junction  Railroad,  bringing  it  to  the  west  of  the 
McLean  Insane  Asylum,  by  a  bridge  over  the  Boston  & 
Lowell  and  the  Mystic  River  Branch,  near  the  beginning  of  the 
latter,  thence  passing  on  to  its  junction  with  the  Eastern  Rail- 
road, as  above  described. 

Returning  now  to  a  consideration  of  the  passenger  traffic  of 
the  Fitchburg,  Boston  &  Maine,  and  Eastern  railroads  (which 
are  here  named  in  their  new  order,  from  west  to  east),  the 
Fitchburg  road  could  take  the  Eastern  station,  and  in  that  case 
need  not  come  in  on  the  hio*h  grade.  The  Boston  &  Maine 
could  descend  nearly  to  their  present  grade  before  reaching 
Causeway  Street,  or  keep  on,  at  the  elevation  reached  at  the 
crossing  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  and  thus  arrive  at  Cause- 
way Street  at  a  sufficient  elevation  for  crossing  it  by  a  bridge, 
with  head-room  for  vehicles  beneath. 

But  the  Board  cannot  shut  its  eyes  to  the  fact,  that  the 
passenger  stations  of  the  Eastern  and  of  the  Fitchburg  rail- 
roads have  become  inadequate  for  the  business*  of  those  roads, 
and  that  the  Boston  &  Maine  is  desirous  of  reaching  its 
passenger  station  in  the  second  story  thereof.  The  Board  is 
of  opinion,  moreover,  that  all  reasonable  effort  should  be  made 
to  carry  the  stations  of  these  or  of  any  other  railroads  as  far  in 
towards  the  centre  of  business  as  the  circumstance  of  each 
particular  case  will  allow ;  and  that  any  plan  for  disentangling 
the  northern  crossings  would  be  incomplete  which  did  not  take 
cognizance  of  the  necessity  for  more  room  for  the  passenger 
traffic  of  the  three  roads  named,  and  which  did  not  leave  these 
roads  at  liberty  to  furnish  this  additional  room  required,  south 
of  Causeway  Street. 

The  Board  has  accordingly  thought  it  proper,  in  considering 
the  expediency  of  separating  the  several  northern  grade  cross- 
ings, in  the  manner  described  above,  to  go  further  and  to 
couple  with  it  the  simple  plan  of  bringing  the  three  roads,  just 
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mentioned,    to    new   passenger   stations,    south  of    Causeway 
Street. 

The  several  grade-crossings  of  passenger  trains  could  be 
separated,  as  has  been  already  described,  and  those  trains 
could  enter  a  row  of  stations,  all  fronting  on  Causeway  Street, 
and  all  on  a  level  therewith.  Or  these  same  trains  could  all 
cross  Causeway  Street  on  bridges,  at  an  elevation  of  fourteen 
feet  or  more  above  the  street,  and  enter  a  row  of  passenger 
stations,  fronting  on  Haymarket  Square.  Or  the  Eastern  and 
the  Boston  &  Maine  could  go  to  Haymarket  Square  on  high  level 
tracks,  while  the  Fitchburg  remained  on  Causeway  Street  on 
the  low  level.  It  seems  to  the  Commissioners  that  if  the  Boston 
&  Maine  should  be  united  with  the  Eastern  Railroad,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  205,  Acts  of  1880,  or  under  any  modifi- 
cation of  that  act,  the  first  part  of  the  plan,  just  named,  would 
follow,  in  the  natural  course  of  events,  so  soon  as  permission 
was  given  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  to  enter  its  station 
in  the  second  story  thereof.  The  Boston  &  Maine  would,  in 
that  event,  take  as  much  more  land,  contiguous  to  its  present 
terminal  grounds,  as  might  be  necessary  to  accommodate  both 
of  these  railroads. 

To  carry  out  the  work  contemplated  under  the  Resolve,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  appoint  commissioners,  with  power  to 
take  land  and  apportion  the  cost  of  the  projected  improve- 
ments, including  equivalents  in  cases  of  exchange,  upon  the 
several  railroad  companies  interested. 

In  conclusion,  the  Commissioners  report  that  they  find  it 
practicable  and  expedient  that  all  railroad  corporations,  whose 
railroads  operated  by  steam  power  enter  into  the  northern  part 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  shall  dispense  with  the  grade-crossings 
of  such  railroads ;  and  they  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission, directed  and  empowered  to  separate  such  grade-cross- 
ings of  the  Mystic  River  Branch  of  the  Lowell  Railroad,  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  the  Eastern  Railroad,  and  the  Fitch- 
burg Railroad,  generally,  in  the  manner  described  in  this 
Report.

APPENDIX  TO  SPECIAL  EEPOET. 


GRADE -CROSSINGS    OF    RAILROADS    ON   THE    NORTH- 
ERLY SIDE  OF  BOSTON. 

Views  and  Recommendations  of  former  Commissions. 

Chap.  94,  Resolves  of  1849,  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
missioner, "who  shall  examine  into  the  state  and  condition  of  the 
several  crossings  of  railroads  by  each  other,  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston, 
with  a  view  of  dispensing  with  the  same,"  and  report  accordingly. 
Under  that  resolve  E.  S.  Chesbrough  was  appointed,  and  his  Report 
constitutes  Sen.  Doc.  No.  15,  of  1850.  At  the  period  named  there 
were  only  three  such  crossings,  "  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston,"  namely  : 
the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  with  the  Boston  &  Providence  Rail- 
road, the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  and 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  using  the 
present  names  of  the  corporations.  One  of  these  has  since  that  time 
been  abolished  by  passing  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  over  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad,  but  seven  others  have  been  created,  making  the 
present  number  nine.  The  Commissioner  recognizes  at  the  outset  the 
two  methods  by  which  these  grade  crossings  may  be  abolished,  being 
either  by  change  of  profile  (passing  one  road  over  the  other  on  a 
bridge),  or  else  by  a  change  of  location.  He  considers  the  expedi- 
ency of  allowing  the  freight  traffic  to  remain  where  it  is,  and  of  chang- 
ing only  the  passenger  traffic,  but  does  not  deem  such  a  course  a 
practical  one  ;  decides  against  the  feasibility  of  accomplishing  the  ob- 
ject sought  by  changes  of  location,  although  it  "  would  accommodate 
the  wants  of  the  community  generally,  quite  as  well  as  the  present " 
arrangement,  and  proceeds  to  estimate  hj  yv&y  of  change  of  profile. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  three  crossings  named  might  then 
have  been  abolished  for  less  than  $200,000. 

But  the  Commissioner  goes  further,  unfortunately,  as  we  must  now 
view  it,  and  premising  that  "  it  may  not  be  improper  to  make  a  few 
additional  suggestions,"  he  argues  against  separating  any  but  the 
Boston  &  Lowell,  and  Fitchburg  crossing,  (the  one  that  was  separ- 
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ated  some  years  later) .  In  lien  thereof,  he  suggests  the  now  familiar 
device  of  "  requiring  eveiy  train  on  both  roads,  and  in  both  direc- 
tions, to  come  to  a  dead  stand  at  the  crossing."  "  Such  a  remedy 
would  no  doubt  be  very  annoying  to  the  railroad  companies,  and  it  is 
ver}7  probable  that  the  passengers  themselves  would  complain  of  it,  in 
consequence  of  the  slight  and  apparently  unnecessary  detention  it 
would  frequently  require.  Still,  if  all  danger  from  the  crossing  is  to 
be  avoided,  it  can  only  be  done  by  such  an  arrangement ;  or  by  the 
more  expensive  plan  of  making  one  road  bridge  over  the  other  ;  or  by 
a  change  of  depots,  which  would  probably  be  exceedingly  difficult  to 
effect." 

This  was  the  origin  of  the  compromising  policy  with  regard  to  rail- 
road grade-crossings  which  has  sufficed,  after  its  fashion,  for  twenty- 
seven  years,  until  experience  has  shown  that  emploj^ees  cannot 
alwaj's  be  depended  on  to  make  the  "Know-nothing"  stop  when  the 
signals  are  correct ;  that  by  shifting  of  signals,  or  mistake  in  reading 
them,  accidents  may  and  do  occur  on  such  crossings  ;  that  it  was  a 
mistake  to  suppose  that  "  all  danger"  can  be  avoided  by  any  arrang- 
ment  except  a  separation  of  the  two  roads  concerned,  either  by  change 
of  location,  or  by  change  of  profile. 

Chapter  82,  Resolves  of  1854,  is  the  next  Resolve  that  treats  of 
of  the  matter  under  consideration.  By  that  time  the  Eastern  Rail- 
road had  been  brought  directly  to  Boston  proper,  and  the  Resolve 
provides  for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners,  to  devise  means 
for  disentangling  the  several  crossings  of  the  Fitchburg,  Eastern, 
Boston  &  Maine  and  Boston  &  Lowell  railroads,  wherever  found 
within  a  radius  of  two  miles  of  the  city  of  Boston.  Also,  to  consider 
the  justice  and  expedienc}7  of  repealing  so  much  of  their  several  charters 
as  authorizes  a  crossing  of  Causeway  Street,  in  Boston.  And  the  com- 
mission is  to  make  a  broad,  comprehensive  report ;  "in  general,  (of) 
all  things  necessary  to  be  done  to  accomplish  said  purposes,  in  a  just 
and  equitable  manner." 

House  Document,  No.  143,  of  1855,  gives  the  report  of  Nathan 
Hale,  R.  A.  Chapman,  and  Samuel  A.  Eliot,  the  Commissioners 
appointed  under  the  foregoing  Resolve. 

They  recommended  a  change  of  location  for  the  Fitchburg  Railroad, 
passing  the  same  to  the  north  of  the  Insane  As3'lum  Hill,  and  such  a 
change  of  profile  in  this  line  as  will  cause  it  to  pass  over  the  Boston 
&  Maine,  I^astern,  and  Boston  &  Lowell  railroads.  This  was  to 
have  cost  about  $200,000. 

The  I^astern  and  Grand  Junction  Railroads  were  to  have  passed 
over  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  near  Mystic  River,  the  Boston 
&  Maine  to  occupy  the  location  of  the  Eastern  railroad  through 
Somerville  and  Charlestown.     This  was  to  have  cost  only  $55,000  or 
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$65,000,  if  a  third  track  were  provided  for  the  Grand  Junction  Rail- 
road. The  Commissioners  were  of  opinion  "  that  it  would  not  be  just 
and  expedient  to  make  the  proposed  repeal  of  charters."  But  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  ''exhibited  a  model,  showing  the  mode  of 
crossing  the  streets  (Causeway  and  Traverse)  at  the  two  levels " 
(one  on  the  street  surface  and  the  other  about  fourteen  feet  above  it). 
"  The  Commissioners  having  considered  the  explanations  made  on 
the  part  of  the  compan}^,  and  also  such  information  as  the}'  have  been 
able  to  obtain  from  other  sources,  relative  to  the  practicability  of 
such  a  mode  of  guarding  against  the  hazards  of  collision,  from  the 
constant  passing  of  vast  numbers  of  persons,  by  a  rapid  mode  of 
conveyance,  across  streets  in  which  crowds  of  persons  are  pursuing 
their  usual  avocations,  and  given  weight  to  the  representations  of 
the  success  of  similar  arrangements  for  the  purposes  elsewhere,  are 
of  opinion  that  it  is  a  measure  deserving  of  trial,  for  guarding  against 
the  increasing  obstructions  which  may  ultimatel}'  render  some  effect- 
ual remedy  indispensable." 

"  We,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  to  the  honorable  legisla- 
ture the  passing  of  an  act  by  which  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
Company  shall  be  authorized  to  construct  additional  tracks  above  the 
level  of  their  road,  and  within  the  limits  of  their  present  location,  in 
the  manner  above  described,  with  such  powers,  and  on  such  condi- 
tions and  reservations,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  enable  them 
to  accomplish  the  said  object,  and  to  afford  eveiy  proper  securit}-  to 
the  public,  and  that  similar  powers  shall  be  granted  to  the  Boston  & 
Lowell  and  the  Eastern  Railroad  companies,  in  addition  to  those 
which  they  hold  under  existing  acts." 

Next  in  order  of  time  comes  chapter  452,  Acts  of  1855,  estab- 
lishing the  "  Know-nothing "  stop,  at  crossings  on  a  level  of  one 
railroad  with  another.  And  chapter  296,  Acts  of  1856,  follows, 
entitled,  "  An  Act  to  promote  the  public  safety  and  convenience,  by 
a  bridge  at  the  intersection  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell,  the  Fitchburg 
and  the  Grand  Junction  railroads,  in  Somerville."  Under  this  act 
the  contemplated  work  was  accomplished,  and  there  was  thus  had,  as 
the  result  of  six  or  seven  }'ears  of  agitation,  a  net  result  of  one 
grade-crossing  abolished  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  of  four  new  ones 
created,  and  the  "Know-nothing"  stop  established  throughout  the 
Commonwealth. 

In  1869  and  1870  the  northern  railroad  crossings  were  again  dis- 
cussed, on  the  occasion  of  the  re-arranging,  and  rebuilding  of  the 
drawbridges  across  Charles  River.  Chapter  301,  Acts  of  1870,  in- 
structs the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  and  the  Board  of  Rail- 
road Commissioners  to  "report  to  the  next  legislature  upon  the 
feasibility  of  matuiing  some  definite  and  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
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future  accommodation  of  said  (the  northern)  railroad  corporations, 
both  as  regards  the  wants  of  navigation  and  terminal  facilities  in 
Boston  ;  and  also  to  report  a  draft  of  such  plan,  if  any  shall  appear 
to  them  to  be  feasible." 

Senate  Document  No.  179  of  1871,  presents  the  report  of  this  joint 
commission.  It  considers  its  work  to  resolve  itself  naturally  into 
the  following  subdivisions  :  — 

1st.  The  terminal  accommodations  for  passengers. 

2d.    The  terminal  accommodations  for  freight. 

3d.  The  approaches  to  these  terminal  stations,  including  therewith 
the  obviating  as  far  as  possible  the  several  grade  crossings  of  the 
different  railroads. 

4th.  Increased  facilities  for  navigation,  and  decrease  of  obstacles 
to  the  flow  of  the  tide. 

5th.  How  to  obviate  the  inconveniences  caused  to  land  travel  by 
the  draws  of  the  bridges. 

6th.  The  probable  cost  of  the  proposed  improvements,  and  how  to 
apportion  and  meet  it. 

Under  the  third  subdivision  the  Commission  reports  as  follows :  — 

"  Nothing  is  more  to  be  regretted  than  the  authority  heretofore 
given  to  one  railroad  to  cross  another  at  grade,  particularly  near  a 
large  city  where  the  trains  must  be  very  numerous.  Notwithstanding 
the  provision  of  law  that  all  trains  must  come  to  a  stop  befoi*e  cross- 
ing, notwithstanding  the  additional  regulations  of  the  companies 
providing  a  system  of  signals,  accidents  must  occasionally  happen  at 
these  points.  It  majT  be  owing  to  the  carelessness  of  an  engineer,  or 
to  his  brakes  not  being  able  to  hold  his  train  in  certain  states  of  the 
weather  and  conditions  of  the  rails,  or  to  the  loss  of  presence  of  mind 
in  the  signal-man,  and  too  hasty  a  change  in  signals  (and  this  might 
happen  with  the  most  trusty  men) ,  accidents  will  certainly  happen 
occasionally,  and  the  wonder  is,  not  that  there  have  been  some,  but 
that  there  have  been  no  more.  One  such  happened  last  fall  at  the 
crossing  of  the  Albany  and  Providence  roads."  [Another  happened 
in  1881  at  the  crossing  of  the  Old  Colony  and  New  York  &  New 
England  railroads  in  Walpole.  Each  of  these  grade-crossing  acci- 
dents resulted  in  loss  of  life.]  "  To  remove  the  possibility  of  such 
accidents,  as  far  as  possible,  has  been  an  object  of  careful  study  on 
the  part  of  the  Commissioners,  and  they  think  the}'  have  succeeded 
in  this  point.  Three  of  these  northern  roads  —  the  Fitchburg,  the 
Maine,  and  the  Eastern  —  cross  each  other  at  grade;  the  number  of 
trains  passing  the  crossing  of  the  Maine  and  Eastern  during  the  day 
being  129  on  these  two  roads,  besides  occasional  trains  on  the  Grand 
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Junction ;  and  the  number  of  trains  passing  the  crossing  of  the 
Fitchburg  and  the  other  two  roads  being  189  per  day."  [These  num- 
bers are  now  about  320  and  570  respective!}',  counting  single  engines 
as  trains,  which  must  be  done  in  accordance  with  good  and  safe  rail- 
road practice,  in  cases  of  this  kind.]  "  Adding  to  the  possible  care- 
lessness or  confusion  of  employees  already  mentioned,  the  occasional 
occurrences  of  storms  and  fogs,  when  it  is  very  difficult  to  see  the 
signals  at  all,  it  is  certainly  wonderful  that  no  serious  accident  has 
yet  happened  at  either  of  these  crossings.  But  the  number  of  trains 
is  constantly  increasing,  and  with  them  the  probability  of  accidents, 
and  no  better  opportunity  than  the  present  will  be  found  to  obviate 
this  danger  entirely." 

The  Commission  then  goes  on  to  speak  of  the  loss  of  time  by  the 
stop  at  crossings  to  the  passengers.  This  is  sufficiently  known  to 
every  traveller.  To  the  daily  traveller  the  aggregate  loss  of  time  is 
a  serious  matter.  Between  points  distant  200  miles  it  not  infre- 
quently amounts  to  half  an  hour.  On  short  trips,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  time  lost  at  these  crossings  is  too  great  a  part  of  the  time  needed 
for  the  whole  journey.  "  The  mere  statement  of  the  manner  in  which 
these  several  roads  enter  the  city  is  sufficient  to  show  the  utter  absurd- 
uvv  of  the  present  arrangement.  The  Eastern  road,  coming  from  the 
seashore,  occupies  the  most  western  station  but  one  ;  while  the  Fitch- 
burg, coming  from  the  extreme  west,  occupies  a  station  at  the  extreme 
east.  The  Eastern  and  the  Boston  &  Maine  cross  each  other  at 
Somerville  ;  instead  of  crossing,  the  Eastern  should  continue  on  the 
east  side,  and  the  two  roads  continuing  side  by  side,  with  passenger 
tracks  commencing  to  rise  after  crossing  the  Grand  Junction,  should 
pass  over  the  Fitchburg  road  at  a  sufficient  height,  and  continuing  at 
this  height  on  a  bridge  across  the  river  wide  enough  for  both  roads, 
enter  their  stations  south  of  Causeway  Street  in  the  second  story. 
The  tracks  of  the  Fitchburg  road  to  their  freight  yard,  and  to  the 
wharves  in  Chavlestown  will  be  left  undisturbed.  The  Eastern  will 
also  need  two  freight  tracks,  continuing  on  a  level  just  east  of  its 
passenger  tracks,  to  reach  the  wharf  and  dock  on  the  north  side  of 
the  river,  and  there  converging  so  as  to  cross  the  river  on  the  lower 
floor  of  the  bridge.  These  freight  tracks  will  reach  on  a  level  the 
grounds  provided  for  freight  purposes  on  the  Boston  side.  The 
Maine  road  will  also  need  similar  freight  tracks,  similarly  arranged 
on  the  west  sicle^  for  its  freighting  business.  The  bridge  proposed 
will  have  four  freight  tracks  on  its  lower  floor,  and  four  passenger 
tracks  on  the  top,  requiring  a  width  of  about  sixty-six  feet.  It  is 
true  that  this  plan  requires  the  crossing  of  the  freight  tracks  of  the 
Fitchburg  by  the  freight  tracks  of  the  Maine  and  Eastern,  but  all  the 
passenger  tracks  will  be  removed  from  the  dangers  of  crossings,  and 
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while  it  is  necessaiy  that  the  freight  of  all  the  roads  should  be  allowed 
to  reach  the  wharves  and  docks  at  about  the  same  level,  the  number 
of  trains  which  are  to  cross  each  other's  track  is  very  much  dimin- 
ished, and  the  chances  of  interference  may  be  prevented  by  allowing 
certain  specified  hours  of  crossing  to  each  road." 

"  The  Fitchburg  passenger  tracks  should  diverge  from  the  present 
track  just  after  crossing  the  Grand  Junction  track  in  Somerville,  and 
continue  on  the  west  side  of  the  Lowell  Railroad,  the  two  roads  to 
cross  the  river  on  the  one  bridge,  side  by  side.  As  in  the  plan  finally 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners,  it  is  not  proposed  to  have  these  roads 
cross  Causeway  Street  to  passenger  stations,  it  is  not  necessary  for 
their  tracks  to  be  elevated.  It  does  not  seem  necessary  for  these 
roads  to  have  additional  tracks  across  the  river  for  freight  purposes, 
as  a  great  deal  of  their  freight  will  be  better  accommodated  on  the 
north  side  of  the  river. 

"  After  the  consideration  of  the  changes  of  the  approaches,  the 
Commissioners  are  now  prepared  to  point  out  the  positions  which 
they  think  the  respective  roads  should  occupy  for  their  passenger  sta- 
tions. The  Eastern  road  should  have  the  blocks  between  Haverhill 
and  Canal  streets,  now  occupied  by  the  Maine  road ;  while  the  latter 
should  have  the  blocks  between  Canal  and  Friend  streets.  The 
tracks  coming  out  from  these  stations  will  come  together  by  gentle 
curves  on  the  Union  Bridge,  the  centre  line  of  which  should  be  deter- 
mined by  the  centre  line  of  Canal  Street,  which  separates  their  two 
depots.  The  same  line  continued  to  where  it  would  meet  the  curves 
in  Somerville  will  allowr  room  for  freight  purposes  to  each  road  on  the 
north  side  of  the  river.  For  freight  in  the  city,  besides  occupying 
the  lower  stories  between  Travers  and  Causeway  streets,  to  be  en 
tered  by  trains  only  at  night,  the  Eastern  should  have  all  between  the 
west  side  of  the  avenue  to  Warren  Bridge  and  the  east  line  of  Canal 
Street  extended  to  the  harbor  line  ;  and  the  Maine  should  have  all 
between  that  line  and  the  west  line  of  Friend  Street  extended  in  like 
manner." 

"For  reasons  already  given,  the  Commissioners  would  like  to  see 
the  Fitchburg  and  Lowell  roads  brought  into  passenger  stations  as 
far  southwards  as  the  other  two  roads  ;  but  a  large  amount  of  terri- 
tory north  of  Causeway  Street  has  already  been  appropriated  by  the 
legislature  to  this  purpose,  and  if  these  roads  came  farther  into  the 
city,  another  equally  large  amount  of  territory  must  be  added,  while 
most  of  that  already  appropriated  would  be  used  by  the  approaches 
to  the  new  sites.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  Fitchburg 
road  should  occupy  a  space  of  700  feet  on  Lowell  Street  by  125  on 
Causewa}r  Street ;  that  a  60-foot  street  should  then  intervene,  and 
the  Lowell  road  occupy  another  space  of  125  by  700  for  its  passcn- 
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ger  station.  With  the  revision  of  the  harbor  lines  proposed  by  the 
Commissioners,  the  Lowell  road  will  then  have  as  much  freight  room 
as  it  has  already,  and  the  Fitchburg  will  have  that  part  of  the  pres- 
ent freight  yard  of  the  Lowell  front  on  Leverett  Street.  If  the  Lowell 
needs  more  in  the  ctty,  it  may  purchase  one  or  more  wharves  below 
all  the  bridges,  and  reach  them  by  means  of  the  Marginal  Railway." 


The  following  is  a  solution  of  the  problem  proposed,  which  seems 
proper  to  be  laid  before  the  legislature  :  — 

SCHEME      FOK      OBVIATING       GRADE-CROSSINGS        OF       STEAM      RAILROADS 
WHICH    ENTER    BOSTON    AT    THE    NORTH    END    OF    THE    CITY. 

First.  Let  the  Eastern  Railroad  take  a  part  of  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  location  from  the  point  of  crossing  near  Somerville, 
and  thus  obviate  the  crossings  of  these  roads  at  that  place.  Let  the 
Boston  &  Maine  run  westerly  of  and  parallel  to  the  new  line  of  the 
Eastern,  and  both  enter  the  city  on  the  Boston  &  Maine  location 
(made  wider,  if  necessary) ,  running  into  a  union  passenger  station 
at  Haj'market  Square. 

The  grade  of  both  roads  to  remain  substantially  as  at  present  to  the 
point  of  crossing  the  Mystic  Freight  Railroad  in  Somerville,  then  rising 
enough  to  pass  over  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  and  Prison  Point  Bridge, 
and  continuing  an  elevated  road  to  said  station,  passing  over  Causeway 
and  Traverse  streets.  The  Fitchburg  Railroad  and  Prison  Point 
Bridge  to  be  depressed  about  three  (3)  feet,  or  nearly  down  to  extreme 
high-water  mark. 

If  it  should  be  thought  desirable  to  use  the  land  now  used  b}T  the 
Eastern  Railroad  for  passenger  business,  and  the  remaining  portion 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  propert}1,  for  freight  purposes,  the 
tracks  outside  of  the  passenger  tracks  could  be  depressed  after  passing 
Austin  Street  and  Prison  Point  Bridge. 

Second.  The  freight  business  of  the  two  railroads,  Boston  &  Maine 
and  Eastern,  which  is  not  accommodated  on  the  bridge  over  Charles 
River,  or  upon  the  premises  belonging  to  the  two  railroads  on  Cause- 
way Street,  should  all  be  turned  off  into  the  extensive  freight  grounds 
belonging  to  the  Eastern  and  Boston  &  Maine  railroads  in  Somer- 
ville and  Charlestown.  These  grounds  could  be  divided  between  the 
two  roads,  affording  separate  accommodation  for  each,  or  could  be 
used  as  a  union  freight  yard,  which  might  be  improved  by  the  pur- 
chase of  the  state  prison  land,  giving  a  frontage  on  Austin  Street 

Third.  The  Mystic  Freight  Branch  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Rail- 
road could  be  raised  to  pass  over  the  Eastern  and  Boston  &  Maine 
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railroads,  also  over  Rutherford  Avenue  and  Main  Street  in  Charles- 
town,  avoiding  four  dangerous  crossings,  two  railroads  and  two  high- 
waj's.  This  branch  would  also  pass  above  the  Grand  Junction 
Railroad,  if  the  latter  were  kept  at  its  present  grade. 

Fourth.  The  Grand  Junction  Railroad,  if  changed,  must  be  car- 
ried over  both  the  Fitchburg  and  Boston  &  Lowell  railroads,  which 
would  render  it  difficult  to  join  the  Eastern  Railroad,  and  in  any 
event  would  cross  the  Boston  &  Maine  at  grade,  so  that  it  seems 
hardly  practicable  to  attempt  to  do  away  with  the  crossings  of  this 
road  over  the  Fitchburg  and  Boston  &  Maine  railroads. 

In  carrying  out  the  changes  noted  in  the  first  and  third  sections, 
the  grade  of  tracks  could  be  made  comparatively  eas}r,  being  nowhere 
over  thirty  feet  per  mile,  and  the  alignment  would  not  be  very  mate- 
rially changed. 

Variations  from  the  above  plan  would  be  to  let  each  road,  after 
passing  Prison  Point  Bridge,  run  down  to  the  old  level,  and  exchange 
passenger  stations,  or  have  a  union  station  either  at  Haymarket 
Square  or  on  Causeway  Street. 

Another  plan  would  be  to  bring  in  the  Boston  &  Maine  and  East- 
ern railroads  from  Somerville  nearly  over  the  location  of  the  present 
freight  tracks  of  the  Eastern  Railroad,  elevate  both  tracks  after 
passing  the  Mystic  Branch  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad,  and 
then  run  over  the  Fitchburg,  as  by  the  other  plans. 

By  this  plan  the  freight  business  of  the  two  roads  could  be  kept 
entireby  separate,  the  Eastern  using  the  freight  yard  on  the  east  of 
its  elevated  passenger  tracks,  and  the  Boston  &  Maine  using  the 
freight  yard  on  the  west  of  its  elevated  passenger  tracks.

Some  work  of  construction  has  been  done  on  the  Milford,  Franklin 
&  Providence,  and  on  the  Eastern  Junction,  Broad  Sound  Pier  & 
Point  Shirley  roads,  which,  however,  have  not  been  completed. 


EXAMINATION    OF    RAILROADS:    CONDITION    AND 
IMPROVEMENTS. 

All  the  railroads  in  the  State  which  are  operated  have  been  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  the  tracks,  bridges  and  stations  examined  in 
respect  to  their  safety  and  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  travel- 
ling public.  As  usual,  the  officials  of  each  road  accompanied  the  Com- 
missioners, affording  all  necessary  information,  and  receiving  sugges- 
tions as  to  improvements  in  construction  and  the  manner  of  operating 
the  road.  In  addition  to  these  suggestions,  communications  have  been 
subsequently  addressed  to  the  proper  officials,  calling  attention  to  the 
more  important  changes  and  improvements  required  on  their  respec- 
tive roads,  and  approving  those  which  have  already  been  made. 

The  condition  of  nearly  all  the  roads  has  improved  over  that  of  last 
year,  which  was  also  an  improvement  upon  the  preceding  year.  In 
tracks  and  stations  the  Commissioners  are  glad  to  note  an  improve- 
ment from  year  to  year.  In  December,  1881,  the  Board  issued  a  cir- 
cular in  relation  to  the  construction  of  tracks  on  bridges.  The  meth- 
ods of  construction  therein  proposed,  and  previously  in  use  on  some 
roads,  have  been  adopted  by  the  managers  of  others ;  but  the  Com- 
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missioners  regretted  to  find  at  their  examination  that  this  matter 
is  still  neglected  on  some  important  roads.  The  attention  of  the 
managers  of  those  roads  has  been  again  called  to  the  subject,  and  the 
Board  hopes  that  the  safeguards  recommended  will  be  adopted. 

The  most  notable  improvement  of  the  year  is  the  increased  use  of 
electric  signals  and  adoption  of  the  block  system.  The  system  of  in- 
terlocking automatic  signals  and  switches,  adopted  at  the  grade- 
crossing  of  the  Old  Colony  and  the  New  York  &  New  England  roads 
in  Walpole,  and  a  somewhat  similar  system  in  operation  at  the  cross- 
ing of  the  Boston  &  Albany  and  Old  Colony  roads  at  South  Framing- 
ham,  are  fully  described  in  the  Report.  The  former  has  been  defi- 
nitely approved  by  the  Board  under  the  provisions  of  law  authorizing 
roads  to  dispense  with  the  "Know-nothing"  stop  under  certain  con- 
ditions. The  latter  has  been  approved  for  a  limited  time  under  the 
same  provisions  of  law.  The  Providence  &  Worcester  Railroad  Com- 
pany, besides  adopting  automatic  block  and  switch  signals,  has  placed 
electric  bells  at  highway  grade-crossings. 

The  equipment  of  the  principal  roads  is  satisfactory,  and  on  some 
of  them  all  that  can  reasonably  be  desired.  There  have,  however, 
been  occasional  complaints  of  inadequate  accommodation  on  some 
suburban  trains,  and  once  or  twice  of  inconvenient  and  unfit  cars* 
The  tools  required  by  law  are  carried  in  some  manner  approved  by 
the  Board,  and  safeguards  against  fire,  approved  by  the  Board,  have 
been  adopted  on  all  the  roads.  Car  "  heaters,"  which  are  considered 
the  safest,  are  in  use  in  many  cars ;  and  where  stoves  are  used,  they 
have  been  required  to  be  firmly  fastened  to  the  floor,  and  to  have 
the  doors  secured  by  effective  locks. 

Boston  &  Albany. 

The  policy  of  improvement  adopted  by  the  management  of  this  road 
has  been  pursued  during  the  year,  and  the  road-bed  and  track,  both 
of  the  main  line  and  branches,  are  in  still  better  condition  than  they 
-were  last  year,  when  the  Commissioners  found  occasion  to  commend 
the  high  degree  of  excellence  attained  in  these  respects. 

The  stations  are  in  good  order,  and  the  new  ones  which  have  re- 
cently been  erected,  the  one  at  Auburnclale  especially,  are  commodi- 
ous and  handsome  as  Well  as  durable  structures.  The  station  at 
Auburndale  is  a  source  of  delight  to  the  people  who  take  the  trains  at 
that  point,  and  is  admired  by  passengers  who  pass  it. 

As  a  rule,  the  bridges  of  this  road  are  the  best  of  all  those  on  the 
railroads  in  this  State.  In  a  few  instances,  however,  the  Commis- 
sioners found  occasion  to  suggest  certain  improvements,  which  it  is 
believed  the  careful  management  will  adopt. 
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The  laying  of  additional  tracks  between  the  Boston  yard  and  Brigh- 
ton, controlled  by  interlocking  switches  and  signals,  is  an  important 
improvement  which  will  facilitate  the  very  large  traffic  of  the  road,  and 
it  is  hoped  will  also  relieve  the  residents  along  this  part  of  the  line  of 
the  serious  anno}' ance  of  excessive  whistling. 

Boston  &  Lowell. 

The  Commissioners  found  this  road  in  still  better  condition  than 
last  year,  the  improvements  then  noted  having  been  wisely  continued. 
The  track  of  both  main  line  and  branches  is  well  cared  for,  and  the 
expenditures  for  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made  with 
excellent  judgment  and  a  wise  economy. 

The  stations  are  generally  well  kept  and  in  good  order,  but  there 
are  some  exceptions  to  which  the  attention  of  the  management  has 
been  called,  and  the  Commissioners  hope  that  the  work  of  improve- 
ment, begun  at  Lowell  and  Tyngsborough,  will  be  extended  to  all  the 
other  stations  where  improvement  is  desirable.  Lindenwood  Station, 
costing  $350,  is  the  model  flag-station  in  Massachusetts. 

A  number  of  the  bridges  have  been  reconstructed  and  improved. 
In  one  case,  where  the  Commissioners  last  year  suggested  that  a  new 
iron  bridge  be  put  in,  a  new  one  of  wood  has  been  constructed.  The 
Commissioners  now  make  the  general  suggestion,  applicable  to  any 
bridges  that  need  renewal  on  roads  of  large  traffic,  that  they  be  re- 
placed by  iron  bridges.  The  better  class  of  new  roads  are  now  all 
built  with  iron  bridges,  and  there  is  no  good  reason  wiry  an  important 
road  like  the  Boston  &  Lowell  and  its  branches  should  not  likewise 
have  its  bridges  of  iron,  which  can  gradually  be  accomplished  by  re- 
placing all  failing  bridges  by  iron  ones.  It  is  but  just  to  say  that  all 
the  bridges  on  this  road  are  looked  after  and  examined  by  the  em- 
ployees in  a  very  satisfactoiy  manner.  To  those  improvements  which 
the  Commissioners  consider  the  most  important,  the  attention  of  the 
compan}^  has  been  called. 

Boston  &  Maine. 

The  track  of  this  road  was  found  in  the  good  condition  which  has 
been  its  characteristic  for  some  years  ;  and  the  use  of  long  angle-iron 
fish-plates,  now  being  adopted  in  the  place  of  the  Trimble-joints,  will 
prove  another  step  towards  excellence.  All  the  stations  are  well 
kept  and  in  good  order,  and  the  remodelling  of  that  at  Ballardvale  is 
a  decided  improvement. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  paid  to  improvement  in  the  bridges 
of  the  road,  and  several  first-class  iron  bridges  have  been  put  in, 
while  abutments  have  been  built  for  others.  There  are  still  a  number 
of  bridges  which  need  renewal,  and  to  which  the  attention  of  the 
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management  has  been  called.  The  Board  has  no  doubt  that  the  im- 
provements in  this  line  will  be  continued  until  all  the  bridges  are  of 
durable  material  and  approved  construction. 

Boston  &  Providence. 

Among  the  improvements  made  on  this  road  during  the  year,  is  the 
completion  of  a  new  station  at  Dedham,  which  is  undoubtedly  the 
finest  suburban  station  in  the  State.  Improvements  have  been  made 
at  other  stations,  and  with  one  exception,  to  which  the  attention  of 
the  superintendent  has  been  called,  the  stations  are  kept  in  an  orderly 
and  tidy  manner. 

Two  bridges  and  a  trestle  have  been  dispensed  with  by  filling,  an 
iron  bridge  has  been  substituted  for  one  of  wood,  and  a  brick  arch 
takes  the  place  of  another.  These  are  decided  improvements.  The 
Commissioners  noted,  however,  that  the  track  construction  on  most  of 
the  bridges  was  deficient  in  guard  rails  or  proper  guard  timbers. 

A  distant-signal,  which  has  been  put  up  east  of  Canton  Junction, 
shows  the  position  of  the  junction  switch,  and  is  a  valuable  improve- 
ment, designed  to  prevent  an  accident  such  as  occurred  at  that  point 
last  summer. 

Eastern. 

The  Commissioners  have  noted  with  pleasure  the  improvement  in 
the  working  condition  of  this  road,  made  apparent  from  year  to 
year.  •  The  track  and  bridges,  on  both  the  main  line  and  branches, 
have  now  a  substantial,  neat  and  workmanlike  appearance,  that 
speaks  unmistakably  of  good  work  put  in  the  right  place.  The  Salem 
station  has  been  rebuilt  (the  old  one  having  been  burned) ,  and  a  new 
and  tasteful  station  has  been  erected  at  Ipswich.  Minor  improve- 
ments have  been  made  at  other  stations. 

The  track  is  in  excellent  order.  At  Salem  tunnel  repeated  acci- 
dents have  rendered  necessary  some  means  of  securing  safety  ;  and 
the  corporation  has  adopted  an  interlocking  system  of  electric  signals, 
as  an  alternative  for  widening  the  tunnel  and  laying  a  double  track. 
The  system  adopted  has  proved  successful  in  other  places,  and  it  is 
hoped  will  prove  effectual  here. 

The  bridges  on  the  Eastern  road  excel  in  uniformity  of  construc- 
tion, and  the  aim  of  the  management  evidently  is  to  bring  about  a 
still  greater  uniformity. 

FlTCHBURG. 

The  high  standard  of  condition  of  road-bed  and  track  of  the  Fitch- 
burg  road  has  been  fully  maintained  during  the  year.  The  Commis- 
sioners noted  with  pleasure  the  extension  of  the  second  track,  and 
the  near  completion  of  the  cut-off  west  of  Baldwinsville,  which  avoids 
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four  bridges  and  five  highway  grade-crossings,  and  reduces  maximum 
grades  of  50  feet  per  mile  to  21  feet.  The  improvements  for  freight 
facilities,  by  the  enlargement  of  freight  }Tards  and  the  addition  of 
tracks,  have  been  continued  with  great  energy. 

The  passenger  stations,  with  some  exceptions,  cannot  be  highly 
commended.  Man}^  of  them  are  old  and  incommodious,  though  gen- 
erally kept  in  good  order.  New  stations,  however,  have  been  built 
at  Gardner,  Royalston  (in  place  of  one  burned) ,  and  Miller's  Falls. 

The  company  is  fast  replacing  wooden  bridges  with  substantial  iron 
structures,  and  generally  the  work  now  being  done  on  the  road  is 
first-class.  Its  full  benefits  may  not  be  manifest  during  the  first  year 
or  first  two  3-ears  of  its  existence,  but  cannot  fail  to  be  realized  before 
long.  The  Commissioners  think  that  the  management  deserves  com- 
mendation for  its  evident  determination  to  make  a  first-class  freight 
and  passenger  road. 

New  York  &  New  England. 
The  Commissioners,  on  their  inspection,  found  the  track  on  the  main 
line  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  road  in  excellent  condition, 
and  that  of  the  Woonsocket  Division  materially  improved  since  last 
year.  Although  a  number  of  bridges  have  been  replaced  by  substan- 
tial iron  structures,  one  great  need  of  the  road  is  still  a  reconstruction 
of  third-quality  bridges.  The  great  terminal  facilities  of  the  corpo- 
ration invite  and  can  accommodate  an  immense  traffic,  for  which  a 
complete,  substantial  and  safe  road  should  be  provided.  To  that  end, 
it  is  fair  to  sajT,  the  efforts  of  the  management  are  directed. 

Old   Colony. 

On  their  inspection  of  the  Old  Colony  road  the  Commissioners 
noted  many  improvements  of  more  or  less  importance,  and  at 
various  points  along  its  extensive  lines.  The  former  good  condition 
of  the  track  has  been  more  than  maintained  ;  a  large  amount  of  new 
fencing  has  been  erected  ;  Union  block  signals  are  replacing  the  old 
signals,  and  have  been  extended  to  additional  track  ;  the  freight  yards 
at  Braintree,  Taunton,  Somerset,  South  Abington  and  other  points 
have  been  improved,  the  most  important  improvement  being  that  at 
Taunton,  which  includes  the  Wales  Street  passenger  station  also.  The 
changes  at  South  Abington  are  a  marked  improvement.  In  the 
various  branches  of  construction  the  new  work  and  repairs  are  gen- 
erally of  a  thorough  and  substantial  character,  and  wherever  the 
Commissioners  have  called  the  attention  of  the  management  to  any 
defects,  or  methods  of  doubtful  policj',  they  have  found  a  readiness 
to  comply  with  their  suggestions. 

A  number  of  stations  on  the  Northern  Division  of  the  road  were 
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observed  to  have  flower-gardens  attached,  an  innovation  not  made  on 
the  score  of  utilit}",  perhaps,  but  agreeable  to  the  eye  of  the  traveller, 
and  as  one  attraction  to  the  route,  a  possible  pecuniary  advantage  to 
the  company. 

What  was  said  in  the  case  of  the  Lowell  Railroad,  concerning  wooden 
bridges,  seems  equally  applicable  to  this  road.  A  road  of  this  char- 
acter should  aim  at  getting  all  its  bridges  of  iron,  which  could  readily 
be  accomplished  by  replacing  all  failing  wooden  bridges  in  iron. 

HOUS  ATONIC. 

The  leased  roads  in  this  State  operated  by  the  Housatonic  Railroad 
Company  of  Connecticut  are  maintained  in  good  condition,  and  the 
Commissioner's  noted,  with  satisfaction,  the  additions  to  the  freight 
grounds  at  Lee,  and  a  new  station  at  Lenox.  They  were  glad  to 
learn,  also,  that  the  three  most  defective  bridges  were  to  be  replaced 
with  iron.  This  policy,  if  persevered  in  for  a  series  of  years,  will 
raise  the  standard  of  construction  of  the  road,  promote  safety,  and 
decrease  the  cost  of  maintenance.  The  Commissioners  have  reason 
to  believe  that  the  work  of  improvement  will  go  on  'from  3rear  to  year. 

Since  the  examination  of  the  road  a  new  station  has  been  erected 
at  Stockbridge,  in  consequence  of  an  act  of  the  legislature,  and  will 
be  completed  for  use  in  January.  After  some  delay  the  reasonable 
demands  of  the  people  in  that  town  are  answered  in  a  manner  highly 
satisfactory  to  them. 

Massachusetts  Central. 

This  road,  even  that  portion  which  is  operated,  is  in  an  unfinished 
and  unsatisfactory  condition.  While  some  of  the  bridges  are  sub- 
stantial iron  structures,  there  are  some  which  are  not  such  as  inspire 
confidence,  and  the  management  was  informed,  at  the  time  of  exami- 
nation, that  the  Commissioners  did  not  consider  it  safe  to  operate  the 
road  during  the  winter,  and  until  next  spring,  with  those  bridges  in 
the  condition  in  which  they  were  found  at  that  time.  There  are  sev- 
eral trestles,  constructed  for  temporary  use,  which  should  be  replaced 
by  more  permanent  and  substantial  structures  at  the  earliest  possible 
day.  The  Commissioners  have  pointed  out  more  particularly  to  the 
management  those  places  which  require  the  earliest  improvements 
and  the  greatest  care  in  operation  until  such  improvements  are  made. 

The  track,  apart  from  the  bridges,  was  found  in  fair  order,  but,  as  a 
rule,  the  embankments  need  widening  and  the  ditches  need  to  be 
deepened.     The  stations  were  in  good  condition  and  neatl}'  kept. 

The  Board  was  sorry  to  find  that  one  of  the  conditions,  on  which  a 
grade-crossing  of  Lyman  Street,  in  Walthara,  was  granted,  had  not 
been  complied  wi  h.     A  distinct  promise  was  made  that  gates  should 
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be  erected  there,  and  but  for  that  promise  the  grade-crossing  would 
not  have  been  consented  to  ;  but  after  the  lapse  of  a  year  that  promise 
remained  unexecuted.  The  corporation  has  been  reminded  that  its 
financial  condition  is  no  excuse  for  the  violation  of  a  promise,  and  a 
duty  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  the  public. 

New  Haven  &  Northampton. 

This  road,  when  examined,  was  found  in  generally  good  condition. 
The  track,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  portion  which  was  then  being 
ballasted,  was  in  excellent  order.  The  stations  are  in  good  order,  but 
a  new  one  is  desirable,  at  Westfield.  The  Commissioners  were  glad 
to  learn  that  new  iron  bridges  are  to  replace  several  wooden  struct- 
ures, and  that  other  substantial  improvements  are  to  be  made. 

New  London  Northern. 

Since  the  last  report,  the  work  of  separating  the  grades  of  this  road 
and  the  Fitchburg  at  Miller's  Falls,  has  been  substantially  completed, 
and  is  a  notable  improvement.  The  change  of  line  and  grade  has 
led  to  the  construction  of  two  iron  bridges,  which,  with  one  other, 
are  the  only  iron  bridges  on  the  road  within  this  State.  The  great 
number  of  old  wooden  bridges  calls  for  all  possible  prudence  in  the 
care  of  them,  and  in  the  operation  of  the  road.  The  chief  need  of  the 
road  is  more  iron  bridges  in  the  place  of  wooden  structures.  The 
track  is  generally  in  good  order,  but  more  steel  is  needed  on  some 
portions  of  the  road. 

Norwich  &  Worcester. 

Although  the  track  of  this  road  when  examined  was  in  better  con- 
dition than  it  was  last  year,  the  Commissioners  found  still  great  need 
of  better  rails  —  steel  rails  —  to  put  the  road  in  good  order  for  a  large 
traffic  ;  and  this  need  having  been  urged  upon  the  management  after 
the  examination,  the  Commissioners  have  learned  with  satisfaction 
that  up  to  the  close  of  the  year  7,500  ties  and  upwards  of  five  miles  of 
steel  rails  have  been  laid  in  Massachusetts.  Two  small  bridges  have 
been  renewed,  and  new  ties  have  been  put  upon  two  others.  A 
much-needed  new  station  has  also  been  finished  at  North  Webster. 

Providence  &  Worcester. 

The  Commissioners  renew  their  commendation  of  the  good  order  in 
which  this  road  is  kept,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  operated.  The 
track  in  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  stations  are  neatly  kept.  The 
bridges  are  well  cared  for,  and  those  constructed  of  wood  are  gradually 
being  replaced  by  iron  structures,  so  that  in  a  few  years  the  bridges 
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of  the  road  will  rank  as  high  in  quality  and  condition  as  the  other 
parts  of  its  construction. 

The  introduction  of  automatic  electric  block  and  switch  signals,  and 
alarm-bells  at  highway  crossings,  is  a  measure  deserving  commenda- 
tion. At  each  highway  crossing  at  grade,  there  are  two  bells,  one  each 
side  of  the  railroad,  both  of  which  are  rung  by  the  approach  of  a 
train  on  either  track,  and,  continuing  to  ring  till  the  train  passes,  with 
a  reasonable  certainty  of  being  heard,  afford  as  high  a  degree  of  safety 
as  such  appliances  are  practically  capable  of  affording.  The  Commis- 
sioners, however,  were  glad  to  observe  that  even  with  these  safeguards, 
the  railroad  conipan}^  is  disposed  to  obviate  grade-crossings  where 
practicable,  as  at  one  of  the  streets  in  Worcester. 

The  other  roads  were  found  generally  in  good  condition,  but  do 
not  require  any  special  mention  of  improvements  or  defects.  The 
Ashburnham  and  Hanover  Branch  were  in  fair  condition  ;  the  Boston, 
Barre  &  Gardner,  and  the  State  road  were  excellent ;  the  Cheshire, 
Nashua,  Acton  &  Boston,  Nantasket  Beach,  and  Worcester  &  Nashua, 
were  in  very  good  condition,  and  the  stations  of  the  last-named  road 
were  models  for  neatness. 

The  observations  of  the  Commissioners,  whether  in  approval  or  dis- 
approval of  the  condition  of  a  road  or  any  of  its  structures,  or  its 
modes  of  operation,  have  been  communicated  to  the  management 
thereof,  with  a  view  to  encourage  improvements,  and  to  remedy  de- 
fects. Generally  the  suggestions  in  these  communications  are  heeded 
and  followed  ~by  the  managers.

TERMINAL     FACILITIES    OF     THE     NEW   YORK   &   NEW 
ENGLAND    RAILROAD. 

In  1878  this  company  leased  from  the  Commonwealth  twent3^-five 
acres  of  land  in  South  Boston,  bordering  on  the  harbor  and  Fort  Point 
Channel,  with  a  dock  about  800  feet  long  by  200  feet  wide.  In  1880 
the  company  purchased  of  the  State  the  twenty-five  acre  lot,  and  also 
twelve  acres  of  unfilled  flats  bordering  on  B  Street,  South  Boston. 
The  buildings  on  the  twenty-five  acre  lot  consist  of  three  freight- 
houses,  about  600  by  50  feet ;  two  warehouses,  each  600  by  200  feet 
wide,  one  of  which  has  a  second  floor,  for  storage  purposes,  with  an 
area  of  over  two  acres. 

In  1880  the  company  purchased  from  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road Company  fifty  acres  of  flats  bordering  on  the  twenty-five  acre  lot 
and  on  Boston  harbor,  and  the  Ailing  on  this  territory  has  been 
steadily  going  on  since  the  purchase.  Upon  a  portion  of  this  terri- 
tory and  on  the  twenty-five  acre  lot  an  elevator  of  capacrty  for  500,000 
bushels  has  been  constructed,  with  all  modern  improvements,  and 
with  conveyers  extending  to  both  sides  of  the  Dock  No.  1,  and  on  one 
side  of  Dock  No.  2,  so  that  vessels  can  be  loaded  at  any  point  in 
either  of  the  two  docks. 

The  company  is  completing  the  filling  of  the  fifty-acre  tract,  and  is 
constructing  a  new  pier  1,000  feet  long,  to  be  called  Pier  No.  4.  The 
buildings  to  go  on  this  pier  are  now  under  contract.  Contracts  are 
also  being  made  for  lumber  and  hay-sheds.  The  company  also  pur- 
chased from  the  Boston  Wharf  Company  a  tract  of  land  containing 
about  three  acres,  and  upon  this  it  has  erected  an  engine-house,  with 
accommodations  for  fort}T-two  engines.  It  has  also  filled  in  several 
acres  of  land  owned  by  it  near  First  Street,  South  Boston,  for  use  as 
a  local  freight  yard. 

With  the  improvements  and  additions  named  above,  the  present 
terminal  facilities  of  the  company  consist  of  freight  grounds  and  docks 
covering  an  area  of  ninety-five  acres  ;  fifty  acres  of  which  are  already 
filled  to  grade  and  occupied  by  tracks  and  buildings.     About  fifteen 
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acres  will  be  kept  open  for  dock  purposes,  and  the  filling  of  the  re- 
maining thirty  acres  is  nearly  completed.  The  company  now  has 
upon  these  grounds  over  eight  miles  of  standing  room  for  cars. 

The  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad,  by  creating  the  facilities 
referred  to  above,  has  not  only  met  the  present  demands  of  the  mer- 
chants of  Boston,  but  it  owns  sufficient  property  to  promptly  provide 
for  an}7  future  demands  that  are  likely  to  be  made.

FATAL  ACCIDENT  AT  ELM  STREET  STATION,  ON  THE 
LEXINGTON  BRANCH  OF  THE  BOSTON  &  LOWELL 
RAILROAD,  FEB.  24,  1882. 

The  accident,  resulting  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Haskell,  was  one  of 
the  frequent  cases  of  a  person  miscalculating  the  distance  and.  speed 
of  an  approaching  train.  The  unfortunate  lady  on  her  return  home- 
ward had  missed  a  train,  and  was  waiting  at  the  station.  The  Massa- 
chusetts Central  express  train,  which  leaves  Boston  at  5  30  p.  m., 
making  no  stops  this  side  of  North  Cambridge,  was  approaching.  A 
horse-railway  car  was  standing  on  Holland  Street,  waiting  for  the  train 
to  pass,  and  for  the  gate  to  be  lifted.  The  lady  hurried  along  the 
platform,  and  crossed  the  street  directly  in  front  of  the  locomotive, 
probably  intending  to  take  the  horse-car,  and  was  struck  and  instantly 
killed.  As  the  train  was  coming  directly  toward  the  station,  it  was, 
as  it  always  is,  difficult  to  estimate  its  distance  or  its  speed.  There 
is  no  question  as  to  the  sounding  of  the  whistle  or  of  the  bell,  which 
was,  and  is,  rung  continuously,  for  some  miles.  When  Mrs.  Haskell 
was  seen,  it  was  too  late  to  stop  the  train. 

The  gate  on  the  farther  side  of  Holland  Street  (the  southerly)  was 
lowered.  The  gate  on  the  other  side  was  not  lowered,  having  been 
out  of  order,  probably  frozen,  for  more  than  six  weeks.  There  is  no 
reason  to  believe  that  this  fact  had  any  effect  upon  the  conduct  of 
Mrs.  Haskell,  or  any  share  in  producing  the  accident.  She  did  not 
pass  through  the  gate  on  her  way  from  the  station  to  the  other  side  of 
Holland  Street,  being  within  the  gates  when  she  started,  and  the  gate 
towards  which  she  ran  was  closed. 

Although  the  defect  in  the  working  of  this  gate  did  not  contribute 
to  the  disaster,  the  management  of  the  road  is  clearly  blameworthy  in 
allowing  it  to  be  so  long  out  of  working  order.  Its  condition  was  re- 
ported at  the  proper  quarter  on  the  third  clay  when  it  ceased  to  work. 
This  report  should  not  have  been  delayed  so  long.  But  when  the 
official  whose  business  was  to  repair  the  gate  had  examined  it,  he 
neglected  to  do  anything  more  for  at  least  five  weeks,  and  did  not 
repair  it  until  the  fatal  accident  had  occuiTed.  For  this  no  excuse 
was  suggested.     Although  this  does  not  seem  to  have  caused  the  ac- 
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cident,  the  Board  feels  bound  to  censure  this  negligence.     It  is  not 
necessary  to  add  that  a  gate  out  of  order  increases  the  danger  of  a 
rade-ciossing. 

The  case  was  investigated  March  1,  but  decision  was  postponed 
in  the  expectation  that  further  testimony  might  be  produced.

ACCIDENT  ON  THE  BOSTON   &  PROVIDENCE  RAILROAD 
AT  CANTON  JUNCTION,  JULY  22,  1882. 

This  collision  was  investigated,  not  because  of  the  importance  of 
its  actual  results,  but  because  of  the  possible  results.  Often  a  nar- 
row escape  or  a  slight  accident  is  as  instructive  as  a  severe  casualty. 
And  the  recommendations  called  forth  by  such  occurrences  are  quite 
•as  satisfactory  as  if  the  Bonrd  had  delayed  giving  them  until  they  were 
demanded  by  a  fatal  collision. 

In  this  case  an  express  train  with  six  cars  leaving  Boston  for  Prov- 
idence at  1  p.  m.,  and  running  at  the  rate  of  forty-five  or  fifty  miles 
an  hour,  entered  an  open  switch  at  Canton  Junction,  and  came  in  con- 
tact with  a  train  of  two  cars  standing  on  the  turn-table  track.  This 
train  was  so  placed  that  it  could  be  cleared  by  a  passing  train,  and, 
^n  fact,  it  was  cleared  by  some  of  the  cars  of  this  train,  and  was  only 
struck  because  of  the  swaying  of  the  colliding  car.  No  damage  was 
•done  to  it,  nor  was  anjT  serious  damage  done  to  the  express  train, 
■which  backed  on  to  the  main  track,  and  resumed  its  way  with  a  loss  of 
only  ten  minutes,  leaving  one  car  for  repair. 

The  escape  from  serious  consequences  was  due  to  the  action  of 
-the  engine-man,  who  promptly  applied  the  brakes  and  shut  off  steam, 
upon  seeing  the  condition  of  the  switch. 

That  an  express  train  should  leave  the  main  track  and  enter  an 
open  switch  is  of  itself  a  grave  matter,  and  shows  something  which 
might  lead  to  serious  results.  The  chief  fault  was  in  the  want  of  a 
proper  force  at  this  station,  and  to  the  burdening  of  one  man  with 
numerous  and  inconsistent  duties. 

The  switchman,  who  has  a  good  reputation  for  fidelity  and  activity, 
was  employed  not  only  to  tend  this  switch  and  at  times  two  other 
switches,  but  also  to  flag  the  highway  crossing,  and  to  load  and  unload 
the  mail,  baggage,  express  and  general  freight.  At  this  time,  after 
setting  the  switch  for  the  Stoughton  train,  he  went,  and  was  obliged 
to  go,  to  flag  the  crossing  for  that  train,  and  then  to  help  load  that 
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train.  He  then  helped  two  freighters  to  take  their  freight.  He  also, 
in  the  absence  of  the  station-agent,  got  a  bill  for  one  freighter  and 
received  payment  for  it ;  and  after  this  he  went  home  to  dinner,  for- 
getting to  close  the  switch,  the  other  switchman  and  the  station  agent 
being  both  absent  at  dinner.  He  frankly  admitted  that  his  forgetful- 
ness  was  the  cause  of  the  accident. 

But  the  Board  feel  that  he  is  not  to  be  severely  censured  for  his  re- 
missness, but  rather  the  system,  or  want  of  system,  which  led  to  it, 
and  which  made  it  reasonably  certain  that  in  the  multiplicity  of  his 
duties  he  would  at  some  time  forget  that  of  closing  this  switch.  The 
station-agent  had  felt  that  there  was  not  a  sufficient  force  at  this 
point,  and  had  so  stated  to  fellow-officers,  but  not  to  his  superiors, 
whose  dut}'  it  would  have  been  to  comply  with  his  request  for  more 
help. 

It  was  the  duty  of  the  station-agent,  also,  to  see,  ten  minutes  before 
the  ari.val  of  each  train,  that  "the  track  was  right  for  it  to  pass." 
The  same  rule  (No.  93)  says  that  station  agents  "  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  security  and  position  of  the  switches"  and  the  words 
are  italicized,  as  we  have  italicized  them.  This  agent  would  have 
seen  the  target  of  this  switch,  and  would  have  corrected  the  switch- 
man's error ;  but,  owing  to  unusual  family  arrangements,  he  was 
obliged  at  this  time  to  go  to  Canton  village,  at  least  a  mile  distant, 
for  his  dinner.  There  was  a  conflict  between  the  duty  which  he  owed 
to  the  compan}'  and  to  its  passengers  on  the  one  side,  and  his  duty  to 
himself  to  dine  at  his  accustomed  hour  ;  and  he  preferred  this. 

His  superiors  in  office  do  not  claim  that  he  was  obliged  to  see  to  the 
safet}^  of  the  switches  in  person,  but  say  that  he  had  the  general  su- 
perintendence of  the  neighboring  switches,  and  could  perform  his  duty 
through  his  subordinate.  But  the  duty  was  to  supervise  that  very 
subordinate,  and  to  see  in  every  case  whether  or  not  he  had  been  negli- 
gent or  forgetful.  This  duty  he  could  not  delegate  to  the  party  whom 
he  was  to  supervise.  The  rules  of  this  road  and  of  all  the  other  impor- 
tant roads  of  the  State  require  this  double  assurance  for  the  safety  of 
passengers  :  first,  that  the  proper  party  should  make  the  switches  safe  ; 
second,  that  on  the  approach  of  a  train  the  station-agent  should  see 
whether  this  has  been  done. 

The  Board  has  had  occasion  more  than  once  to  dwell  upon  the  im- 
portance of  this  rule,  and  railroad  corporations  have  shown  by  their 
action  that  they  appreciated  it. 

If  there  are  any  cases  where  it  is  difficult  of  execution  this  is  not 
one  of  them.  There  are  only  three  switches  under  the  charge  of  the 
agent.  This  switch  was  only  400  feet  from  the  station,  and  could 
easily  be  observed.  Certainly,  it  could  always  be  examined  before 
the  arrival  of  the  New  York  express  train.     But  the  fault  seems  to  lie 
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not  so  much  with  the  agent  as  with  his  superiors.  It  was  plain  (and  it 
was  to  the  credit  of  the  superintendent  that  he  made  it  plain)  that  this 
rule  was  not  regarded  as  in  force,  and  that  the  station-agent  would 
not  be  held  as  remiss  in  duty  if  he  failed  to  inspect  the  switches  before 
the  arrival  of  a  train.  The  practice  rather  1han  the  man  is  to  be 
blamed,  and  would  have  deserved  the  blame  if  the  result  had  been 
more  serious. 

The  Board  recommends  (1)  that  another  man  be  employed  at  this 
point,  and  that  like  provision  be  made  at  other  like  points,  if  such  there 
are,  so  that  the  important  work  of  closing  switches  may  not  be  hin- 
dered by  multifarious  and  conflicting  duties.  (2.)  That  switchmen 
opening  a  switch  be  directed  to  stand  by  it,  and  after  that  to  throw  it 
back  on  the  main  track  before  leaving  it.  And  it  feels  that  any  sys- 
tem which  does  not  require  this,  and  still  more  an}T  system  which  en- 
joins upon  a  switchman  to  perform  other  duties  before  he  can  put  his 
switch  back  upon  the  main  track,  deserves  to  be  severely  condemned. 
(3.)  It  is  also  recommended  that  Rule  93  be  strictly  carried  out,  and 
that  station-agents  be  informed  that  they  are  expected  to  comply  with 
it  literally  and  in  all  cases.

DERAILMENT   ON   THE   NEW   YORK    &    NEW    ENGLAND 
RAILROAD  AT  FRANKLIN,  AUG.  21,   1882. 

This  was  the  derailment  of  part  of  a  freight  train  at  the  "  Beet 
Sugar  Factory,"  on  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad,  about 
half  a  mile  west  of  Franklin.  It  was  investigated,  as  some  other 
cases  have  been,  not  so  much  on  account  of  what  happened,  but 
because  of  what  might  have  happened.  A  misplaced  switch,  which 
caused  the  derailment  of  a  freight  train,  might  cause  the  derailment 
of  a  passenger  train  with  the  most  serious  consequences.  And  it 
seems  well  not  to  wait  for  a  fatal  disaster  before  calling  attention  to 
the  causes  which  tend  to  produce  such  disasters.  The  numerous 
accidents  recently  resulting  from  the  misplacement  of  switches  make 
it  especially  desirable  to  investigate  all  such  cases. 

In  this  case  the  supervisor  of  the  road  was  directed  to  extend  the 
double  track  from  Franklin  station  to  the  "  Beet  Sugar  Factory." 
The  work  was  to  be  done  on  Sunday,  and  notice  was  given  to  the 
superintendent  at  Hartford  that  all  facilities  would  be  needed  in  order 
to  have  the  change  made  during  the  day. 

The  supervisor  made  the  desired  extension,  united  the  New  York 
&  New  England  with  the  Rhode  Island   &  Massachusetts  Railroad, 
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and,  at  a  point  fifty  feet  east  of  this  connection,  connected  the  single 
track  west  of  that  point  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  with  the 
inward  track  east  of  it.  He  then  let  through  the  switch  three  west- 
bound and  four  east-bound  trains.  Having  done  this,  he  set  the 
switch  for  the  inward  track,  locked  it,  and  left  the  place  with  no  one 
to  take  charge  of  the  switch.  Going  to  Franklin  at  8.35  p.m.,  he 
left  a  message  for  the  superintendent  at  Hartford  as  follows  :  — 

"  Connection  is  made  just  east  of  Beet  Factoiy  tracks  at  Franklin  for 
Providence  extension  and  main  line  trains.  Switch  is  set  for  inward  track 
and  locked." 

This  was  sent  at  9.30.  The  supervisor  had  gone  home  without 
waiting  for  the  delivery  or  acknowledgment  of  his  message. 

The  superintendent  at  Hartford  had  taken  the  day  for  a  holiday, 
leaving  his  office  in  charge  of  a  train  despatcher,  but  he  seems  to 
have  given  no  special  directions  as  to  this  important  matter.  The 
despatcher  received  the  message,  and  called  on  the  offices  in  order 
to  have  the  proper  notice  bulletined.  He  failed  to  receive  answers 
or  to  rouse  the  parties,  and  he  forgot  to  make  further  application. 
He  had  been  overworked,  having  to  take  the  place  of  another 
despatcher  just  removed  for  want  of  attention  to  duty,  and  he  was 
that  night  seized  with  a  severe  fever,  which  still  continues. 

Train  96  going  east,  with  twenty  cars  of  peaches,  arrived  at  the 
point  at  5.35  a.m.,  and  the  engine  and  eight  cars  were  derailed, 
without  injuring  any  person.  A  train  (No.  13)  going  westward 
had  forced  its  way  through  the  switch,  and  there  can  be  little  dmibt 
that,  going  west,  it  had  injured  the  switch,  which  was  set  for  east- 
bound  trains,  in  such  a  way  as  to  lead  to  the  accident.  The  points 
of  the  switch  gave  evidence  of  this,  but  they  were  repaired  before 
an  opportune  was  given  to  examine  them.  It  was  a  "  point  switch," 
without  a  spring. 

1.  The  supervisor  was  guilty  of  gross  negligence  in  locking  the 
switch  and  leaving  it  without  any  switch-tender,  and  without  any 
notice  given.  Even  during  the  time  spent  by  him  in  reaching  the 
station,  a  serious  accident  might  have  occurred.  Further  time  elapsed 
before  his  telegram  was  sent,  and,  as  it  happened,  a  much  longer  time 
before  his  message  took  effect. 

2.  The  superintendent  admits  that  he  was  wrong  in  selecting  this 
time  for  a  holidaj',  without  leaving  special  orders  to  guard  against  the 
possibility  of  accident  at  this  place.  A  switch-tender  should  have 
been  stationed  there  ;  and  all  trains  should  have  received  notice  so 
that  the}7  should  either  come  to  a  stop  at  this  point,  or  approach  it 
under  full  control.  Other  circumstances  concurred  with  his  default 
to  make  an  accident  possible,  but  that  does  not  relieve  him  from 
blame. 
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3.  The  despateher  acknowledges  his  forgetfulness,  to  which  the 
accident  is  directly  due.  But  the  Board  is  not  inclined  to  censure 
a  man  who  was  in  the  first  stages  of  a  fever,  brought  on  by  neces- 
sary overwork  in  the  service  of  the  company. 

4.  The  managers  of  the  company  violated  the  law  in  placing  in 
their  track  a  switch  which  had  not  received  the  written  approval  of 
the  Board.  Explanation  has  been  made  that  the  law,  and  the  action 
of  the  Board  under  it,  were  misunderstood.

COLLISION   ON   THE   TROY  &  GREENFIELD    RAILROAD 
AT  BUCKLAND,  SEPT.  17,  1882. 

This  was  a  rear  collision  of  two  freight  trains,  following  a  collision 
between  two  parts  of  one  of  the  trains.  Train  29,  with  twenty-seven 
loaded  cars,  was  on  the  way  from  North  Adams  to  Fitchburg ;  and 
after  leaving  Charlemont,  at  1.03  a.m.,  and  running  about  three 
miles,  it  was  found  that  the  train  had  parted.  After  coming  to  a 
stand-still,  the  part  of  the  train  attached  to  the  engine  was  backed 
30  or  40  rods,  when  it  came  into  collision  with  the  rear  part  of  the 
train,  crushing  two  flat  cars  and  one  box-car,  and  breaking  some 
draw-bars.  A  brakeman  was  sent  to  flag  the  train.  Unfortunately, 
the  wick  in  the  red  lantern  was  shaken  down,  and  he  was  obliged  to 
use  a  common  glass  lantern,  with  a  red  lantern  next  to  it  to  make  the 
light  red.  He  also  used  one  torpedo.  He  travelled  the  distance  in- 
dicated by  eighteen  telegraph  poles,  and  when  his  other  demon- 
strations failed  to  attract  attention,  he  threw  a  stone  against  the 
window  of  the  saloon  as  it  passed  him.  Train  57,  with  thirty-three 
cars,  also  bound  from  North  Adams  to  Fitchburg,  struck  the  rear  of 
train  29,  brought  the  two  parts  together,  and  wrecked  six  cars. 

The  light  of  the  flagman,  when  first  seen  b}T  train  57,  appeared  to 
be  a  white  light,  and  was  supposed  to  be  that  of  a  trackman.  When 
a  red  light  was  seen,  all  the  proper  precautions  were  taken  to  avoid  a 
collision. 

The  cause  of  the  collision,  in  addition  to  the  stopping  of  train  29, 
was  the  false  signal  displayed  at  Zoar,  the  last  station  passed  by  57. 
The  signal  was  a  white  block,  which  meant  that  the  block  was  clear 
to  the  next  station,  and  it  justified  the  conductor  and  engineer  in 
going  on  with  perfect  assurance  that  no  train  was  before  them.  It 
should  have  been  green,  which  would  have  warned  them  to  proceed 
with  caution,  and  might  have  prevented  the  accident.     There  was  a 
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slight  conflict  of  testimony  on  this  point,  but  the  evidence  is  over- 
whelming that  a  white  light  was  displaj^ed.  And  this  negligence  of 
the  operator  must  be  regarded  as  the  cause  of  the  collision. 

It  was  in  evidence,  also,  that  hooks  were  furnished,  so  that  a  signal 
could  be  fastened  up,  and  a  signal  of  safety  or  caution  permanently 
displayed.  In  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  the  normal  state  of  the 
signal  should  signify  danger.  A  safety  signal  should  not  be  pos- 
sible without  the  active  exertion  of  the  operator's  will.  In  other 
words,  he  should  hold  up  the  red  signal  when  he  desires  to  indicate 
anything  except  danger,  and  when  he  ceases  to  hold  it  up,  danger 
should  be  indicated.  Such  are  the  requirements  of  the  best  roads, 
and  such  is  the  intention  of  rule  2  on  this  road,  although  it  is  not 
clearly  expressed.  If  a  safety  signal  is  possible  without  the  presence 
and  the  active  exertion  of  the  operator,  it  will,  at  some  time,  be  dis- 
played when  a  danger  signal  is  called  for.  And,  if  hooks  are  allowed 
for  any  purpose  on  the  premises,  they  will,  at  some  time,  be  used  for 
making  a  safety  signal  permanent. 

The  Board,  therefore,  would  recommend  that  such  changes  be  made 
in  the  signal  system  that  clanger  shall  always  be  indicated  unless  the 
operator  is  present  and  gives  another  signal,  and  that  all  hooks  and 
other  furniture,  by  which  any  signal  can  be  substituted  permanently 
in  place  of  danger,  be  removed.  The  Board  also  desires,  in  view  of 
the  facts  in  this  case,  to  recommend  that  such  arrangements  be  made 
that  signals  cannot  be  given  from  the  outside.  And  it  is  also  sug- 
gested that  students,  or  loungers,  or  visitors  be  prohibited  from  occu- 
pying the  office  of  the  operator.  It  seems  hardly  necessary  to  add 
that  no  untrustworthy  person  should  be  employed  in  the  responsible 
place  of  telegraph  operator. 

The  great  advantage  of  using  fusees  to  guard  the  rear  of  a  delayed 
train,  and  for  other  purposes,  is  strongly  enforced  by  the  facts  of  this 
case. 

In  addition  to  the  opinion  called  for  in  case  of  railroad  accidents, 
it  is  the  duty  of  this  Board  under  the  contract  between  the  State  and 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  to  give  its  judgment  as  to  the 
liabilit}7  of  the  parties  to  that  contract  in  such  an  accident  as  this. 
And  it  is  more  satisfactoiy  to  examine  the  grounds  of  such  a  judg- 
ment at  the  time  than  to  wait  for  the  final  settlement. 

In  this  case  the  carelessness  of  a  State  employee,  the  operator,  is 
fully  proved.  In  our  opinion  the  negligence  of  one  or  more  employees 
of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  also  appeared  as  contributing  to 
the  collision. 

When  the  train  parted,  it  had  been  waiting  three-quarters  of  an 
hour  stationary  on  a  side  track,  and  was  then  going  on  a  dowrn  grade ; 
and  its  breaking  was  not  known  to  the  train  hands  of  the  rear  portion 
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who  were  all  in  the  saloon  car.  The  middle  brakeman  was  there,  and 
also  the  conductor.  This  was  of  itself  negligence.  The  presence  of 
the  middle  brakeman  at  his  post  would  have  made  the  parting  of  the 
train  known,  and  would  have  led  the  train  hands  to  check  the  speed 
of  the  train,  and  thus  would  probably  have  prevented  the  first  col- 
lision. The  brakeman  was  eating  his  supper.  It  is  of  course  neces- 
sary that  all  the  train-men  should  eat  their  meals  at  proper  times. 
But  no  sufficient  reason  is  given  why,  after  waiting  three-quarters  of 
an  hour  on  a  side  track,  this  man  should  leave  his  post  and  begin  to 
eat  when  the  train  began  to  move.  The  reason  given  is  that  he  was 
liable  to  be  interrupted  by  the  arrival  of  a  train  and  by  orders  to  go 
on.  But  such  an  interruption  is  a  less  evil  than  the  leaving  of  his 
post  and  consequent  danger  to  the  train.  He  should  have  tried  to  eat 
his  supper  at  a  time  when  it  could  be  clone  without  peril  to  the  train. 

If  it  became  necessary  for  him  to  absent  himself  his  place  should 
have  been  supplied,  at  least  while  the  train  was  going  on  a  down 
grade.  These  three  men  should  not  have  been  together  at  such  a 
time  in  the  caboose  car,  especially  as  it  is  in  evidence  that  this  acci- 
dent of  parting  is  frequent  on  this  road. 

The  Board  has  no  severe  censure  for  the  brakeman  or  for  the  con- 
ductor, but  it  cannot  fail  to  see  that  their  negligence,  however  slight, 
and  however  palliated  by  a  bad  custom,  did  contribute  in  some  degree 
to  the  accident,  and  that  in  fact  it  probably  would  not  have  occurred 
if  they  had  used  all  possible  care. 

The  first  accident  was  the  main  cause  of  the  second,  and  this  makes 
it  unnecessary  to  consider,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  liability,  whether 
due  diligence  was  used  by  all  the  employees  on  train  57.

COLLISION   ON    THE    TROY    &    GREENFIELD    RAILROAD 
AT  ZOAR,  SEPT.  19,  1882. 

This  was  a  head  collision  between  a  freight  train  of  the  New  Haven 
&  Northampton  Company,  running  west  on  the  Troy  &  Greenfield 
Railroad,  and  one  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  running  east.  Train  43 
extra  (Fitchburg)  left  Zoar  with  orders  to  pass  26  at  Charlemont. 
Train  26  (New  Haven  &  Northampton)  left  Buckland  with  orders  to 
pass  43  extra  at  Charlemont.  Instead  of  stopping  at  Charlemont,  as 
he  ought,  the  conductor- of  26  (New  Haven  &  Northampton)  went  on 
without  stopping,  and  without  making  his  orders  known  to  his  engine- 
man  or  to  any  one,  and  the  two  trains  came  into  collision  a  little  east 
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of  Zoar  bridge,  locking  the  engines  together,  derailing  16  cars  in  43 
and  10  or  11  in  25,  and  killing  Mr.  Phillips  and  Mr.  Lewis,  conductor 
and  fireman  of  43,  and  Mr.  Eggleston,  fireman  of  26.  Mr.  Wash- 
burn, engine-man  of  43,  had  his  leg  broken,  and  Mr.  Hosley  and  Mr. 
Hamilton,  conductor  and  engine-man  of  26,  wei'e  seriously  injured. 

The  cause  of  the  fatal  accident  was  the  gross  recklessness  of  Con- 
ductor Hosley  of  No.  26,  in  utterly  disregarding  his  orders.  He  was 
also  wilfully  disobedient  of  rules  in  signing  the  orders  received  at 
Buckland  for  the  engine-man,  as  well  as  for  himself,  thus  keeping  the 
orders  from  the  knowledge  of  the  engine-man,  and  misleading  the 
operator  into  the  idea  that  they  had  been  made  known  to  him. 

The  rules  as  to  special  orders  require  that  they  shall  be  signed  by 
the  train-master,  and  addressed  to  the  conductor  and  engine-man. 
Then  the  receiving  operator  writes  them  in  triplicate  upon  manifold 
paper.  He  then  addresses  one  copy  to  the  train-master.  This  is 
signed  by  conductor  and  engine-man  and  telegraphed  to  the  train- 
master, who  replies  to  the  conductor  and  engine-man  by  their  initials, 
"  O.  K.,"  with  his  own  initials.  The  operator  indorses  this  upon  all 
the  triplicates  and  gives  the  conductor  two,  one  for  himself  and  one 
for  the  engine-man,  who  reads  it  in  the  conductor's  presence.  The 
object  of  having  it  signed  by  the  engine-man,  as  well  as  by  the  con- 
ductor, is  to  make  sure  that  he  understands  it,  and  thus  to  secure  the 
attention  and  memory  of  two  men  instead  of  one. 

All  was  done  regularly  in  this  case,  except  that  the  conductor  forged 
the  engine-man's  name  instead  of  procuring  his  signature,  and  that  he 
did  not  in  any  way  make  known  to  him  the  order,  or  the  fact  that  he 
had  a  special  order.  The  operator,  seeing  both  names  signed,  did  not 
notice  that  they  were  signed  by  one  person.  This  misconduct  of  the 
conductor,  added  to  his  subsequent  forgetfulness  of  his  orders,  led  to 
the  collision,  which  was  aggravated  by  the  fact  that  train  26  was  run- 
ning at  excessive  speed. 

Conductor  Hosle}*  had  several  times  before  committed  similar 
violations  of  rules,  and  had  been  recently  reproved  for  it  b}'  an  agent  of 
the  State  road,  and  forbidden  to  repeat  the  offence.  But  it  did  not 
appear  that  his  delinquenc}"  was  known  to  his  employers  or  to  the 
operator  at  Buckland,  or  that  he  had  ever  signed  an  order  in  this  way 
at  Buckland. 

In  order  to  save  a  trifling  amount  of  trouble,  life  in  this  case  deliber- 
ately violated  a  very  important  rule  ;  and  the  result  was  the  loss  of 
three  lives. 

He  was  at  the  time  suffering  from  an  attack  of  fever  and  ague,  and 
although  he  admitted  his  fault  at  the  time,  he  now  says  that  the  wdiole 
period,  from  his  arrival  at  Shelburne  Falls  till  after  the  accident,  is  a 
blank  in  his  mind,  and  there  is  testimony  that  at  another  time  he  was 
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affected  by  loss  of  memory  and  "  absent  mindedness  "  as  a  result  of 
this  disease.  The  weight  that  is  to  be  given  to  this  theory  will  prob- 
ably be  decided  in  another  tribunal. 

But  the  Board  ought  to  say  that  all  the  testimony  shows  that, 
according  to  all  the  witnesses  present,  he  appeared  to  be  competent  for 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  both  plrysically  and  mentally  ;  that  he  gave 
and  received  orders  as  usual,  except  in  this  matter,  and  even  volun- 
teered in  one  instance  to  do  the  work  of  a  brakeman.  No  one  is  to  be 
censured  for  keeping  him  on  the  train  if  he  was  willing  to  remain,  for 
it  is  well  known  that  thousands  of  men,  while  suffering  from  fever  and 
ague,  continue  to  perform  their  daily  business,  and  men  in  the  highest 
stations  are  able  to  discharge  their  duties  while  afflicted  by  it.  His 
forgetfulness  may  have  been  owing,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  his  disease  ; 
but  the  chief  offence  of  which  he  is  guilty  is  not  forgetfulness,  or  omis- 
sion of  duty,  but  the  wilful  and  false  signing  of  another  man's  name  in 
violation  of  a  well-known  rule  and  in  contempt  of  recent  orders. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  operator  was  guilty  of  negligence 
and  violation  of  rules  in  not  noticing  that  the  two  signatures  were 
made  by  one  man,  and  also  in  not  having  seen  the  signatures  made. 
But  the  rule  does  not  require  the  operator  to  witness  the  signatures, 
still  less  does  it  require  him  to  leave  his  post  where  it  is  his  duty  to 
remain  in  order  to  receive  as  well  as  to  send  messages.  He  is  not 
bound  to  walk  the  length  of  20  or  30  cars  in  order  to  find  the 
engine-man  and  procure  his  signature. 

The  rule  expressly  makes  the  conductor  the  messenger  to  carry  the 
order  to  his  engine-man  when  it  has  been  perfected.  It  does  not 
forbid  him  so  to  act  before  the  engine-man  has  signed  the  order. 

Nor  can  it  be  regarded  as  negligence  that  the  operator  did  not 
notice  the  resemblance  of  signatures,  and  detect  the  fact  that  they 
were  both  made  by  one  person,  A  careful  scrutiny  might  have  given 
cause  to  suspect  this.  The  two  capital  H's  in  "Hosley  "  and  "  Hamil- 
ton," as  signed,  do  closely  resemble  each  other.  But  the  critical 
examination  which  a  bank  teller  gives  to  the  signature  of  a  note  can 
hardly  be  expected  of  an  operator,  under  the  circumstances,  when  he 
has  no  reason  to  suspect  forgery,  and  when  there  was  no  motive  for 
it.  This  operator  lives  up  to  the  rule,  and  does  not  deserve  censure 
for  not  suspecting  anything  so  strange  as  the  conductor's  action 
proved  to  be. 

The  case  shows  possibilities  which  may  demand  a  new  and  more 
stringent  rule,  and  the  Board  recommends  such  a  rule.  But  consider- 
ing the  improbability  of  such  a  violation  of  the  rules  and  the  fact  that 
they  were  copied  from  those  long  in  use  on  a  well-managed  railroad 
of  the  highest  reputation,  and  that  they  had  never  in  this  particular 
been  questioned  by  the  operating  railroad  companies,  which  have  a 
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right  to  demand  their  revision,  we  think  it  would  be  a  harsh  judg- 
ment to  pass  any  censure  upon  the  management  because  of  these 
regulations.  Neither  of  these  operating  roads  has  such  a  rule  as  that 
which  is  now  suggested. 

It  has  also  been  argued  that  a  despatch  might  have  been  sent  to 
Charlemont  stating  that  two  trains  were  to  meet  there,  and  that  the 
operator  there  might  have  displayed  a  red  signal  to  warn  these  two 
trains,  and  to  correct  the  error  of  their  conductors,  if  any  had  been 
made. 

So  far  as  the  train  despatcher  and  operator  are  concerned,  it  is 
enough  to  say  that  no  rule  required  any  such  action  on  their  part,  and 
that  they  cannot  be  held  liable  for  not  volunteering. 

If  it  is  argued  that  the  rules  are  defective  in  not  requiring  such  an 
additional  security,  it  is  a  sufficient  answer  that  well-regulated  roads 
have  no  such  rule,  including  all  the  operating  roads  ;  that  these  roads 
have  never  asked  for  such  a  rule  ;  that  abundant  precaution  seemed 
to  have  been  taken  by  the  rules,  which  apparently  secure  the  knowl- 
edge of  special  orders  by  two  employees  on  every  train,  and  that 
there  is  an  element  of  danger  as  well  as  of  safety  in  having  rules  too 
complicated  and  signals  too  numerous.  Good  railroad  managers  will 
differ  about  such  a  precaution  as  the  one  proposed.  The  Board 
recommends  the  State  manager  to  consider  it,  but  it  is  not  prepared 
to  recommend  it.  And  it  is  by  no  means  prepared  to  say  that  it  is 
proof  of  negligence  not  to  have  adopted  it  heretofore. 

The  engine-man  of  26  is  free  from  blame.  He  had  no  means  of 
knowing  that  the  conductor  had  received  any  orders.  No  blame  is 
imputed  to  any  other  employee  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton 
Company,  except  the  conductor. 

The  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  and  all  its  emploj'ees  are,  on  all 
the  testimony  and  by  the  admission  of  all  the  parties  interested, 
wholly  free  from  any  blame  in  this  matter. 

The  managers  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  road,  which  has 
been  remarkably  free  from  accidents,  and  which  never  had  one  of  this 
nature  upon  its  own  track,  were  guilty  of  no  negligence  in  selecting 
their  employees,  or  in  any  other  manner.  Mr.  Hosley  was  well 
recommended  and  had  proved  skilful  and  careful  on  other  roads.  It 
was  the  misfortune  of  the  company  that  it  had  an  employee  who,  in 
this  case,  and  as  it  now  appears  in  others,  was  guilty  of  the  grossest 
unfaithfulness,  leading  at  last  to  the  saddest  results.

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FATAL   ACCIDENT   AT   THE    EASTERN   RAILROAD    STA- 
TION  IN   BOSTON,  OCT.  11,  1882. 

This  sad  accident  resulted  from  the  insufficient  accommodations  of 
the  station,  and  from  the  crowd  and  hurry  of  a  general  holiday.  Mr. 
Dodge  was  on  his  way  to  the  cars,  and,  therefore,  had  the  rights  of  a 
passenger.  The  platform  on  which  he  was  walking  extends  be}-ond 
the  walls  of  the  station,  and  is  contracted  to  the  width  of  four  feet  and 
nine  inches.  This  narrow  platform  was  obstructed  by  trucks  and 
luggage.  A  trunk  of  extraordinary  shape  and  length  was  thrown 
from  a  truck  by  contact  with  a  car  which  was  "  thrown"  into  the  sta- 
tion to  make  up  a  train.  This  struck  Mr.  Dodge  with  such  force  that 
he  died  before  he  could  reach  the  hospital. 

The  managers  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company  did  not  contest 
before  the  Board  their  liabilit3T  for  the  fatal  result,  and  regret  that  they 
have  thus  far  failed  to  obtain  the  additional  land  which  would  enable 
them  to  increase  their  facilities.  They  have  spared  no  pains  in  en- 
deavoring to  do  so,  fully  recognizing  the  need  of  larger  space  for  the 
107  trains  that  daily  arrive  at,  and  depart  from,  their  Boston  station 
at  this  season. 

The  Board  cannot  recommend  the  managers  to  desist  from  doing 
any  portion  of  the  business  for  which  the  company  was  chartered,  and 
which  the  public  expect  them  to  perform.  The  Commissioners  ac- 
knowledge with  pleasure  the*  fact  that  hitherto  the  great  business  of 
the  compairy  has  been  transacted  without  accident,  notwithstanding 
the  cramped  nature  of  its  facilities.  And  it  is  hoped  that  when  a 
scheme  is  devised  for  regulating  the  northern  crossings,  it  will  include 
relief  from  the  evils  resulting  from  the  straitened  accommodations  of 
the  Eastern  station.

COLLISION    ON   THE  TROY    &   GREENFIFLD    RAILROAD, 
AT   NORTH  ADAMS,  OCT.  21,  1882. 

There  was  a  head  collision  between  a  freight  engine,  the  S.  B. 
Sanford,  of  the  Troy  &  Boston  Railroad,  and  a  construction  train  of 
the  Troy  &  Greenfield  Railroad,  consisting  of  the  engine  Dcerfield 
and  a  caboose  containing  about  thirty  men,  who  were  going  out  to 
work  on  the  road.  ,  The  engine  was  pushing  the  caboose  from  the 
western  toward  the  eastern  end  of  the  yard,  where,  it  is  said,  the 
engine  was  to  be  placed  in  front.     This  was  the  usual  way  of  making 
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up  the  construction  train.     The  Sanford  had  come  from  Troy  with  a 
freight  train,  which  had  been  switched  on  to  a  side  track.    It  is  neces- 
sary for  engines,  having  done  this,  to  return  westward   for  a  short 
distance  by  the  east-bound  track.    They  then  can  use  a  "  cross-over" 
switch,  and  proceed  on  the  west-bound  track.     Instead  of  crossing 
over  to  this  track,  the  Sanford  continued  on  the  east-bound  track  till 
it  collided  with  the  construction  train,  striking  the  caboose  and  forc- 
ing it  back  upon  the  Deerfield.     Most  unfortunately,  the  draw-bar  of 
the  caboose  struck  and  pierced  the  flue  sheet.     This  led  to  a  violent 
escape  of  hot  water  and  steam,  which  filled  the  car  and  scalded  its 
inmates.     No  less  than  six  have  died  from  their  injuries,  and  most  of 
the  others  have  suffered  severely.     There  is  a  conflict  of  testimony  as 
to  the  speed  of  the  two  engines.     But  the  injury  inflicted  proves  great 
momentum  on  the  part  of  one  or  both  ;  and  this  is  confirmed  by  the 
fact  that  one  man,  not  greatly  injured  by  scalding,  has  died  from 
wounds  caused  by  the  violence  of  the  shock,  and  that  one  man  was 
thrown  out  through  the  small  door  opening  on  the  foot-plate  of  the 
engine  Deerfield.     There  is,  also,  a  conflict  of  testimony  as  to  the 
orders  given  to  the  engine-man  of  the  Sanford,  who  claims  that  he 
was  directed  by  the  men  in  charge  of  the  yard  to  return  by  the  east- 
bound  track,  and  that,  being  so  directed,  he  was  entitled  to  use  that 
track,  as  he  did,  with  full  confidence  that  he  would  be  protected, 
although  he  does  not  claim  an}'  distinct  promise  of  protection.     He  is 
to  some  extent  confirmed  in  this  b}T  his  train-men,  and  is  contradicted 
by  the  men  in  charge  of  the  yard.     His  statement  is  also  impeached 
bjT  proof  of  his  admissions  that  he  was  wrong,  made  immediately  after 
the  collision.    The  fact  that  he  made  such  admissions  was  denied  ;  but 
his  statement  to  Mr.  Locke  is  inconsistent  with  his  present  statements, 
and  with  his  theory  that  he  was  ordered  to  come  down  on  the  east- 
bound  track.     He  is  also  contradicted  on  an  important  point  by  his 
own  train-men.   The  testimon}-  of  the  acting  yard-master  is  in  accord- 
ance with  known  facts,  while  Watson's  testimony  is  contradicted  on 
important  points  by  evidence  as  to  which  we  have  no  doubt.     And 
the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  the  weight  of  testimony  shows  that  Mr. 
Watson,  the  engine-man  of  the  Sanford,  was  proceeding  in  an  im- 
proper and  dangerous  manner :  first,  because  he  did  not  go  to  the 
west-bound  track  by  the  "cross-over;"  and,  secondly,  because  not 
doing  so,  he  did  not  protect  himself  b}T  a  flagman  from  any  approach- 
ing train.     And,  if  this  view  of  the  case  were  doubtful,  it  is  certain 
that  to  proceed  as  be  did,  in  a  fog  so  dense  that  vision  could  only  ex- 
tend two  car-lengths  in  advance,  was   an   act  of  gross  negligence. 
Upon   one   fact   all   witnesses   agree, — the   exceeding  and   unusual 
density  of  the  fog.     Movements  which  would  have  been  safe  in  fair 
weather  were  dangerous  at  this  time,  and  the  utmost  precaution  was 
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demanded.  A  slight  measure  of  precaution  would  have  prevented 
this  fearful  disaster  ;  and  the  man  who  blindly  moved  westward  upon 
an  east-bound  track  in  the  yard  of  a  road  operated  bjT  four  railroad 
companies,  where,  by  his  own  statement,  he  had  no  explicit  promise 
of  protection,  must  be  held  guilty  of  criminal  negligence.  Attempts 
have  been  made  to  excuse  this  negligence  by  showing  that  it  is  usual 
for  others  to  pursue  the  same  course  that  Mr.  Watson  did,  and  to  do 
so  without  reproof.  Whatever  effect  this  bad  practice  might  have  in 
mitigating  the  fault  of  this  man,  if  it  had  occurred  under  other  circum- 
stances, it  furnishes  no  excuse  for  a  man  who  was  willing  to  run  on 
the  wrong  track  in  a  time  of  thick  fog  without  protecting  himself  by  a 
flagman,  or  having  any  promise  of  protection. 

But,  so  far  as  the  management  of  the  road  is  concerned,  the  Board 
regrets  to  say  that  a  loose  system  has  prevailed  ;  that  trains  have  too 
often  been  permitted  to  run  in  the  wrong  direction,  without  proper 
precaution,  and  that  this  has  been  done  so  often  that  it  ought  to  have 
been  known  and  prevented.  Difficulty  and  clanger  naturally  accom- 
pany the  operation  of  a  railroad  yard  by  different  corporations.  But 
this  makes  the  enforcement  of  strict  discipline  and  regulations  a  duty  ; 
and  the  power  to  enforce  such  regulations  was  given  by  special  legis- 
lation. Chapter  230  of  the  Acts  of  1831  gives  the  manager  power 
to  make  and  enforce  all  needful  rules  for  operating  the  road,  including 
the  yard.     This  was  intended  to  remove  all  doubt. 

And  further,  and  more  important,  he  was  authorized  to  operate  the 
yard  himself,  "  including  the  shifting  of  cars  therein,"  and  to  hire  men 
and  power,  and  to  use  the  locomotives  of  the  operating  roads  if  neces- 
sary. It  is  doubtful  whether  the  yard  can  be  operated  with  safety 
without  recourse  to  this  authority.  Even  if  any  additional  expense  is 
incurred,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  security  is  to  be  preferred 
to  economy,  and  that  security  is  true  economy.  Section  3  of  the  act 
referred  to  protects  the  State  from  an}1,  additional  liabilit}r  to  be  in- 
curred by  reason  of  rules  intended  to  promote  safety  in  operating  the 
road.  But,  if  that  section  had  never  been  enacted,  it  would  be  no  less 
a  duty  to  take  every  precaution  which  tends  to  protect  the  lives  and 
limbs  of  travellers  or  employees.  A  road  which  cannot  be  operated 
with  reasonable  safety  ought  not  to  be  operated  at  all.  And  no  excep- 
tion should  be  made  in  favor  of  a  road  owned  by  the  Commonwealth. 
Whether  or  not  it  is  wise  for  the  State  to  engage  in  a  railroad  enter- 
prise, it  is  certain  that  its  road  should  be  as  safe  as  any  road  can  be. 

The  Commissioners  have  regretted,  and  have  often  expressed  this 
regret,  that  the  provisions  of  chapter  230  have,  with  the  exception  of 
those  relating  to  the  delivery  of  freight  and  the  reports  of  earnings, 
remained  a  dead  letter  ;  and  attention  is  once  more  called  to  the  need 
of  having  one  head  controlling  all  the  operations  of  the  yard. 
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The  manner  of  making  up  the  construction  train  was  dangerous, 
and  would  be  condemned  without  hesitation  by  all  railroad  men,  if  it 
had  been  intended  for  the  whole  run.  No  stronger  illustration  of  its 
dangerous  character  can  be  given  than  the  results  of  this  collision. 
Had  the  locomotives  struck  each  other,  the  injury  would  have  been 
slight ;  and  it  is  probable  that  no  suffering  or  death  would  have  oc- 
curred. It  is  probable,  also,  that  no  collision  would  have  occurred, 
because  a  proper  lookout  would  have  been  kept  on  the  Deerfield.  The 
method  of  making  tip  the  train  was  the  usual  one.  Perhaps  it  might 
be  sustained  by  the  practice  in  like  cases  elsewhere.  But  it  is  in 
evidence  that  the  engine  might  have  been  placed  in  proper  position  at 
the  Little  Tunnel,  at  the  west  end  of  the  yard,  where  the  Deerfield 
started.  There  were  abundant  facilities  there  for  so  making  up  the 
train,  and  it  should  have  been  so  made  up  before  starting  to  run 
through  the  yard,  which  is  necessarily  the  place  of  greatest  exposure. 
This  is  one  more  illustration  of  the  fact  that  railroad  operators  seem 
to  forget  the  tremendous  force  of  the  agencies  with  which  they  deal. 
That  which  would  be  a  trifling  error  in  other  circumstances,  becomes 
guilt}r  negligence  when  steam  is  the  power  employed.  The  caboose 
was  pushed  through  the  }Tard  with  perfect  confidence  that  every  switch 
would  be  rightl}T  turned  ;  that  no  opposing  train  would  collide  with  it ; 
and,  in  general,  that  every  man  would  be  in  his  place  and  do  his  full 
duty.  This  is  not  safe  practice.  For  a  thousand  times  no  trouble 
might  arise  from  it ;  but,  when  failure  occurs,  the  consequences  seem 
altogether  out  of  proportion  to  the  amount  of  negligence.  The  Deer- 
field was  also  running  too  fast.  The  whole  evidence  on  both  sides 
shows  that  its  rate  of  speed  exceeded  that  permitted  by  the  rules.  The 
weight  of  testimony  shows  that  it  was  running  over  ten  miles  an  hour, 
when  only  a  rate  of  five  miles  was  allowed.  The  lives  of  the  men 
upon  this  train  were  entitled  to  full  protection.  The  fog,  which  added 
to  the  danger  of  the  run,  made  more  imperative  the  duty  of  proceeding 
at  a  safe  rate  of  speed. 

The  method  of  running  the  Deerfield  was  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  conductor  and  engine-man.  And,  as  it  is  shown  that  this  mode 
of  running  construction  trains  is  usual  on  this  road,  both  as  to  speed 
and  as  to  the  position  of  the  engine,  it  shows  habitual  negligence  in 
the  management  of  the  yard.  The  censure  applied  to  what  are  called 
slight  delinquencies  sometimes  appears  harsh.  But,  in  treating  of  the 
practical  operation  of  a  railroad,  no  act  of  negligence  can  be  called 
slight.  And,  if  the  criticism  of  the  Board  seems  severe,  it  is  empha- 
sized by  the  death  and  suffering  of  the  victims  of  this  collision  more 
than  by  the  language  of  the  report. 

The  engine  Deerfield  was  in  good  condition  at  the  time  of  inspec- 
tion, in  June  last,  and  the  whole  testimony   showed  that  it  was  in 
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excellent  condition  up  to  the  time  of  the  accident,  and  that  no  defect 
in  any  railroad  appliances  contributed  to  the  disaster. 

The  Board,  in  conclusion,  repeats  its  recommendation  that  a  system 
of  rules  for  operating  the  yard  be  adopted,  by  which  the  management 
shall  govern  the  working  of  all  the  roads  there,  and  that,  on  the  main 
tracks,  at  least,  all  the  switches  shall  be  operated  by  employees  of  the 
State  manager.  The  manner  of  apportioning  the  expense  between  the 
roads  is  a  matter  of  detail  which  will  not  be  difficult.  The  system  is 
vital  to  the  regular  and  safe  operation  of  the  yard.

COLLISION    ON   THE   TROY    &   GREENFIELD   RAILROAD, 
NEAR   CHARLEMONT,  OCT.  9,  1882. 

This  was  a  collision  between  a  freight  train  (26)  of  the  New 
Haven  &  Northampton  Company  and  a  construction  train  of  the 
Troy  &  Greenfield  road.  The  sole  question  is  whether  the  con- 
struction train  was  properly  flagged  ;  and  this  depends  upon  a  con- 
flict of  testimmry  between  the  brakeman  who  acted  as  flagman  for 
the  State  train  and  three  train-men  of  No.  26. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  directions  to  the  brakeman,  who  went 
put  with  a  flag,  were  correct,  and  there  is  no  possible  reason  or 
motive  wiry  they  should  not  have  been  so.  He  says  that  he  gave 
the  orders  as  directed,  adding  an  explanation.  Having  displayed 
his  flag  as  ordered,  at  a  point  half  a  mile  beyond  the  steam-shovel, 
he  directed  train  26  to  pull  slowly  to  the  shovel,  —  then,  if  the  gravel 
train  was  there,  all  would  be  right.  If  not,  they  were  to  sta}T  till  it 
came. 

The  three  men  on  26  testif}^  in  substance  that  the  flagman,  hav- 
ing checked  their  speed  by  his  signal,  withdrew  it,  telling  them  that 
the  train  was  the  other  wajT  dumping,  and  that  they  should  look 
out  for  them  "  a  little." 

If  evidence  was  to  be  esteemed  simply  by  the  numbers  of  wit- 
nesses, their  testimony  would  prevail.  But  considering  the  proba- 
bilities of  the  case,  the  manner  of  the  parties,  and  the  circumstances, 
it  is  clear  that  the  flagman's  story  is  correct.  He  had  no  possible 
motive  for  giving  a  message  so  different  from  that  with  which  he 
was  charged,  while  they  had  a  motive  for  running  a  little  risk  in 
disobeying  it,  and  now  have  a  strong  motive  for  misstating  it. 

Their  motives  appear  from  the  conversation  between  Messrs. 
Young  and  Gardner  after  the   collision.     Mr.  Young   said   to   Mr. 
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Gardner,  conductor  of  26,  "For  God's  sake,  what  were  you  think- 
ing of?"  and  he  replied,  "I  thought  I  could  drive  you  back  to 
Conway,"  meaning  that  when  the  trains  met,  the  gravel  train  would 
back,  and  leave  the  track  to  26,  thus  saving  it  from  delay.  Gardner 
was  not  recalled  to  deny  this,  and  it  must  be  taken  as  admitted.  It 
is  not  explained  by  the  theory  that  Gardner  had  received  a  message 
which  he  now  claims  to  have  received.  If  such  a  message  —  a  most 
unusual  and  remarkable  one  —  had  been  given,  that  was  the  time  to 
state  it.  The  manner  of  the  question  called  for  an  explanation, 
which  was  not  given. 

The  three  witnesses  from  train  26  all  agree  in  saying  that  the 
flagman  used  a  flag-staff;  and  their  statements  about  it  make  this 
a  material  fact,  for  they  lay  great  stress  upon  the  manner  of  its 
use.  But  no  fact  appears  more  clear  in  the  case  than  that  this 
brakeman  did  not,  on  that  day  or  any  other,  use  anything  but  a 
pocket  signal.  The  Board  is  obliged  to  believe  that  they  are  tell- 
ing a  false  story,  on  which  they  had  agreed  in  order  to  deceive  their 
employers  and  to  excuse  themselves.  We  are  confirmed  in  this  by 
their  manner,  especially  the  reluctance  and  diffidence  with  which 
they  swore  that  they  were  directed  to  look  out  for  an  opposing 
train  "a  little."  Nor  is  our  confidence  in  them  strengthened  by 
their  attempt  to  persuade  this  Board  that  the  ceasing  to  wave  a 
red  flag,  after  the  flagman's  message  is  delivered,  is  an  entire  with- 
drawal of  the  signal. 

Against  this  there  is  nothing  except  the  objection  to  the  flag- 
man's statement  that  he  remained  to  flag  another  train  after  26  had 
gone  on,  when  he  had  no  such  orders.  But  he  is  not  contradicted, 
for  he  did  not  pretend  that  he  had  such  orders  from  the  conductor. 
And  his  testimony  on  this  point  is  confirmed  by  his  actions.  For 
he  did  not  return  on  train  26,  and  he  did  remain  till  a  flagman  from 
that  train  relieved  him. 

The  Board,  therefore,  finds  that  the  collision  was  due  to  the  dis- 
regard of  the  signal  and  the  accompanying  message  by  the  conductor 
and  engineman  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Company's  train 
No.  26.

ACCIDENT   ON   THE  BOSTON  &  LOWELL  RAILROAD  AT 
BILLERICA,  NOV.  17,  1882. 

Freight  train  No.  5,  with  way  freight  from  Boston,  approached 
Billerica  station  a  little  after  6  a.m.     A  short  box-car  in    the  rear 
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of  the  forward  caboose  was  to  be  left  there  by  making  a  flying 
switch.  Behind  this  car  were  three  light  cars,  followed  by  four 
long  flat  cars  loaded  with  stone,  and  by  other  cars.  The  middle 
brakeman  had  pulled  the  pin,  leaving  the  rear  portion  of  the  train 
detached  from  the  front  part,  which  consisted  of  an  engine,  tender, 
caboose  and  box  car.  The  conductor  was  standing  on  the  frame  at 
the  rear  of  the  caboose,  trying  to  pull  the  pin  which  attached  the 
box  car  to  the  front  part  of  the  train.  The  engineman  had  slacked 
speed  to  allow  him  to  do  this,  and  was  waiting  for  his  motion  to 
go  ahead,  when  the  rear  part  of  the  train  came  up  and  struck  the 
box  car  and  was  derailed  to  the  extent  of  five  cars.  The  con- 
ductor jumped  to  the  left,  and  was  struck  by  the  derailed  portion 
of  the  train  and  instantly  killed.  Owing  to  his  death,  no  explana- 
tion can  be  given  of  the  delay  in  pulling  the  pin,  which  was  the 
cause  of  the  collision.  But  for  this  the  box  car  would  have  gone 
to  its  place,  the  engine  and  caboose  would  have  gone  ahead  and  out 
of  the  way,  and  the  rear  part  of  the  train  would  have  stopped  at 
the  station.  The  rails  were  slippery  with  falling  snow,  but  this  had 
been  noted  and  an  extra  allowance  of  space  had  been  made  for 
checking  the  speed  of  the  train.  The  brakes  were  all  in  good  order ; 
the  train  hands  were  all  experienced  and  intelligent  men  ;  the  con- 
ductor, Albert  Clark,  was  of  high  standing,  and  was  to  receive  early 
promotion  ;  the  middle  brakeman,  Robert  Haynes,  who  was  in  the 
half-detached  box  car,  would  have  escaped  serious  injur}-  had  he  not 
been  burned  by  vitriol  from  the  broken  carboys.  The  fact  that  light 
cars  were  placed  in  advance  of  the  heav}*  loaded  flats  was  a  con- 
tributing cause  to  the  derailment  which  followed  the  collision  between 
the  two  portions  of  the  train.  While  some  unknown  trouble  affect- 
ing the  link  and  pin  was  the  immediate  cause  of  this  accident,  it 
would  not  have  happened  if  the  dangerous  practice  of  making  fly- 
ino-  switches  had  not  been  followed.  This  practice  has  been  forbid- 
den  by  the  management  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Company, 
except  in  cases  of  necessity.  This  order  leaves,  as  it  must,  some- 
thing to  the  discretion  of  train-men.  In  this  case,  an  excellent  con- 
ductor, in  the  excess  of  his  zeal,  ran  the  risk  of  a  flying  switch  for 
the  sake  of  saving  five  minutes,  and,  by  a  sad  combination  of  cir- 
cumstances, lost  his  life.  The  result  shows  'the  wisdom  of  the  man- 
agement in  laying  down  the  rule,  and  admonishes  those  who  have 
the  chai^ge  of  trains  to  be  more  strict  in  adhering  to  it.  The  Board 
does  not  need  to  add  that  the  practice  of  making  flying  switches, 
dangerous  in  all  cases,  is  more  dangerous  and  reprehensible  in  the 
case  of  passenger  trains.     It  can  only  be  justified  by  necessity. 

Note. —  Since  the  making  of  the  above  report,  an  accident  on  the 
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Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  at  Springfield,  which  was  only  a  narrow 
escape  from  a  terrible  disaster,  has  given  new  reasons  for  deprecat- 
ing the  practice  of  making  flying  switches.  And  a  fatal  casualty  at 
L}mn,  on  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  Railroad,  has  also  shown 
their  dangerous  character.

DERAILMENT  OF  FITCHBURG  RAILROAD  CO.'S  FREIGHT 
TRAIN  IN  NORTH  ADAMS  YARD  ON  TROY  &  GREEN- 
FIELD RAILROAD,  ON  THE  NIGHT  OF  NOV.  3,  1882. 

Freight  train  No.  57  started  east  with  the  help  of  engine  81  acting 
as  "  pusher."  Getting  stalled,  the  train  backed  down  for  a  new  start. 
In  the  meantime,  a  Troy  and  Boston  engine  went  in  on  the  track  for  a 
caboose,  and  on  coming  out  left  the  switch  wrong ;  and  train  57  in 
backing  down  ran  off  the  track,  derailing  engine  81,  and  doing  some 
damage  to  it  and  to  the  track. 

It  is  enough  to  say  (1.)  That  the  Troy  and  Boston  conductor  and 
engine-man  were  clearly  guilty  of  gross  negligence  in  leaving  the 
switch  wrong  after  they  had  used  it.  It  is  said  that  this  species  of 
carelessness  is  not  unusual  on  the  part  of  the  employees  of  this  com- 
pany. (2.)  That  the  conductor  and  the  engineman  of  the  Fitch- 
burg  Railroad  Company  were  wrong  in  not  having  observed  the  con- 
dition of  the  switch  before  entering  it.  They  took  it  for  granted  that, 
if  the  switch  had  been  moved,  it  had  been  restored  to  the  position  in 
which  they  had  left  it.  In  other  words,  they  assumed  that  every  man 
had  done  his  duty,  —  a  violent  presumption  anywhere  —  certainly  an 
unsafe  one  in  North  Adams  Yard.  (3.)  The  management  of  the 
road  was  wrong  in  not  having  the  switch  lighted.  This  switch,  as  we 
learn,  is  now  lighted.  (4.)  This  accident  enforces  the  suggestion 
made  in  the  report  of  this  Board  Oct.  28,  1882,  as  to  the  need  of 
having  the  operation  of  the  yard  in  the  hands  of  the  State,  and  con- 
ducted by  one  head.

v. 
SOUTH  BOSTON   RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

[Award  of  Compensation  for  use,  of  tracks  of  Petitioner  by  Respondent, .] 

This  petition  states  that  the  South  Boston  Railroad  Company 
enters  upon,  and  uses,  30,575-^j  feet  of  the  petitioners'  track,  and 
that  the  two  corporations  are  unable  to  agree  as  to  the  proper  rate  of 
compensation  for  such  use.  And  it  asks  that  the  rate  may  be  deter- 
mined for  the  future,  and  also  the  compensation  for  the  past  use  of 
said  track.  The  petition  was  presented  Nov.  19,  1879,  but  the  hear- 
ing was  postponed  by  consent  and  request  of  parties. 

The  principles  of  law,  upon  which  the  decision  depends,  were  care- 
fully considered  and  set  forth  by  the  Board  in  an  award  made  between 
the  present  petitioners  and  the  Highland  Street  Railway  Company, 
and  so  far  as  they  are  legal  questions,  the  decision  of  the  Board  is  ap- 
proved b}'  the  Supreme  Court  in  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  v. 
Highland  Street  Railwa}T  Company,  118  Massachusetts,  290. 

The  portions  of  that  opinion  bearing  upon  the  questions  discussed 
at  the  hearing,  are  as  follows  :  — 

"  Where  the  same  route,  or  part  of  a  route,  is  specified  for  two  or 
more  companies,  that  route  is  the  common  propert}r  of  all  such  com- 
panies, and  no  one  of  them  has  an  exclusive  right  to  its  use,  or  to  the 
profits  on  the  carriage  of  passengers  within  to,  or  from  the  streets 
included  in  it. 

"  The  granting  of  a  franchise  to  operate  a  street  railway  within  de- 
fined limits,  is  a  matter  which  rests  exclusively  in  legislative  discre- 
tion ;  a  prior  charter  in  no  way  excludes  the  granting  of  a  subsequent 
charter  including  the  same  route  or  an}7  part  of  it. 

"  The  right  of  a  street  railway  company  to  enter  upon  and  use  the 
tracks  of  another  company,  which  tracks  are  situated  within  the  fran- 
chise limits  of  the  entering  company,  conveys  to  such  entering  com- 
pany rights  and  privileges  wholly  different  from  those  conveyed  by  a 
similar  power,  in  cases  where  the  tracks  entered  upon  are  without,  or 
beyond,  such  franchise  limits." 

The  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  though  the  prior   company, 
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having  no  exclusive  right  in  such  routes  or  parts  of  routes  as  are  in- 
cluded in  the  franchises  of  both  companies,  is  not  entitled  to  receive 
any  compensation  for  division  of  business,  or  diversion  of  profits  con- 
sequent upon  the  operation  of  the  Highland  Street  Railway  Company 
within  such  routes  or  parts  of  routes." 

The  Court  in  sustaining  this  decision,  says  :  — 

."The  legislature  having  reserved  the  power  to  alter,  amend  and 
repeal  this  charter,  might  lawfully,  wherever  it  deemed  necessary  for 
the  better  accommodation  of  the  public,  authorize  another  corporation 
to  la}7  a  similar  track  through  the  same  streets,  or  to  use  the  tracks  of 
the  first  corporation,  making  compensation  to  that  company  for  the 
use  and  wear  of  its  tracks,  without  making  it  any  compensation  for 
the  diminution  of  its  profits,  or  of  the  value  of  its  franchise." 

The  rights  of  the  South  Boston  Railroad  Company  are,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  case,  the  same  that  it  would  have  been  if  given  by 
special  charter.  In  each  case  the  same  power  grants  the  franchise, — 
in  one  case  directly,  in  the  other  through  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

It  was  argued  for  the  petitioners  that,  so  far  as  the  route  from  the 
Old  Colony  to  the  northern  stations  is  concerned,  the  South  Boston 
Company  has  no  franchise,  but  only  a  license,  because  the  aldermen 
did  not  in  so  many  words  decide  that  the  public  necessity  and  con- 
venience require  "  that  it  should  enter  and  use  the  Metropolitan 
tracks  ;  that  on  this  portion  of  the  track  called  the  Blue  Line  route 
the  South  Boston  Railroad  Company  should  pay  for  the  franchise  a 
sum  equal  to  the  whole  profit  made  by  earning  passengers  thereon." 

It  is  admitted  that  this  would  not  be  so  if  the  words  of  the  statute 
had  been  used  in  the  adjudication  of  the  aldermen  ;  but  it  is  said  that 
as  they  were  not  set  forth,  the  respondents  have  not  acquired  a  right 
to  enter  and  use  their  tracks  under  the  law. 

But  it  seems  to  the  Board  that  when  the  aldermen,  acting  under  §  12 
of  chapter  29,  Acts  of  1874,  permitted  the  South  Boston  Railroad 
Company  to  enter  and  use  the  tracks  of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad 
Company,  such  order  implied  a  decision  that  public  necessity  and 
convenience  required  such  entrance  and  use. 

Certainly  it  would  seem  that  if  their -action  was  irregular  and  their 
order  void,  this  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  to  pass  upon  the  question. 

For  its  jurisdiction  under  §  98,  chapter  381  of  1871,  only  attaches 
when  "  any  corporation,  duly  authorized  by  law,"  enters  and  uses 
the  tracks  of  another.  The  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  by 
bringing  this  petition,  has  assumed  that  the  South  Boston  Railroad 
Company  is  duly  authorized  to  enter  and  use  all  the  tracks  specified 
in  the  petition.  It  can  hardty  be  that  by  the  action  of  the  aldermen 
the  South  Boston  Railroad  Company  is  so  far  authorized  to  enter  and 
use  the  Blue  Line  track  as  to  give  this  Board  jurisdiction,  and  not  so 
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far  as  to  give  it  the  same  right  to  use  and  enter  that  it  has  on  the 
other  tracks. 

The  award  is  founded  upon  the  belief  that  the  rights  of  the  respon- 
dents upon  the  portion  of  the  petitioners'  tracks  are  the  same  as  on 
other  portions,  and  that  the  terms  of  occupancj'  should  be  the  same. 
And  this  ruling  on  the  question  of  law  is  stated  distinctly,  so  that,  if 
our  views  of  law  are  erroneous,  they  may  be  corrected  by  the  court. 

The  Commissioners  award  that  the  South  Boston  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  pay  to  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  in  full  for  entry 
upon  and  use  of  the  tracks  from  Nov.  1,  A.D.  1876,  up  to  Oct.  1, 
A.D.  1881,  inclusive,  the  sum  of  forty-five  thousand  dollars. 

On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  November,  1881,  and  of  each  succeed- 
ing month,  the  South  Boston  Railroad  Company  shall  pay  to  the 
Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  two  cents  and  five  mills  per  mile  run 
by  each  of  its  cars  upon  the  tracks  of  said  Metropolitan  Railroad 
Company  during  the  months  previous  to  that  in  which  payment  is 
made,  in  full  compensation  for  every  day's  use  during  such  previous 
month. 

No  consideration  has  been  paid  to  the  fact  that  the  Metropolitan 
Railroad  Company  use  a  small  portion  of  the  track  of  the  South 
Boston  Company,  as  no  request  has  been  made  for  compensation  for 
such  use. 

No  request  having  been  made  for  any  order  or  award  as  to  the 
manner  or  periods  or  condition  of  using  the  petitioners'  tracks  by  the 
respondent,  except  as  to  compensation,  no  such  order  is  made. 

Each  party  is  to  bear  and  pay  its  own  costs.

L.   D.  WELBY   v.    METROPOLITAN   RAILROAD   CO. 

In  reply  to  a  communication  from  Mr.  Welby,  making  complaint 
against  the  Metropolitan  R.  R.  Co.,  the  following  letter  was  addressed 
to  the  complainant :  — 

Sir:  The  Board  has  yours  of  Dec.  5,  in  which  you  state  that  certain 
Directors  of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  are  guilty  of  making  false 
returns,  and  liable  to  prosecution  for  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  and  in 
which  you  ask  this  Board  to  require  said  company  to  submit  correct  reports 
for  1881. 

1.  You  object  that  the  capital  stock  is  stated  as  $1,500,000  authorized 
and  paid  in,  while  that  sum  includes  $60,000  "  given  to  J.  II  Hathorne"  in 
1857.  But  that  sum,  as  the  testimony  shows,  represents  the  price  (and  a 
low  price)  paid  Mr.  Hathorne  for  the  horses,  carriages,  and  all  other  prop- 
erty of  his  omnibus  line.  Now,  however  improper  and  contrary  to  public 
policy  such  a  transaction  may  have   been,  and  although  it  may  have  tran- 
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scended  the  lawful  authority  of  the  corporation,  the  expenditure  was  made; 
and  the  treasurer  and  other  officers  of  the  company  can  only  report  the 
facts  as  they  are.  If  they  should  do  otherwise  they  would  be  blamable 
not  for  "  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,"  but  for  an  honest  error  in  making  a 
report.  (The  stock  issued  in  1857  without  consideration  was  cancelled  and 
every  certificate  annulled.) 

-2.  You  claim  that  the  $200,000  representing  land  not  needed  for  oper- 
ating the  road  should  appear  as  "  surplus  fund."  This  is  a  mere  question 
of  book-keeping.  It  is  not  necessary  to  consider  what  would  be  the  powers 
or  duty  of  this  Board  if  it  should  differ  on  such  a  question  with  the  skilled 
accountant  who  is  sworn  to  render  a  return  according  to  his  knowledge 
and  belief;  for  it  appears  to  the  Board  that  he  is  correct.  The  word  per- 
manent, as  attached  to  investments,  is  printed  in  the  blanks  furnished  In 
the  Board;  and,  with  the  explanations  afforded  by  the  returns,  it  can  mis^ 
lead  no  one.  The  question  is  not  a  practical  one.  If  the  $200,000  worth 
of  land  shall  prove  to  be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  company,  it  will  remain 
where  it  now  stands  in  their  account.  If  not,  it  will  be  sold,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds will  reduce  the  amount,  upon  which  ten  per  cent,  must  be  earned, 
before  fares  can  be  reduced  by  this  Board. 

So  far  as  the  propriety  of  purchasing  this  land  is  or  was  in  question,  it 
appeared  that  laud  was  needed  for  the  use  of  the  road,  and  that  it  could  be 
obtained  on  much  more  favorable  terms  by  purchasing  whole  estates. 
Such  being  the  fact,  it  was  not  only  the  right  but  the  duty  of  the  directors 
to  the  stockholders,  and  indirectly  to  the  public,  to  act  just  as  they  did.

APPLICATION  OF  THE  BOSTON  &  WINTHROP  RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY  FOR  THE  CONSENT  OF  THE  BOARD 
TO  CERTAIN  GRADE-CROSSINGS  IN  WINTHROP. 

This  was  an  application  for  permission  to  construct  the  Boston  & 
Winthrop  Railroad  across  Main  Street,  Lincoln  Street,  Pauline  Street, 
and  Pleasant  Street,  in  Winthrop,  at  grade.  Permission  has  been  given 
by  the  county  commissioners  of  Middlesex.  Several  citizens  of  Win- 
throp, including  two  (a  majority)  of  the  selectmen,  remonstrate 
against  such  a  crossing  of  Main  Street.  The  chairman  of  the  Board, 
who  is  also  president  of  the  railroad  corporation,  advocates  the 
petition.  The  road  is  to  be  one  and  three-quarter  miles  in  length, 
and  the  capital  of  the  corporation  is  $10,000.  Main  Street  is  exten- 
sively used  for  local  and  other  travel.  It  is  the  avenue  from  Boston 
via  East  Boston,  to  Point  Shirley,  and  during  the  summer  season  it 
is  much  used  for  pleasure  travel.  "  The  lay  of  the  land  "  would  make 
such  crossing  peculiarly  dangerous.  The  location  is  such  that  an 
underneath  crossing  is  perfectly  practicable,  and  by  a  slight  variation 
of  route  it  can  be  made  still  more  easy.     The  ground  is  said  to  be 
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clayey  and  moist ;  but  underneath  crossings  have  often  been  made 
where  this  objection  existed  ;  and  the  variation  of  route  suggested 
would  lessen  the  inconvenience  arising  from  this  source. 

The  only  substantial  objection  to  such  a  crossing  is  the  expense  ; 
and  it  is  urged  that  the  additional  cost  would  almost  prevent  the 
construction  of  the  road.  But,  if  a  road  cannot  be  constructed 
without  reasonable  security  for  the  lives  and  limbs  of  travellers  on 
the  highway,  it  ought  not  to  be  constructed  at  all.  And  the  fact  that 
it  is  proposed  to  build  a  very  short  road,  with  a  proportionally  small 
capital,  does  not  entitle  the  promoters  of  the  enterprise  to  be  relieved 
from  the  general  rules  that  provide  for  public  safety.  The  limited 
means  of  the  corporation  would  forbid  any  valuable  legal  remedy  to 
persons  injured  hy  its  negligence.  Such  want  of  means  is  no 
reason  for  allowing  a  dangerous  method  of  construction.  The 
Board  cannot  consent  to  the  crossing  of  Main  Street  at  a  level  there- 
with. As  this  decision  may  possibly  lead  to  a  change  of  route,  the 
Board  postpones  final  action  as  to  the  other  grade-crossings 
requested.

NEW   YORK    &    BOSTON    INLAND    RAILROAD    ASSOCIA- 
TION, PETITIONERS  FOR  A  ROUTE  IN  BROOKLINE. 

The  directors  of  an  association  for  the  formation  of  the  Boston  & 
New  York  Inland  Railroad  Company,  on  the  29th  of  March,  1882,  tiled 
a  petition  asking  the  Board  to  fix  the  route  of  their  proposed  rail- 
road in  the  town  of  Brookline,  they  having  failed  to  agree  upon  such 
route  with  the  selectmen  of  that  town  ;  and,  after  due  notice,  a  hear- 
ing was  had  on  this  petition  on  the  13th  of  April,  in  the  Town  Hall, 
in  Brookline.  At  this  hearing,  it  was  objected  by  counsel  for  the 
selectmen  and  certain  citizens  of  Brookline  that  the  Board  of  Rail- 
road Commissioners  had  no  jurisdiction,  because  the  directors,  in 
making  application  to  the  selectmen  for  a  route,  had  not  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  law,  in  that  they  had  not  submitted  a 
proper  plan  and  profile,  nor  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed 
road,  based  on  actual  examination  and  survey  of  the  route  asked  for ; 
that  the  application  was  therefore  irregular,  and  the  failure  of  the 
selectmen  to  take  action  thereon  was  not  a  failure  to  agree  upon  the 
route  which  would  give  the  railroad  commissioners  jurisdiction.  On 
this  point  the  ruling  of  the  Board  was  asked  before  any  further  pro- 
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ceedings   were   had,   and  the  chairman  announced  the  decision   as 
follows :  — 

The  petitioners  seek  the  grant  of  a  route  in.Brookline,  which  will  give 
them,  among  other  privileges,  the  right  to  take  land  without  the  consent 
of  its  owners.  In  order  to  do  this  they  must  show  a  strict  compliance 
with  the  statute ;  and,  in  order  to  give  this  Board  jurisdiction,  it  must 
appear  that  a  proper  application  was  made  by  the  directors  to  the  select- 
men, and  that  they  failed  to  agree.  A  condition  precedent  to  such  an 
application  is  the  preparation  of  a  map  of  the  proposed  route,  "  with  a 
profile  thereof,  on  a  vertical  scale  of  ten  to  one  as  compared  with  the 
horizontal  scale,"  and  also  the  procurement  of  a  report  by  an  engineer 
based  on  actual  examination  and  survey,  showing  the  excavations,  bridg- 
ing, etc.,  required,  with  vai'ious  other  particulars.  This  rmap  and  report 
are  to  be  submitted  to  the  selectmen  before  they  give  notice  of  a  hearing. 
In  this  case  the  map  had  no  profile  of  the  route  asked  for ;  and  the  esti- 
mates were  not  based  on  a  survey  of  the  route.  An  approximate  line  was 
followed,  varying  from  the  route  200  or  250  feet  for  a  long  distance,  and  in 
one  case  varying  from  it  by  700  feet,  and  going  around  a  hill  while  the 
route  went  through  the  hill.  One  estate  was  divided  by  the  route,  which 
was  not  touched  by  the  line  surveyed.  The  want  of  a  proper  profile  was 
made  more  apparent  by  the  fact  that  a  profile  of  a  small  section  of  the 
route  was  requested  by  land  owners,  and  added  to  the  plan  by  the  engi- 
neer. This  is  not  a  compliance  with  the  statute  provisions.  The  profile 
must  be  of  the  whole  route,  and  the  estimate  must  be  founded  on  a  survey 
of  the  route ;  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  going  around  a  hill  may  differ 
widely  from  the  cost  of  going  through  it,  especially  if,  as  in  this  case,  the 
hill  contains  a  ledge.  The  objection  to  the  map  and  estimate  is  not  that 
they  contain  eiTors,  but  that  they  do  not  even  purport  to  be  what  the  law 
requires.  It  is  true  that  the  route  as  represented  is  practically  of  little 
consequence,  binding  neither  of  the  boards  before  which  it  is  exhibited ; 
nor  are  the  estimates  generally  exact.  But  the  objection  here  is  not  to 
mistakes  in  profile  or  estimate,  but  to  the  omission  of  any  attempt  to  pro- 
duce either  profile  of  the  route  or  estimate  of  its  cost,  No  question  arises 
as  to  the  power  of  the  selectmen  to  waive  any  objections  to  the  form  of 
proceedings,  for  it  is  clear  that  the  selectmen  of  Brookline  have  not 
waived  anything.  The  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  to  entertain  this  petition. 
And  the  parties,  if  they  desire  a  route  in  this  town,  must  petition  the 
selectmen  anew.

NEW   YORK    &    BOSTON    INLAND    RAILROAD    ASSOCIA- 
TION,   APPLICANTS   FOR  A   CHARTER   CERTIFICATE. 

This  is  an  application  for  a  "  charter  certificate,"  under  section  44 
of  chapter  112,  Public  Statutes.  Several  objections  have  been  made 
by  counsel.     (1.)   It  is  said  that  the  statute  requires  that  the  map  of 
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the  whole  route  of  the  proposed  railroad  shall  be  exhibited  to  the 
selectmen  of  each  town  before  they  are  called  upon  to  grant  a  route, 
and  that  only  the  route  in  each  town  was  shown  to  its  selectmen. 
The  statute  does  direct  that  a  map  of  the  proposed  route  —  meaning 
the  whole  route  —  shall  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  selectmen 
of  every  town  named.  And,  no  doubt,  if  objection  were  made  by  the 
selectmen  of  any  town,  or  before  the  selectmen,  that  the  whole  map 
had  not  been  submitted  to  the  board,  it  would  be  fatal.  But  the 
selectmen  may  waive  the  submission  of  the  whole  map.  If  they  are 
satisfied  with  the  examination  of  the  part  of  it  which  relates  to  their 
own  town,  they  may  dispense  with  the  production  of  the  remainder  of 
the  map  ;  and  waiver  may  be  made  either  expressly  or  by  their  acts. 
In  this  case  a  complete  map  was  prepared  in  sections,  and  the  assent 
of  every  board  of  selectmen  shows  that  further  submission  than  that 
which  was  made  was  waived.  And,  if  these  meetings  were  legally 
notified,  it  was  waived  for  all  purposes.  Whether  due  notice  was 
given  is  a  question  which  was  not  raised,  and  which  it  is  not  neces- 
sary now  to  decide. 

(2.)  It  is  objected  that  the  terminus  has  been  so  essentially  changed 
as  to  constitute  a  new  project,  and  that  the  assent  of  the  selectmen 
of  the  eleven  towns  has  never  been  given  to  the  present  scheme.  But 
the  law  contemplates  just  such  changes.  The  associates  cannot  know 
just  what  they  will  be  permitted  to  do.  Every  town  furnishes  a  tri- 
bunal which  may  change  their  route  from  the  line  originally  projected 
and  desired.  It  cannot  have  been  intended  that  in  case  of  such  changes, 
however  serious,  the  projectors  of  a  railroad  must  begin  over  again 
and  require  the  assent  of  each  town,  with  the  chance  that  new  appli- 
cants may  be  required  ad  infinitum.  The  change  of  a  terminus  from 
one  town  to  another  might  be  held  to  be  an  abandonment  of  the  old 
project,  requiring  new  proceedings  for  the  new  project.  But  here  the 
terminus  is  still  in  Boston.  And,  if  the  Board  is  to  look  into  the  ques- 
tion of  fact,  it  appears  that  this  is  in  substance  the  same  enterprise 
as  the  original  one,  viz. :  A  project  for  a  direct  line  furnishing  rapid 
transit  from  New  York  to  Boston,  relieved  of  some  grave  local  objec- 
tions. It  would  be  a  harsh  construction  of  the  law,  that  the  associates, 
because  they  had  yielded  to  a  strong  public  feeling  and  had  changed 
the  mode  of  entering  Boston,  had  lost  all  their  labor,  and  needed  to 
begin  anew  in  their  attempt  to  procure  a  route. 

(3.)  The  third  objection  to  a  certificate  is  the  most  weighty.  A 
condition  precedent  to  granting  a  certificate  is  that  the  capital  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed  "  by  responsible  parties."  The  capital  of 
this  company  is  $500,000.  (It  could  not  be  less  than  $440,000  by 
law).  Seventy-five  shares  are  subscribed  for  by  individuals  as  to 
whom  no  question  is  made.     The  remainder  are  subscribed  for  by  the 
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New  York  Construction  Company.  That  company's  capital  has  been 
fixed  at  $36,000.  It  has  had  in  its  treasury  a  little  over  $30,000, 
almost  all  of  which  has  been  paid  out  for  surveys  and  other  services. 
Its  assets,  excluding  surveys,  would  be  all  required  to  pay  its  present 
liabilities.  In  addition  to  this,  it  has  subscribed  about  $600,000  for 
construction  in  Connecticut,  and  $200,000  in  New  York.  Some  of  the 
stockholders  are  men  of  wealth  ;  but,  as  individuals,  they  have  taken 
only  three  shares  each.  Of  course  their  wealth  would  be  of  no  avail 
to  the  railroad  corporation  or  to  its  creditors.  If  each  of  these  cor- 
porators were  worth  a  million,  the  Construction  Company's  responsi- 
bility would  not  be  increased.  The  question  is,  whether  such  a  sub- 
scriber is  a  "  responsible  "  party.  If  the  word  has  any  meaning,  the 
answer  must  be  no.  The  object  of  subscribing  through  a  corporation 
is  to  avoid  liability,  or,  in  other  words,  to  avoid  responsibility.  The 
definition  of  "  responsibility"  in  its  common  use  is  "  capable  of  dis- 
charging an  obligation."  In  this  sense  a  chartered  company,  with  a 
capital  of  $36,000,  and  with  no  available  assets,  is  not  responsible  for 
a  subscription  of  $500,000.  A  good  test  of  responsibility  is  to  ask 
what  sum  the  note  of  such  a  corporation  would  command ;  and  the 
answer  is  plain.  The  liability  of  the  company  is  to-day  limited  to 
$36,000  ;  and  this  sum  has  been  expended.  The  note  of  the  com- 
pany would  be  worthless. 

It  is  said  that  the  object  in  having  the  capital  of  the  construction 
company  so  small  is  not  to  evade  the  railroad  law,  but  simply  to 
avoid  taxation.  However  innocent  and  praiseworthy  such  a  motive 
ma}^  be,  it  does  not  make  the  corporation  "  responsible."  The  Board 
has  been  asked  to  trust  the  honor  of  the  stockholders  in  this  construc- 
tion company.  But  the  statute  calls  for  legal  responsibility  ;  and  no 
rule  of  honor  has  ever  held  that  stockholders  were  even  morally  re- 
sponsible for  the  obligations  of  a  property  conducted  corporation,  be- 
cause it  is  universally  known  that  they  are  not  legally  bound. 

It  has  been  argued  that  the  law  guards  against  construction,  or  the 
taking  of  land,  until  full  security  has  been  given  for  payment.  But 
the  law  gives  important  powers  to  a  railroad  company  before  con- 
struction begins,  and  it  requires  certain  conditions  before  a  charter 
can  be  given.  The  Board  has  no  right  to  waive  those  conditions  be- 
cause of  further  conditions  to  be  performed  before  further  grants  of 
power  can  be  made.  As  the  capital  stock  has  not  been  subscribed 
for  b}T  responsible  parties,  the  application  for  a  certificate  is  denied. 
To  grant  it  would  be  to  nullify  a  substantial  part  of  the  statute.

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L.  D.  WELBY  v.  MIDDLESEX  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

This  was  an  application^  under  section  8  of  the  General  Railroad 
Act  (now  section  15  of  chapter  112,  Public  Statutes),  asking  for 
notice  to  the  corporation  that  they  are  violating  the  law  as  to  fares, 
and  for  presentation  of  the  fact,  if  it  should  become  necessary,  to  the 
attorney-general. 

A  somewhat  similar  question  was  presented  at  a  former  application 
for  a  reduction  of  fares  (see  13th  annual  report,  p.  122).  But  the 
petitioner  expected  to  prove,  by  new  testimony,  that  agreement  had 
been  made  between  the  corporation  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of 
Charlestown,  which  fixed  the  fare  at  five  cents  between  Charlestown 
and  Boston,  and  at  three  cents  on  certain  routes  within  the  limits  of 
Charlestown. 

If  such  agreements  could  be  proved,  then  it  was  claimed  that  under 
section  35  of  chapter  381,  Acts  of  1871,  the  price  of  fare  could  not 
be  revised  except  by  mutual  arrangement  between  the  city  authorities 
and  the  company. 

1.  The  case,  as  to  five  and  six  cent  fares,  is  unchanged  from  its 
position  at  the  former  hearing,  and  under  their  amended  charter  the 
company  appears  to  have  a  right  to  fix  single  cash  fares  at  six  cents. 

2.  As  to  the  three-cent  fare,  the  petitioner  sought  to  show  that 
such  a  fare  was  actually  established  within  the  limits  of  Charlestown, 
as  tending  to  prove  that  an  agreement  was  made  for  such  a  rate.  One 
witness  testified  that  at  one  period  he  had  paid  such  a  fare  several 
times,  at  least  three  times,  and  that  he  had  seen  another  person  pay 
such  a  fare.  On  the  other  hand,  the  record*  and  the  old  schedule  of 
rates,  with  the  testimony  of  the  president,  superintendent,  conductor 
and  others,  clearly  showed  that  no  such  rate  ever  existed. 

The  mistake  arose  from  the  fact  that  a  local  rate  of  three  cents  was 
at  one  time  established  in  Somerville,  and  that  it  was  allowed  to  be 
received  for  passengers  travelling  1,000  or  1,200  feet  within  the  limits 
of  Charlestown.  The  passages  made  by  this  witness  were  of  this 
character,  and  this  misled  him  and  the  petitioners.  The  testimony 
shows  clearly  that  no  such  three-cent  rate  as  was  alleged  was  ever 
established  in  Charlestown.  (A  three-cent  rate  between  Scolla}"  Square 
and  Charlestown  Square  was  once  tried,  for  a  time,  as  an  experiment, 
and  the  experiment  failed,  and  was  given  up  by  consent.) 

It  appears  that  the  company  does  not  violate  the  law,  in  exacting 
its  present  rates,  and  the  petition  must  be  dismissed.  The  petitioner, 
if  not  satisfied,  can  try  the  case  in  the  courts.  The  Commissioners 
have  no  right  to  send  the  question  there  through  the  attorney-general, 
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because,  in  their  opinion,  no  law  has  been  broken  by  the   railroad 
company.

CHARLES   RIVER   STREET   RAILWAY   COMPANY 

v. 
FITCHBURG  RAILROAD   COMPANY. 

This  is  a  petition  under  chapter  173  of  the  Acts  of  1882,  for  leave  to 
construct  a  portion  of  a  street  railway  over  the  tracks  of  the  Fitch- 
burg  Railroad  where  they  cross  "Webster  Avenue  at  grade,  in  Sorner- 
ville.  No  such  question  has  ever  come  before  the  Board.  It  has 
always  been  assumed,  and  it  appears  to  be  true,  that,  under  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  this  State,  the  location  of  street  railways  over  such  cross- 
ings, belongs  wholly  and  without  appeal  to  the  municipal  authorities 
of  each  town  and  city,  who  naturally  have  charge  of  their  highways, 
and  decide  how  the  travel  over  them  shall  be  conducted.  Under  these 
laws  nearly  thirty  such  locations  have  been  granted  in  Boston  and  its 
immediate  vicinity.  Special  legislation  has,  for  good  reasons,  made 
this  case  an  exception  to  the  rule. 

The  question  has  been  fully  and  ably  presented  by  counsel  for  the 
petitioners  and  the  city  in  favor  of  the  petition,  and  for  the  Fitch- 
burg  Railroad  Company  against  it.  Doubts  have  been  raised  as  to 
the  real  motives  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company.  There  seems 
to  be  no  reason  for  doubting  that  they  are  acting  in  good  faith  in 
order  to  prevent  danger  to  life  and  limb,  and  consequent  loss  to  the 
corporation.  In  addition  to  the  general  presumption  of  good  faith, 
this  company  has  shown  its  earnest  fear  of  the  dangers  resulting  from 
crossings  at  a  level,  by  expending  large  sums  of  money  in  avoiding 
them.  Within  two  years  forty-six  grade-crossings  of  various  kinds 
have  been  obviated  on  this  road  or  are  in  course  of  removal.  The 
company  has  received  for  this  the  commendation  of  this  Board  ;  and 
it  deserves  thanks  from  the  public. 

The  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  as  to  grade-crossings  is  well 
known  ;  and,  if  the  General  Court,  knowing  that  opinion,  had  re- 
ferred to  us  the  question  of  establishing  a  new  one,  such  a  reference 
would  have  been  almost  equivalent  to  a  condemnation.  Such  is  not 
the  question.  The  grade-crossing  exists,  and  has  long  existed.  It  is 
a  very  dangerous  one,  although  by  extra  precautions  the  danger  has 
been  greatly  reduced.     It  is  travelled  daily  by  thousands  ;  the  travel 
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over  it,  as  compared  with  the  nearest  overhead  crossing,  is  in  the  pro- 
portion of  about  six  to  one.  The  question  is  whether  a  portion  of  this 
travel,  instead  of  crossing  on  foot  or  by  private  vehicles,  shall  in 
future  cross  by  horse-cars.  Such  a  conve}Tance,  in  some  respects, 
increases  the  danger,  and  in  other  respects  diminishes  it.  The  dan- 
ger is  increased  simply  by  increasing  the  number  of  travellers,  and 
also  by  the  new  element  of  risk  from  the  chance  of  horse-cars  leaving 
their  track  while  crossing  the  track  of  the  steam  road.  It  is  dimin- 
ished by  the  fact  that  those  using  the  new  conveyance  will  cross  under 
the  charge  of  skilled  drivers  and  conductors,  who  are  looking  out  for 
this  danger,  who  are  compelled  by  law  to  stop  at  a  fixed  point  on 
approaching  the  railroad,  and  who  are  also  compelled  by  the  rules  of 
well-regulated  street  railways  to  leave  the  cars  and  ascertain  whether 
a  train  is  approaching.  This,  certainly,  is  less  dangerous  in  this 
respect  than  the  crossing  of  persons  who  do  not,  as  we  well  know, 
take  an}7  special  precautions,  and  who  may  not  know  the  existence  of 
the  crossing  until  they  are  upon  it.  Because  of  these  precautions, 
accidents  from  such  crossings  are  very  rare,  and  no  serious  one  has 
ever  come  before  this  Board.  For  this  reason,  also,  the  legislature 
has  heretofore  left  this  matter  to  the  local  authorities,  while  it  has 
forbidden  steam  roads  even  to  "  contemplate"  a  crossing  with  each 
other  until  it  is  permitted,  and  has  required  the  consent  of  two  inde- 
pendent boards  before  it  allows  the  crossing  of  a  highway  and  a  rail- 
road. The  dread  with  which  railroad  men  regard  grade-crossings  in 
general,  is  increased  by  the  frequent  report  of  fatalities.  Such  testi- 
mony is  almost  wanting  in  regard  to  street-railway  crossings.  Still 
this  Board  is  reluctant  to  sanction  any  increase  of  travel  over  a 
grade-crossing,  and  will  not  do  so  when  there  is  a  fairly  practicable 
way  of  avoiding  it,  while  securing  the  desired  accommodation  for  the 
travelling  public.  If  there  is  no  such  way,  it  is  very  properly 
admitted  by  the  remonstrants  that  this  petition  ought  to  be  granted. 
Absolute  safety  is  inconsistent  with  the  operation  of  steam  roads  (or 
any  other  roads).  Some  risk  may  properly  be  incurred  for  the  sake 
of  public  convenience.  Often  a  decision  must  be  reached  by  balanc- 
ing convenience  against  inconvenience  or  danger.  These  petition- 
ers are  exceptionally  strong,  because  in  their  desire  for  a  road  con- 
necting Somerville  and  Cambridge,  they  have  the  sanction  of  the 
legislature  as  well  as  the  decision  of  these  two  cities. 

This  route,  then,  must  be  permitted,  as  all  parties  agree,  unless 
some  other  practicable  route  can  be  had.     Is  there  such  a  route  ? 

A  location  has  been  suggested  over  a  street  which  does  not  exist, 
and  which  may  never  exist.  This  has  not  been  considered  as  practi- 
cable. The  Charles  River  Railroad  Company  has  no  right  to  con- 
struct such  a  road.     It  cannot  take  land  for  construction,  or  build

except  in  town  wa}Ts  or  highwa}Ts.  The  only  alternative  route  is  that 
over  Prospect  Street,  which  crosses  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  by  an  over- 
head bridge.  This  is  steep  and  narrow,  unfit  for  ordinary  use,  and 
utterly  unfit  for  a  street  railwa}".  To  use  it  for  that  purpose  in  its 
present  state  would  be  dangerous.  The  expert  engineer  of  the  Fitch- 
burg Railroad  would  not,  as  he  says,  recommend  its  use  as  it  now  is. 
The  expense  of  fitting  this  bridge  and  its  approaches  for  a  street 
railway  track  would  be  very  great.  As  to  the  amount,  we  have  only 
a  rough  guess,  and  that  guess  does  not  include  the  heavy  item  of 
damages  to  abutters.  It  is  not  for  the  petitioners,  but  for  the 
remonstrants  to  furnish  evidence  on  this  point.  The  petitioners  ask 
for  a  route  which  they  want,  and  which  is  approved  by  the  city.  The 
remonstrants,  suggest  another  route,  which  is  now  unfit,  and  which,  as 
it  appears,  would  require  expense  inordinate  and  disproportionate  to 
fit  it  for  use.  It  is  for  the  remonstrants  to  remove  this  objection  if 
they  can,  and  they  have  not  seriously  tried  to  do  so. 

In  another  view  the  dut}T  of  the  Board  to  allow  this  route  to  be 
used,  results  from  the  well-founded  admission,  that  it  must  be  granted 
if  no  other  is  practicable. 

It  is  proved,  if  anything  future  can  be  proved,  that  the  authorities 
of  Somerville  will  not  grant  the  Prospect  Street  route.  If  their  state- 
ments were  only  made  for  effect,  or  if  they  were  only  the  result  of 
temporary  excitement,  this  argument  would  fail.  But  the  witnesses 
have  given  their  reasons  and  we  believe  them.  We  respect  the  good 
faith  of  the  worthy  magistrates  of  Somerville,  as  we  do  the  good 
f.dth  of  the  railroad  managers.  They  gave  this  location  upon  honest 
motives.  They  alone  can  give  a  location ;  and,  acting  from  the 
same  honest  motives,  they  will  not  give  the  other  location  proposed. 
The  result  is  that,  to  these  petitioners,  this  is  the  only  practicable 
route,  and  it  must  be  granted. 

The  true  way  to  avoid  the  clangers  of  a  grade-crossing  by  the  street 
railway,  and  also  the  danger  from  the  far  greater  amount  of  travel 
which  is  now  imperilled  every  hour,  is  clear.  The  president  of  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  has  already  expressed  his  willingness  to 
apply  for  a  separation  of  grade  by  which  Webster  Avenue  shall  be 
carried  over  the  railroad.  The  same  wise  and  liberal  policy  that  has 
guided  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  directors  hitherto,  will  naturally  lead 
them  to  sustain  him  in  his  views,  and  his  honest  efforts  to  prevent  a 
slight  increase  of  annoyance,  may,  by  calling  attention  to  the  subject, 
result  in  delivering  the  public  from  a  great  and  acknowledged  evil. 
It  has  been  impossible  to  decide  on  this  petition  without  this  inciden- 
tal intimation  as  to  the  probable  decision  of  this  Board,  if  such  a 
request  should  ever  come  before  it.     But  the  probability  as  to  such  a 
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decision  might  be  inferred  from  the  opinions  contained  in  many 
reports,  and  confirmed  by  too  many  fatal  accidents.  The  petition  is 
granted.

SELECTMEN   OF   WINTHROP 

v. 

BOSTON,    WINTHROP     &     POINT     SHIRLEY     RAILROAD 

COMPANY. 

The  petition  states  (1)  that  the  operation  of  the  road  near  its  pres- 
ent terminus  in  the  neighborhood  of  Great  Head  is  dangerous,  because 
its  engines  run  so  near  the  travelled  road,  without  anything  to  screen 
them  from  view,  and  without  any  safeguards  against  accidents  result- 
ing from  the  frightening  of  horses  ;  (2)  that  the  present  stopping  of 
trains  across  Revere  Street  in  order  to  procure  water  is  unnecessary 
and  annoying. 

The  corporation  was  duly  notified,  but  was  not  represented  at  the 
hearing. 

It  appeared  that  the  method  of  operating  the  road  is  unnecessarily 
dangerous,  for  the  reason  given.  It  also  appeared  that  no  proper 
location  had  been'  filed  of  the  portion  of  the  road,  as  to  the  use  of 
which  complaint  is  made.  And  it  further  seemed,  so  far  as  anything 
on  the  subject  appeared,  that  the  company  had  no  right  to  file  a  loca- 
tion of  that  portion  of  their  road. 

The  question  arises  whether  the  parties  should  not  be  left  to  the 
legal  tribunals,  where  these  points  could  be  finally  decided,  and 
whether  notice  should  not  be  given  to  the  company  preparatory  to  a 
reference  to  the  attornej'-general.  But,  as  the  petitioners  only  ask  a 
recommendation  as  to  the  method  of  operating  the  road,  the  Board 
confines  itself  to  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  and  informs  the 
company  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  it  is  reasonable 
and  expedient,  in  order  to  promote  the  security  of  the  public,  that  it 
desist  from  running  its  cars  or  engine  beyond  the  temporary  platform 
recently  placed  near  Great  Head,  being  about  two  hundred  feet  south- 
erly from  a  stone  bound  of  the  Revere  Copper  Company. 

(2)  The  practice  on  this  road  is  to  stop  for  water  and  coal  in  com- 
ing toward  Boston,  thus  obstructing  Revere  Street,  to  the  great  incon- 
venience of  travellers  on  the  highway.  If  the  stop  were  made  in 
going  toward  Point  Shirley,  this  annoyance  would  not  occur.  It  is 
not  claimed  that  a  stop  of  five  minutes  has  ever  been  made  ;  but  the 
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law  forbids  the  unnecessary  or  unreasonable  use  of  a  highwa}-  for 
any  length  of  time.  The  Board  recommends  that  the  present  method 
of  stopping  should,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  be  discon- 
tinued. 

Both  these  causes  of  complaint  would  probably  have  been  removed 
on  conference  with  the  managers  of  the  railroad,  without  the  need  of 
formal  action.  Such  has  been  the  result  in  numerous  similar  cases. 
But  the  petitioners  ought  not  to  lose  their  rights,  or  be  delayed  in 
gaining  them,  by  the  failure'of  the  company  to  appear ;  and  formal 
action  seems  necessary  in  this  case.

J.   W.    ADAMS    AND   OTHERS 

v. 

FITCHBURO   RAILROAD   COMPANY. 

The  petitioners,  residents  and  milk-prorlucers  at  Littleton  and  its 
neighborhood,  ask  the  Board  to  fix  a  rate  for  the  freight  of  milk,  in 
accordance  with  section  193  of  chapter  112  of  the  Public  Statutes. 
This  is  one  of  the  very  few  cases  in  which  the  Board  has  not  a  mere 
recommendatory  power,  but  absolute  authority  to  fix  a  rate  which 
shall  be  obligatory  in  law.  Perhaps  it  illustrates  the  general  theory 
under  which  this  Board  is  established,  that  the  working  of  the  provi- 
sions as  to  the  carriage  of  milk  is  less  effectual  and  less  satisfactory 
than  any  other  portion  of  the  railroad  law. 

The  law  provides  that  when  railroad  companies  carry  milk  in  large 
quantities  or  by  contract,  they  shall  fix  a  tariff  under  which  milk 
shall  be  carried  by  the  can  "'  under  fairly  proportionate  advantages 
in  every  respect,  including  price,"  etc. 

It  is  evident  that  when  contractors  agree  to  pay  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  nearly  300,000  cans  of  milk  each  3Tear,  the  railroad  company 
can  carry  it  for  lower  terms  than  they  can  afford  to  ask  of  a  farmer 
bringing  one  can  each  day  ;  and  it  is  difficult  to  say  what  charge  is 
fairly  proportionate.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  where  a  rate  is  fixed  by 
the  Board,  every  man  who  has  one  can  to  send  has  a  right  to  have 
it  transported  at  that  rate.  It  is  evident,  also,  that  the  milk  fur- 
nished by  single  customers  can  be  best  and  most  cheaply  cared  for 
b}r  the  contractors,  where  no  special  objection  is  made  to  the  individ- 
uals.    This  case  differs  from  some  others  in  this  respect,  because  no 
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doubts  were  raised  as  to  the  solvency  of  the  contractors,  or  as  to 
their  good  faith  in  dealing  with  the  farmers.  The  petitioners  stated 
that  they  had  had  no  trouble  except  about  price,  and  that  the}^  would 
not  have  petitioned  but  for  the  charge  of  six  cents,  instead  of  five, 
per  can,  during  the  season  when  ice  is  required.  They  all  thought 
that  a  cent  was  too  much.  None  of  them  claimed  that  they  received 
from  their  customers  much  more  than  they  would  receive  from  the 
contractors  ;  but  they  objected  to  the  requirement  of  the  contractor 
that  surplus  milk  not  needed  should  be  taken  by  them  at  a  lower  rate 
for  cheese.  Even  making  this  deduction,  the  margin  between  what 
the  contractors  are  willing  to  pay,  and  what  other  purchasers  will  pa}", 
is  slight.  And  so  is  the  difference  between  the  sum  now  charged  for 
transportation  per  can,  and  an}'  sum  that  the  petitioners  themselves 
would  ask  to  have  fixed  as  reasonably  proportionate.  Still,  under  the 
law,  it  is  the  right  of  the  producers  to  have  their  milk  carried  by  the 
railroad  company  at  a  fixed  rate,  to  be  paid  directly  to  it ;  and  the 
fact  that  another  method  of  conducting  the  milk  business  is  more 
economical,  and  on  the  whole  better  for  all  parties,  including  the  con- 
sumer, does  not  affect  that  right. 

But  a  practical  difficulty  arises  from  a  defect  in  the  law.  It  is 
nowhere  provided  that  the  railroad  compan}'  shall  ice  the  milk.  It 
would  be  a  violent  straining  of  language  in  a  penal  statute  to  hold 
that  the  words  "  reasonable  care  "  imply  the  icing  of  milk.  Such 
action  would  be  apart  from  the  ordinary  duty  of  a  railroad  company. 
The  practice  of  icing  was  known  to  the  legislature  when  the  act  was 
passed  ;  it  was  indeed  a  subject  of  discussion  pending  the  Act  of 
1879,  now  re-enacted  as  sections  1921-94  of  chapter  112.  It  cannot 
be  claimed  that  the  railroad  company  is  bound  to  provide  ice-houses, 
and  to  apply  ice  to  this  kind  of  freight. 

But  without  ice  milk  cannot  be  sold  after  transportation  to  Boston. 
It  is  known  that  milk  properly  cooled  before  being  placed  in  the  cars 
can  be  safely  carried  a  considerable  distance.  Such  is  the  practice 
in  Washington  and  Baltimore  ;  but  it  is  not  the  practice  here.  The 
habits  of  the  producers  and  the  expectations  of  the  purchasers  would 
forbid  such  a  practice,  and  milk  without  being  iced  would  be  rejected 
by  those  who  directly  supply  the  consumers.  The  consequence  might 
be,  that  if  rates  were  fixed  at  a  rate  satisfactory  to  producers,  the  rail- 
road company  would  submit ;  but  the  contractors  would  refuse  to  ice 
the  milk  not  offered  to  them.  The  Board  has  no  power  to  order  the 
railroad  company  to  ice  it,  nor  has  it  authority  to  pass  any  order  as 
to  the  contractors  ;  and  the  result  would  be  a  loss  alike  to  the  pro- 
ducers and  consumers  of  milk,  or  there  would  be  no  result  at  all  from 
the  order. 

The  Board  was  therefore  glad  to  have  an  offer  from  the  contractors 
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on  this  road  to  ice  milk  during  the  season  for  one-half  cent  per  can 
for  all  producers,  for  which  credit  will  be  given.  The  Fitchburg  Rail- 
road company  will  sell  tickets  according  to  the  system  recommended 
by  the  Board,  and  in  use  elsewhere.  And  the  Board  having  revised 
the  tariff  on  milk  carried  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  from 
Littleton  and  stations  in  Acton,  fixes  the  rate  at  five  cents  per  can, 
to  be  paid  in  advance  by  the  purchase  of  tickets.  This  tariff  will  go 
into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  August,  1882.

SELECTMEN  OF  PITTSFIELD 

v. 

BOSTON  &  ALBANY  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

This  complaint  was  heard  at  Pittsfield,  July  7.  A  report  has  been 
delayed  with  the  hope  that  information,  which  was  not  given  by  the 
parties  and  their  witnesses,  might  be  obtained  from  other  sources. 
Official  engagements  have  made  it  necessaiy  to  postpone  consideration 
of  the  matter.  And  now  the  Board  has  not  found  testimony  to  sus- 
tain the  charges  which  were  not  proved  at  the  hearing. 

The  complaint  charges  discrimination  and  unreasonable  rates.  The 
only  testimonj^,  as  to  discrimination,  referred  to  a  period  long  prior 
to  1882.  Before  the  acts  of  March  21  and  May  16,  of  this  year,  no 
law  of  this  State  forbade  discrimination  in  freight  rates.  "  If  for 
special  reasons,  in  isolated  cases,  the  carrier  sees  fit  to  stipulate  for 
the  carriage  of  goods  or  merchandise  of  any  class  for  individuals  for 
a  certain  time  or  in  certain  quantities  for  less  compensation  than 
what  is  the  usual,  necessary  and  reasonable  rate,  he  may  undoubt- 
edly do  so  without  thereby  entitling  all  other  persons  and  parties  to 
the  same  advantage  and  relief.  It  could  of  course  make  no  difference 
whether  such  a  concession  was  in  relation  to  articles  of  the  same  kind, 
or  belonging  to  the  same  general  class,  as  to  risk  and  cost  of  trans- 
portation. The  defendants  do  not  deny  that  the  charge  made  on  them 
for  the  transportation  of  their  ice  was  according  to  the  rates  estab- 
lished by  the  directors  of  the  company,  or  assert  that  the  compensa- 
tion claimed  is  in  any  degree  excessive  or  unreasonable.  Certainly, 
then,  the  charges  of  the  plaintiff  should  be  considered  legal  as  well  as 
just ;  nor  can  the  defendants  have  any  real  or  equitable  right  to  insist 
upon  any  abatement  or  deduction,  because  for  special  reasons,  which 
are  not  known  and  cannot  therefore  be  appreciated,  allowances  may 
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have  been  conceded  in  particular  instances,  or  in  reference  to  a  par- 
ticular series  of  services,  to  other  parties."  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company  v.  Gage  and  others,  12  Gray,  393.  And  in  Spofford  v.  Bos- 
ton &  Maine  Railroad,  128  Mass.  326,  this  doctiine  was  held  to  be 
the  law  of  the  State,  notwithstanding  chapter  339  of  1867,  re-enacted 
in  section  138  of  the  General  Railroad  Law  of  1874. 

In  the  preliminary  correspondence  preceding  the  complaint,  the 
Board,  bearing  this  in  mind,  called  attention  to  the  want  of  any 
allegation  as  to  the  time  of  the  alleged  discrimination,  but  were  una- 
ble to  procure  any  date. 

It  now  appears  that  the  Board  was  expected  to  condemn  acts 
which,  however  the  present  laws  ma}-  affect  them,  were  not  forbidden 
by  law  when  they  took  place,  and  which  were  approved  by  our  pred- 
ecessors in  office,  even  when  they  acted  under  the  erroneous  idea 
that  discrimination  was  forbidden.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say- 
that  the  passage  of  an  act  in  1882  prohibiting  discrimination  does 
not  give  jurisdiction  to  condemn  past  acts.  The  legislature  has  no 
power  to  pass  ex  post  facto  bills,  and  it  has  not  attempted  to  do  so. 
The  history  of  the  arrangement  under  which  -cheap  coal  was  intro- 
duced into  Berkshire  is  full}7  given  in  the  tenth  annual  report  of  the 
Board  (1879) ,  pp.  378-383  ;  and  it  appears  that  a  reduction  of  50  cents 
was  accomplished  by  the  company,  whose  managers  were  trying 'to  cany 
out  the  suggestions  made  in  a  previous  report  in  favor  of  cheap  coal. 
The  Board,  although  believing,  as  most  persons  then  believed,  that 
discrimination  was  forbidden,  acquitted  the  railroad  company  of  all 
blame,  and  commended  their  action.  We  would  especially  call 
attention  to  this  paragraph  on  page  381  :  — 

"  Even  if  the  facts  were,  therefore,  exactly  as  presented  by  the 
complainants,  the  Board  could  not  take  the  responsibility  of  recom- 
mending or  insisting  on  a  course  which  could  only  result  in  putting  a 
stop  to  a  most  effective  competition,  and  consequently  raising  the 
price  of  coal  all  through  the  interior  of  the  State.  If  they  did  so, 
they  would  simply  do  what  the}r  could  to  break  up  one  combination 
in  order  to  place  the  local  interior  markets  wholly  in  the  power  of 
another  ;  and  this  on  the  theory  that  combinations  are  bad  things,  and 
should  be  ignored  even  when  they  are  known  to  exist,  and  where,  as 
in  this  case,Hhey  result  in  securing  to  a  large  section  the  sharpest 
competition  which  the  largest  market  of  the  country  affords.  The 
fact  that  the  essential  principle  of  the  arrangement  now  under  con- 
sideration is  that  the  price  of  coal  at  Hudson  should  always  be  less 
than  its  price  in  New  York  harbor,  from  any  practical  point  of  view, 
ought  to  be  conclusive.  Competition  can  be  carried  no  further.  Its 
ultimate  point  is  reached." 

This  fact  is  unchanged  ;  and  the  price  of  coal  at  Hudson  under  this 
arrangement  is  now  fifteen  cents  les9  than  it  is  in  New  York.

At  this  hearing  and  the  former  one,  it  was  also  claimed  that  the 
freight  rate  for  coal  from  Hudson  to  Pittsfield  was  unreasonably  high. 
Upon  this  question  the  Board  has  sought  for  ex  parte  evidence  from 
various  sources.  (Upon  the  criminal  charge  of  discrimination  the 
case  was,  of  course,  closed  when  the  public  hearing,  in  presence  of 
the  parties,  was  ended.)  The  rate  is  $1.25.  But  this  is  a  through 
rate  from  Rondout,  under  the  arrangement  heretofore  mentioned,  and 
the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  having  collected  this,  pays  to  the  Dela- 
ware &  Hudson  Canal  Compan}^  16^-  cents.  The  cost  of  transferring 
coal  fro'm  the  vessel  to  the  cars  at  Hudson  has,  until  recently,  been  11 
cents.  It  is  now  increased  to  13  cents,  and  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad  pa}rs  one-half  the  increase,  i.  e.,  1  cent,  making  12  cents. 

The  Boston  &  Albany  therefore  receives  $1.25,  and  pays  to  the 
Delaware  &  Hudson  Canal  Company  16^-  cents,  and  for  moving  from 
vessels  to  cars  12  cents,  —  28^-  cents,  —  and  retains  for  the  real  freight 
a  balance  of  96J-  cents. 

The  meagre  testimony  at  Pittsfield  showed  one  lower  and  two 
higher  rates  for  somewhat  similar  service.  The  lower  rate,  of  which 
hearsay  evidence  only  was  offered,  was  of  coal  from  Troy  to  North 
Adams.  This  was  said  to  be  65  cents.  But  upon  subsequent  investi- 
gation it  appeared  that  coal  was  and  is  carried  from  Troy  to  North 
Adams  for  40,  36  and  30  cents,  most  largely  for  36  cents.  But  it  did 
not  appear  that  this  was  a  paying  rate  or  a  fair  criterion  of  rates.  It 
was  simply  the  result  of  keen  and  temporary  rivalr}\ 

The  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  has  in  winter  carried  coal  to  Pitts- 
field at  $1.00.  For  this  three  reasons  were  given:  (1.)  a  desire  to 
introduce  a  new  kind  of  coal ;  (2.)  The  fact  that  the  road  at  that 
season  had  spare  cars  on  hand ;  (3.)  The  further  fact  that  the  coal 
was  already  loaded  on  cars  ready  for  transportation.  No  improper 
reason  was  suggested  for  such  a  difference  at  different  seasons. 

The  Boston  &  Albany  carries  coal  from  Boston  to  Worcester  for  90 
cents,  the  distance  being  about  the  same  as  from  Hudson  to  Pittsfield. 
The  slight  difference  in  rate  is  more  than  accounted  for  by  the  exceed- 
ingly heavy  grades  between  tide  water  at  Hudson  and  the  level  of  the 
railroad  track,  —  a  grade  so  severe  that  trains  are  limited  to  six  cars. 
Upon  comparison  with  other  and  general  coal  rates  in  the  State, 
96i  cents  does  not  seem  to  be  an  unreasonable  amount  to  be  received 
for  the  transportation  in  question.

It  is  true  that  some  roads  carry  coal  for  longer  distances  than  those 
given  for  90  cents.  But  the  same  roads,  which  do  this  in  order  to 
meet  competition,  are  accused  of  charging  a  much  higher  rate  for  in- 
termediate stations,  in  violation  of  law,  thus  making  up  for  the  loss 
in  one  case  by  a  profit  in  others.  These  roads  pending  investigation 
have  been  excluded  from  comparison. 

There  is  no  question  as  to  reasonableness  of  rate  when  it  is  con- 
sidered as  really  96^  or  97^-  cents.  But  it  is  supposed  that  the 
petitioners  object  that  coal  offered  by  other  parties  at  Hudson  would 
not  be  carried  for  less  than  $1.25.  In  other  words,  if  there  were  coal 
at  Hudson  not  affected  b}'  the  arrangement  between  the  roads  and  the 
coal  companies,  it  ought  to  be  carried  at  a  less  rate  than  $1.25. 

This  is  a  theoretical  rather  than  a  practical  question.  There  is  no 
such  coal  at  Hudson.  The  evidence  is  that  this  arrangement  has 
made  coal  delivered  under  it  so  cheap  that  other  coal  dealers  cannot 
live.  And  the  object  of  this  application  is  to  retain  the  advan- 
tages of  this  arrangement,  combined  with  other  advantages  inconsis- 
tent with  the  arrangement.  We  must  once  more  refer  to  the  former 
opinion  of  the  Board  upon  this  point.  (10th  Annual  Report,  p.  380, 
line  8  and  seq.) 

But,  even  considered  as  a  rate  independent  of  the  arrangement,  the 
rate  does  not  appear  to  be  so  excessive  as  to  demand  the  interposition 
of  this  Board,  or  legislative  interference.  The  question  is  not  whether 
we  consider  the  rate  as  exactly  the  right  one,  but  whether  it  is  so  un- 
reasonably high,  so  palpably  out  of  proportion  to  the  service  rendered, 
that  we  ought  to  recommend  a  reduction,   and   in  case  the  recom- 
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mendation  is  not  complied  with,  to  follow  it  with  a  call  upon  the  gen- 
eral court  to  reduce  it  by  special  legislation. 

Certainty  the  Board  would  be  glad  if  this  company  and  all  others 
would  decide  to  cany  coal  at  rates  intended  to  cover  actual  cost,  look- 
ing to  an  increase  of  return  freights  and  of  general  business  for  a 
recompense.  But  the  Board  does  not  feel  authorized  to  recommend  this 
under  the  statute  provision.  Still  less  does  it  desire  to  single  out  one 
road  for  such  a  recommendation,  and  even  less  to  select  one  portion 
of  one  road.  The  Board  therefore  declines  to  make  any  recommenda- 
tion under  this  complaint. 

Apart  from  the  question  of  rate,  two  complaints  were  made  by  in- 
telligent and  trustworthy  men  of  business  as  to  the  present  arrange- 
ment. (1.)  That  while  coal  is  furnished  by  one  party  onty,  pur- 
chasers are  not  alwa}Ts  sure  of  receiving  it  at  the  time  desired.  (2.) 
That  the  seller  was  not  always  as  careful  about  its  quality  as  if  he 
were  selling  in  competition  with  others.  If  this  were  generally  true, 
it  would  condemn  the  whole  system.  It  was  not  shown  or  claimed 
that  such  annoyances  were  common  or  serious.  That  the}^  should  be 
felt  to  any  extent,  however  slight,  is  a  grievance.  And  the  managers 
of  the  railroad  company,  having  entered  into  this  combination,  are 
bound,  and  will  be  expected  to  use  extreme  diligence  to  prevent  any 
chance  of  such  complaint  being  made  with  justice.

PETITION  OF  OEORGE  F.  FOSTER  AND  OTHERS  FOR 
WITHDRAWAL  OF  APPROVAL  OF  RE-LOCATION  OF 
STATION   AT   WEST   EVERETT. 

(1.)  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  Board  has  power  to  grant  this 
application,  or  whether  the  granting  of  it  would  have  any  effect.  The 
railroad  company  has  power  to  relocate  upon  receiving  the  written 
approval  of  this  Board  and  of  the  selectmen.  This  has  been  obtained, 
and  the  station  has  been  re-located.  It  is  a  question  whether  a  with- 
drawal of  that  approval  would  affect  the  action  of  the  company.  But 
the  Board  finds  it  unnecessary  to  decide  this  question. 

(2.)  After  a  very  full  hearing,  at  which  twenty  witnesses  testified, 
and  a  vote  of  the  town  in  favor  of  a  re-location,  no  reason  appears  for 
granting  a  re-hearing  of  the  case  ;  and  no  new  fact  is  suggested  bear- 
ing upon  the  question. 

(3.)     A  re-hearing  ought  to  be  refused,  because  the  parties  have 
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waited  a  year  before  asking  it,  and  because  they  have  waited  till  the 
station  is  partly  erected  by  the  railroad  company.

FITCHBURG  RAILROAD  CO.  v.  BOSTON  &  ALBANY 
RAILROAD  CO. 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  asking  the 
Board  to  determine  what  compensation  shall  be  paid  by  the  Boston 
&  Albairy  Railroad  Company  for  the  use  of  the  petitioner's  "  depot" 
accommodations  for  passengers  and  merchandise,  for  use  of  tracks, 
water-stations,  water,  personal  service,  and  all  other  facilities  hereto- 
fore furnished  to  the  respondent  by  the  petitioner,  at  Athol.  After 
due  notice  and  hearing  of  the  parties  the  Board  awards  :  — 

That  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company  pay  to  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad  Company,  for  the  above  named  accommodations,  at  the  rate 
of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  3^earl}T,  from  the  first  day  of  August,  A.D. 
1880,  to  this  day,  and  for  the  future,  until  said  award  is  revised,  or 
altered  or  otherwise  determined.

THOMAS   F.    NUTTER   v.   LOWELL    &   FRAMINGHAM 
R.    R.    CO. 

This  petition,  by  a  stockholder,  dated  Aug.  9,  1882,  alleged  that 
an  illegal  issue  of  1,000  shares  of  stock  had  been  made,  or  was  con- 
templated, and  asked  for  investigation  and  for  proceedings  to  protect 
the  stockholders  and  the  public.  While  the  case  was  pending,  a  sup- 
plemental petition  was  filed,  alleging  that  an  issue  had  been  made  of 
six  hundred  and  five  shares,  notwithstanding  an  agreement  not  to 
make  any  such  issue  until  a  final  decision  by  the  Board. 

While  the  matter  was  still  pending,  a  letter  was  received  from  the 
counsel  for  the  petitioner,  stating  that  the  stock  in  question  had  been 
cancelled,  and  that  the  petitioner  was  satisfied,  and  desired  to  with- 
draw.    And  thereupon  all  further  proceedings  were  stayed.

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APPEAL  OF  THE  CHARLES  RIVER  STREET  RAILWAY 
COMPANY  FROM  THE  DECISION  OF  THE  ALDERMEN 
OF   BOSTON,  REFUSING   ITS  PETITION  FOR  A  ROUTE. 

Only  two  questions  are  presented  to  the  Board  on  this  petition : 
Shall  the  Charles  River  Street  Railway  Company  be  allowed  to  come 
with  its  cars  from  the  draw  on  West  Boston  Bridge  to  Bowdoin  Square 
and  back?  And  shall  it  come  from  the  same  point  to  Park  Square 
and  back  ?  It  is  not  a  question  whether  the  company  shall  be  char- 
tered as  it  is,  or  located  as  it  is,  or  whether  its  cars  shall  be  run  as 
they  are  over  West  Boston  Bridge  to  the  draw.  Those  questions 
have  been  settled,  in  part  by  the  legislature,  and  in  part  by  the  city 
governments  of  Cambridge  and  Somerville,  to  which  they  have  been 
delegated  by  the  legislature. 

Nor  is  it  a  question  whether  the  cars  shall  be  run  farther  at  some 
future  time.  This  is  not  now  before  us.  In  answer  to  the  suggestion 
that  if  this  petition  is  granted,  other  requests  for  further  privileges 
will  follow,  it  is  enough  to  say  that  if  such  requests  are  reasonable 
they  ought  to  be  granted,  and  if  they  are  unreasonable,  it  is  presumed 
that  they  will  be  refused.  If  this  petition  is  in  itself  right,  it  ought 
not  to  be  rejected  because  it  may  be  followed  by  one  that  is  wrong. 
Still  less  ought  it  to  be  refused  because  it  may  lead  to  another  right 
and  reasonable  request. 

The  decision  depends  wholly  upon  the  question  whether  the  grant- 
ing of  these  requests  will,  on  the  whole,  accommodate  the  public. 
There  result  to  the  public  conveniences  and  inconveniences  from 
any  such  grant.  If  the  conveniences  over-balance,  the  petition  should 
be  granted. 

The  "  necessity"  which  is  to  be  proved  in  order  to  require  the 
granting  of  this  petition  has  been  greatly  exaggerated.  It  is  not  such 
an  exigency  as  will  justify  the  taking  of  private  property  without  con- 
sent of  the  owner.  This  is  a  proposition  that  land  long  since  taken 
for  public  use  in  the  form  of  streets,  and  subjected  to  a  "different  mode 
of  use  by  a  street  railway,  and  to  a  still  further  use  by  another  rail- 
way company,  shall  be  used  by  a  third  compan}'  in  like  manner.  In- 
stead of  asking  whether  there  is  a  "  necessity  "  for  the  proposed  grant, 
the  question  should  be  whether  on  the  whole  public  convenience  will  be 
promoted  by  it. 

The  Board  has  not  considered  the  testimony  as  to  any  past  delin- 
quencies of  the  Union  Railway  Company.  The  evidence  is,  that  fares 
are  now  reasonable,  and  that  the  accommodations  are  sufficient.  The 
fact  that  at  certain  hours  the  cars  are  crowded  so  that  some  passen- 
gers cannot  have  seats,  does  not  contradict  this.     It  is  impossible 
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that  cars  enough  to  seat  all  passengers  at  all  hours  should  be  fur- 
nished on  street  railwaj-s  connecting  a  city  like  Boston  with  adjacent 
cities ;  first,  because  the  people  would  not  be  willing  to  pay  for  the 
enormous  number  of  cars  which  must  be  employed,  and  which  must 
run  nearly  empty  for  many  hours,  and  secondly,  because  our  streets 
would  not  accommodate  such  a  number  of  cars. 

It  is  to  be  remembered,  also,  that  the  cheap  and  easy  remedy  of  an 
application  to  this  Board  never  was  sought.  It  does  not  seem  to  have 
03curred  to  any  one  that  instead  of  the  costly  and  cumbrous  method  of 
"  fighting  monopoly  by  competition,"  this  Commonwealth  had  adopted 
State  supervision  as  a  protection  for  the  people.  The  power  of  this 
Board  to  recommend  improvements  both  as  to  the  operation  of  steam 
railroads  and  street  railways  has  been  found  effective,  supported  as  it 
is  by  the  annual  assembling  of  a  general  court  which  has  absolute 
power  over  these  corporations,  and  which  is  never  slow  to  hear  the 
complaints  of  its  aggrieved  citizens.  On  the  subject  of  fares,  the 
Board  has  more  direct  authority,  and  it  cannot  be  that  the  old  fifteen- 
cent  fares  would  have  continued  many  hours  after  an  appeal  had  been 
made  to  this  commission. 

Setting  aside  this  testimony,  and  also  the  mass  of  evidence  on  the 
other  side,  showing,  what  no  one  denied,  that  East  Cambridge  and 
Cambridgeport  are  well  supplied  with  street-railway  facilities,  the  fact 
cannot  be  contradicted  that  some  portions  of  Cambridge  and  a  large 
portion  of  Somerville  will  be  better  accommodated  if  this  petition  is 
granted.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  in  considering  the  conflicting 
testimony,  how  much  positive  testimony  outweighs  negative.  If  a 
hundred  honest  men  say  that  they  need  better  facilities,  and  prove  it, 
the  fact  remains,  although  other  hundreds  say  that  they  have  no  such 
need.  As  to  Somerville,  the  testimony  is  all  in  one  direction.  And, 
in  addition  to  the  facilities  to  be  furnished  to  those  now  living  there, 
it  is  shown  that  a  large  territory  will  be  made  accessible  and  desir- 
able for  residences.  This  may  be  called  speculative.  But  there  is 
no  more  worthy  object  in  constructing  a  railroad  or  railwa}7  than  to 
furnish  healthful  and  pleasant  homes  for  business  men  or  laboring 
men  whose  work  must  be  done  in  or  near  the  metropolis. 

As  to  Cambridge,  it  is  of  little  consequence  whether  the  petitioners 
or  respondents  are  more  nearly  right  in  their  estimates  of  the  number 
to  be  accommodated.  It  is  plain  that  some  will  be.  And  if  there  are 
few,  then  the  obstruction  of  Boston  streets  will  be  less.  Here  is  a 
question  of  the  balance  of  convenience  and  inconvenience.  Whatever 
reduces  one  reduces  the  other.  The  tracks  are  located  and  built  un- 
der authority  of  law.  We  have  nothing  to  do  or  say  about  the  ques- 
tion. If  few  cars  come  over  them  to  the  route  in  Boston  then  little 
harm  is  done.  We  do  not  believe  that  empty  cars  will  be  drawn  over 
the  tracks  in  great  numbers  or  for  a  long  time. 
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The  next  question  is  as  to  the  inconvenience  to  Boston  in  allowing 
the  cars  of  another  road  to  run  over  tracks  now  occupied  by  more 
than  one  company.  The  aldermen  of  Boston  have  refused  the  peti- 
tion upon  the  ground  that  the  streets  have  as  many  cars  as  they  can 
accommodate,  and  that  the  inconvenience  is  increased  when  the  cars 
belong  to  rival  roads.  We  feel  the  delicacy,  to  which  allusion  has 
been  made,  of  overruling  a  decision  by  the  municipal  authorities  on  a 
matter  which  is  peculiarly  within  their  province.  We  should  feel  it 
more  if  a  statute  of  the  Commonwealth  did  not  make  it  our  duty  to 
hear  the  appeal. 

The  streets  are  paid  for  and  maintained  by  the  people  of  Boston. 
The  aldermen  have  the  charge  of  them  both  as  highway  surveyors  and 
as  county  commissioners.  And  this  is  not  for  any  selfish  or  exclu- 
sive reason.  The  trust  is  not  for  the  citizens  of  Boston  only,  but  for 
all  others  who  may  desire  to  use  them.  And  the  aldermen  have  not 
set  up  any  exclusive  claim.  The}7  only  say  that  by  the  general  policy 
of  the  State  it  is  assumed  that  local  authorities  will,  on  the  whole,  deal 
best  with  the  ways  of  each  municipality  for  the  good  of  all  persons 
travelling  over  them. 

But  there  is  an  exception  made  by  our  general  law.  And  it  is  pro- 
vided that  where  the  tracks  of  a  street  railway  extend  into  more  than 
one  town,  and  when  the  municipal  authorities  cannot  agree  as  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  the  entry  and  use  of  one  by  another,  this  Board  shall  act  as 
umpires.  (Public  Statutes,  chapter  113,  section  49.)  In  analogy  with 
this  law  the  act  before  us  is  framed.  And  the  respondents  will  hardly 
contend  that  we  are  bound  in  every  case  to  follow  the  decision  from 
which  an  appeal  is  allowed,  out  of  respect  to  the  tribunal  by  which  it 
is  made. 

The  Board  does  recognize  the  great  weight  that  belongs  to  the 
opinion  of  the  aldermen,  and  especially  of  the  committee  on  paving  as 
experts  upon  this  class  of  cases.  It  sees,  also,  the  difficulty  of  deal- 
ing with  one  section  of  a  subject  which  in  the  main  belongs  to  another 
body.  It  sees  that  where  we  encumber  one  street  by  an  order  we 
may  interfere  with  some  plan  of  the  Board  which  has  under  its  sole 
charge  all  the  other  streets.  And  except  in  a  plain  case  we  should  be 
reluctant  to  authorize  the  use  of  a  street  in  opposition  to  the  opinions 
of  the  cit}r  officials  having  charge  of  it. 

In  this  case  our  duty  has  been  made  plain  by  the  candid  statement 
of  the  aldermen  themselves.  They  have  frankly  told  us  that  their  ob- 
jection is  not  so  much  to  what  is  now  asked  as  to  that  which  is  sure  to 
follow.  They  dread  future  extensions,  and  they  have  feelingly  de- 
scribed the  evil  effects  of  "  pressure  "  for  extensions,  even  when  they 
are  not  obtained.  One  of  the  aldermen  freely  stated  that  he  saw  no 
objection  to  the  use  of  Charles  Street,  and  that  the  proposed  number 
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of  additional  cars  would  not  encumber  it.  If  this  is  a  correct  opinion, 
that  branch  of  the  petition  ought  to  have  been  granted  ;  but  it  was 
unanimously  refused.  It  is  natural  that  the  aldermen,  annoyed  as 
they  have  been  by  street-car  controversies,  occupying,  as  they  do,  a 
great  part  of  their  official  time,  should  look  to  future  applications  from 
these  petitioners  in  deciding  upon  this  one.  This  Board  has  no  right 
to  do  this.  We  are  only  to  pass  upon  the  question  now  before  us, 
trusting  that  any  future  case  will  be  decided  rightly  by  the  tribunal 
having  jurisdiction,  upon  the  evidence  then  presented. 

The  testimony  is  conclusive  that  Charles  Street  would  bear  a  much 
greater  increase  of  cars  than  is  now  asked  for,  and  that  the  added 
obstruction  to  travel  would  hardly  be  perceptible.  This  is  more  evi- 
dent because  the  hindrances  that  result  from  the  occupancy  of  tracks 
by  rivals  would  not  be  felt  here.  Those  troubles  arise  from  attempts 
to  get  the  better  of  other  companies  hj  competition  for  passengers. 
But  Charles  Street  is  not  to  any  appreciable  extent  "  pick-up  ground," 
and  the  same  may  be  said  of  Cambridge  Street. 

The  only  weighty  objection  to  the  increased  use  of  Charles  Street 
was  the  suggestion  that  for  two  years  the  Metropolitan  road  has  held 
the  right  to  use  this  street  as  part  of  a  belt  line.  But  this  objection 
seems  to  be,  in  more  than  one  sense,  too  remote.  The  present  want 
ought  not  to  be  neglected  because  of  a  possible  want  at  some  future 
time.  The  president  of  the  Metropolitan  was  100  wise  and  too  fair 
to  claim  a  vested  right  in  the  prospective  grant.  A  grant  neglected 
for  two  years  should  not  cut  off  those  who  are  anxious  to  use  a  route 
at  once.  And  on  a  street  so  broad  and  level,  and  for  a  great  space 
unoccupied  by  buildings,  a  very  large  increase  of  cars  could  well  be 
allowed  —  probably  enough  to  fill  the  needs  of  a  belt  line  —  without 
trouble. 

The  crowded  condition  of  Tremont  and  Washington  streets  was 
mentioned  as  a  reason  for  refusing  this  petition.  But  cars  limited  to 
Bowdoin  Square  will  not  burden  either  of  those  streets.  And  cars 
going  through  Charles  Street  will  tend  to  relieve  them  so  far  as  they 
go  directly  from  the  bridge  to  Park  Square,  instead  of  following  the 
longer  route.  Here  again  the  aldermen  were  influenced,  in  their  own 
words,  by  "  things  as  they  will  be  rather  than  by  things  as  they  are  ; " 
or,  rather,  as  we  should  say,  by  the  fear  that  a  proper  request  will  be 
followed  by  an  improper  one. 

As  to  the  use  of  Cambridge  Street  no  inconvenience  is  suggested, 
and  no  limit  has  been  found  necessary  heretofore.  But  the  crowded 
condition  of  Green  Street  was  urged,  and  the  use  of  this  street  for 
return  cars  is  necessary  in  order  to  carry  out  the  Bowdoin  Square 
scheme. 

To  the  surprise  of  a  portion  of  this  Board,  it  was  shown  that  Green 
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Street  is  not  seriously  incommoded  by  cars  now,  and  that  it  will  bear 
all  the  proposed  increase  of  cars  without  appreciable  inconvenience. 
If  an}'  fact  was  ever  proved  before  any  tribunal,  this  was  proved.  It 
was  shown  by  old  residents,  by  almost  all  the  parties  doing  business 
on  the  spot,  by  the  stabler,  who  is  of  all  men  most  subject  to  the 
assumed  anno}Tance,  by  the  manufacturer,  who  makes  most  use  of 
the  street,  by  every  one  who  had  a  direct  interest  in  keeping  the 
street  clear.  We  cannot  resist  this  weight  of  testimony,  nor  withhold 
our  assent  to  this  branch  of  the  petition. 

Observations  showing  the  maximum  number  of  cars  passing  through 
several  streets  prove  that  those  in  question  are  far  from  being  bur- 
dened as  other  great  thoroughfares  are.  And  it  must  be  remembered 
that  the  other  travel  on  these  crowded  thoroughfares  far  exceeds  that 
upon  the  streets  under  discussion.  In  three  hours  319  cars  passed 
down  Cornhill,  419  went  up  Washington  Street,  and  537  went  up  Tre- 
mont  Street  beyond  West.  In  like  hours  151  passed  through  Bow- 
doin  Square  via  Cambridge  Street,  193  went  down  Green  Street,  while 
46  only  went  up  Charles  Street. 

The  arguments  against  granting  the  petition  were  almost  all 
directed  against  the  passage  of  the  act.  The  Board  was  told  that  the 
general  policy  of  the  law  gave  to  each  town  sole  charge  of  its  streets. 
To  this  the  twofold  answer  applies  :  (1.)  This  act  is  in  strict  ana- 
logy to  the  Public  Statutes.  (2.)  If  it  were  the  onby  exception  to 
those  statutes,  the  exception  when  enacted  into  law  is  as  binding  on 
the  citizens  and  servants  of  the  State  as  the  general  rule. 

It  is  said  that  it  will  be  awkward  to  have  a  partial  jurisdiction  over 
portions  of  the  streets,  while  all  the  general  jurisdiction  is  in  the 
aldermen.  This,  so  far  as  it  is  true,  is  distinctly  a  provision  of  the 
statute  which  we  are  to  obey  and  not  to  criticise.  Practically  we 
see  no  danger,  because  when  the  number  of  cars  to  be  run  is  fixed, 
our  jurisdiction  ends  for  the  present,  and  the  operation  of  the  road 
will  be  subject  to  the  city  authorities. 

We  were  warned  that  if  this  request  were  granted  we  should  be 
vexed  by  new  ones.  But  no  tribunal  ever  yet  openly  refused  to  do 
justice  for  fear  of  being  compelled  to  work.  And  if  this  appeal  were 
denied,  the  act  still  allows  applications  and  appeals  "  from  time  to 
time." 

It  is  said  that  the  granting  of  this  request  will  diminish  the  profits 
of  the  Union  and  Cambridge  companies,  by  giving  the  Charles  River 
road  an  opportunity  to  carry  the  people  where  they  wish  to  go  ;  that 
without  this  the  new  company  cannot  live,  but  that  if  it  lives  it  will  take 
away  part  of  the  business  of  the  old  road  by  running  over  it  and 
picking  up  passengers  now  travelling  over  it.  This  is  the  direct 
effect   of  legislation    and  municipal  action  already  had.     It  will  be 
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indirectly  increased  by  allowing  the  people  (for  whom  all  roads  are 
constructed  and  all  transportation  corporations  are  created)  to  take 
their  own  routes  and  travel  where  they  please.  The  injury  to  inves- 
tors is  to  be  regretted.  But  the  objection  lies  not  to  this  petition, 
but  to  the  act  of  the  legislature,  to  the  general  statutes,  and  to  a 
thousand  acts  of  legislation,  from  the  time  when  Warren  Bridge  was 
chartered  to  the  present  day,  including  that  legislation  under  which  the 
Union  road  was  permitted  to  run  over  the  Metropolitan  tracks  against 
the  remonstrance  of  that  company.  Any  one  investing  in  steam  rail- 
roads or  street  railways  in  Massachusetts  does  so  with  full  notice  of 
the  settled  policy  of  the  State,  which  has  long  since  decided  that  no 
corporation  has  a  vested  right  in  an}r  line  of  travel  or  business,  or  the 
right  to  compel  any  set  of  men  to  be  its  customers. 

It  is  said  that  the  petitioners  should  not  have  built  their  tracks 
where  they  have,  or  run  their  cars  to  the  draw  until  this  petition  had 
been  granted,  and  that  it  was  an  unfair  use  of  their  franchise  to  do 
this,  and  then  plead  necessit}'  on  their  part  and  claim  sympathy  for 
their  passengers.  But  the  law  allowed  them  to  do  just  what  they 
have  done.  And  if  the}'  are  liable  to  ai^  criticism  for  taking  this 
course,  it  should  be  remembered  that  it  was  urged  by  a  prominent 
opponent,  a  railway  president,  who  appears  now  in  opposition,  and 
who  opposed  the  petition  before  the  general  court.  He  said  then  in 
substance,  "  You  come  here  without  a  track,  and  without  a  location. 
Secure  your  location,  lay  }'Our  tracks,  run  your  cars  to  Boston  line, 
then  ask  for  the  right  to  go  to  Bowdoin  Square  and  Park  Square.  No 
alderman  will  refuse  it.  If  they  do,  go  to  the  commissioners."  It 
would  be  harsh  judgment  to  say  that  these  parties  shall  not  have  their 
Boston  route  until  they  have  built  their  Cambridge  tracks,  and  that 
they  should  not  build  their  Cambridge  tracks  until  they  had  got  their 
Boston  route. 

We  hope  that  the  fears  of  the  old  companies  will  prove  groundless, 
and  that  the  new  developments  caused  by  new  facilities  will  so  increase 
business  and  population  and  travel  that  their  profits  may  abo  be 
increased.  We  appreciate  their  feeling  that  here  as  elsewhere  the 
economy  of  consolidation,  if  duly  supervised,  is  better  for  the  people 
than  the  extravagance  of  competition.  But  on  this  point  we  have  no 
power  to  act.  A  narrow  question  has  been  submitted  to  us.  And 
when  either  side  asks  us  to  take  broader  views,  it  is  only  an  invita- 
tion to  exceed  our  jurisdiction.  The  petition  is  granted,  and  a  formal 
order  will  be  given  to  the  petitioners,  determining  the  extent  of  the 
use  of  tracks,  and  the  number  and  routes  of  cars.

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SUPPLEMENTARY    HEARING   OF   THE    CHARLES    RIVER 
STREET  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

This  company  asks  for  an  order  allowing  twelve  cars  per  hour  to 
pass  over  the  Bowdoin  Square  route,  and  eight  over  the  Park  Square 
route.  The  Cambridge  Railroad  Company  objects  that  the  Board 
has  no  jurisdiction  to  permit  this,  without  a  new  petition  and  notice 
thereon,  and  claims  that  the  decision  of  the  Board  must  be  in  the  form 
of  an  award  returnable  to  the  supreme  court.  It  also  asks  that  the 
cars  which  are  to  use  the  tracks  in  Boston  shall  be  specified,  so  that 
the  routes  out  of  Boston,  as  well  as  those  in  Boston,  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  order  of  the  Board. 

1.  It  seems  to  the  Board  that  no  new  petition  is  needed.  Section 
4  of  chapter  173  of  1882,  provides  that  the  Charles  River  Street  Rail- 
way Company  ma}^  petition  the  aldermen,  who  shall  act  after  due 
notice  and  hearing.  And  on  appeal  from  the  aldermen  "  the  Board 
may  decide  upon  any  such  petition,  and,  in  case  it  grants  the  same, 
may  determine  the  extent  of  use  of  tracks,  and  the  number  and 
routes  of  cars.  " 

No  second  petition  is  required  in  terms,  nor  any  additional  notice 
or  hearing.  If  any  had  been  intended,  the  requirement  could  easily 
have  been  inserted.  The  natural  inference  from  the  language  is,  that 
if  the  petition  is  granted,  the  Board  may  then  also  decide  the  question 
of  detail. 

No  reason  appears  for  requiring  a  second  hearing  of  a  question 
which  must  be  heard  and  determined  on  the  original  petition.  It  can- 
not be  decided  that  there  is  an  exigency  to  enter  and  use  a  railway 
without  deciding  where  and  how  that  exigency  arises,  and  (in  some 
measure)  how  far  it  extends.  There  is  no  presumption  that  the  law 
intended  a  useless  hearing  with  its  delay  and  expense. 

The  act  is  analogous  to  the  general  law ;  and  that  requires  only 
one  hearing  before  the  aldermen.  And  apparently  it  does  not  require 
a  different  course  before  the  appellate  Board.  What  the  practice  of 
the  aldermen  of  any  city  ma}T  be,  does  not  affect  the  law.  That 
practice  is  not  presumed  to  be  known  to  the  legislature,  nor  as  a 
matter  of  fact  is  it  known  to  them. 

We  feel  no  doubt  that  the  order  might  have  issued  with  the  deci- 
sion as  to  the  right  to  enter.  And  it  would  have  so  issued,  but  for  the 
request  of  the  respondents  that  they  might  be  heard. 

2.  The  Act  of  1882,  under  which  the  Board  is  acting,  certainly 
does  not  in  words  require  that  the  decision  shall  be  filed  with  the 
supreme  court.  Nor  do  the  Public  Statutes  appear  to  require  it. 
On  the  contrary,  they  say,  in  section  49,  chapter  113,  that  the  decision 
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of  the  Board  shall  be  final.  There  is  no  pretence  that  the  decision  of 
the  aldermen,  under  section  48,  must  be  filed  with  the  supreme  court. 
There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the  decision  of  the  umpire 
between  the  two  Boards,  provided  for  in  section  49,  should  be  so  filed. 

This  is  more  clear  when  the  provisions  of  chapter  113  are  traced 
to  their  source.  Chapter  381  of  1871  contains  the  provision  for 
filing  the  award  of  this  Board  with  the  supi'eme  court.  That  act 
contains  no  provision  for  cases  where  the  municipal  authorities  of 
two  places  fail  to  agree.  Chapter  29  of  1874  contains  this  provi- 
sion, but  has  none  for  filing  with  the  supreme  court  an}'  award, 
decision  or  order  whatever.  Before  the  passage  of  the  revised  Public 
Statutes,  this  question  could  not  have  arisen. 

When  the  two  chapters  are  codified  into  one,  the  section  as  to  an 
award  made  by  the  Board  "  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  "  is 
retained.  But  there  is  no  reason  for  supposing  that  it  applied  to  the 
"  decision"  and  "  determination"  provided  for  by  the  Act  of  1874. 
For  it  is  known  that  the  revising  commissioners  did  not  intend  "  to 
modify  the  existing  laws."  Nor  have  they  in  words  done  so,  for  the 
word  "award"  is  used  in  section  50,  and  applies  properly  to  the 
decision  therein  provided  for,  and  it  is  not  used  in  section  49.  If 
this  hearing  had  been  under  the  general  law,  this  decision  would  not 
have  been  returnable  to  court,  and  it  is  not  so  returnable  under  the 
Act  of  1882. 

3.  The  power  to  decide  what  cars  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  over  the 
routes  granted  is  not  in  terms  given  by  the  act.  But  it  seems  to  be 
fairly  inferred  from  the  powers  given.  If  it  does  not  exist,  the  conven- 
ience of  the  public  for  which  the  petition  is  granted  may  not  be  pro- 
moted at  all.  It  is  said  that  the  inconvenience  to  the  tracks  in  streets 
in  Boston  is  not  affected  by  the  precise  route  by  which  the  cars  reach 
Boston.  This  is  true ;  but  the  accommodation  of  the  people  in, 
Somerville  and  Cambridge  is  affected  b}^  those  routes ;  and  that 
accommodation  is  the  sole  reason  for  allowing  the  petition. 

If  a  general  order  is  given  that  cars  may  run  from  the  draw,  not 
specifying  what  cars,  then  they  ma}'  be  run  from  a  point  in  Cam- 
bridgeport,  which  would  accommodate  only  those  people  who  have 
abundant  facilities  already.  And  such  a  course  might  be  the  most 
profitable. 

It  is  not  intended  to  say  that  the  managers  of  the  Charles  River 
Street  Railway  Company  would  do  this.  The  Board  does  not  believe 
that  they  would.  The  respondents  do  not  believe  it.  But  confidence 
in  the  men  now  controlling  a  company  is  not  a  sound  reason  for 
giving  to  a  corporation  power  to  do  wrong.  The  management  may 
change,  while  the  power  would  remain.  And,  while  we  are  exercising 
a  novel  authority,  in  order  to  secure  facilities  to  certain  communities, 
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the  Board  is  bound  to  see  that  those  facilities  are  secured  to  them,  as 
far  as  may  be,  by  law. 

It  seems  proper,  however,  only  to  impose  such  restrictions  as  will 
confine  the  accommodation  afforded  to  those  parts  of  Cambridge  and 
Somerville  for  which  they  are  designed.  The  fitting  share  for  each 
portion  may  well  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  company.  If  the  Board 
has  no  right  to  annex  this  restriction  to  its  order,  the  error  is  matt*  r 
of  law  apparent  on  the  record,  and  it  will  be  a  simple  matter  to  have 
it  corrected.

SELECTMEN  OF  HULL 

v. 

NANTASKET  BEACH  RAILROAD   COMPANY. 

The  selectmen  and  the  people  of  Hull  complain  that  all  the  trains 
on  this  road  have  been  discontinued,  and  ask  that  the  trains,  or  a 
portion  of  them,  be  restored  and  run  through  the  winter  season. 
They  state  that  the  road  was  built  against  their  wish  and  protest ; 
that  under  the  law  land  was  taken  without  the  consent  of  its  owners  ; 
that  their  pleasant  beaches  were  rendered  less  pleasant  and  less  safe 
for  travel,  and  that  during  the  summer  they  have  no  recompense  for 
these  annoyances,  because  they  have  no  occasion  to  use  the  railroad. 
They  set  forth  their  forlorn  condition  during  the  winter,  and  ask  that 
the  company  ma}'  furnish  them  facilities  for  travel  at  that  season. 
They  do  not  claim  that  it  will  pay  cost,  but  rely  upon  the  principle 
that  railroad  companies,  by  availing  themselves  of  their  great  privi- 
leges, become  liable  to  corresponding  duties,  and,  among  others,  that 
of  affording  reasonable  accommodation  for  transportation.  The 
respondents  say  that,  while  the}r  did  take  land  under  the  right  of 
eminent  domain,  they  did  not,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  disturb  the  real 
estate  of  any  petitioning  inhabitants  of  Hull ;  that  their  road  was 
intended  as  a  summer  road ;  that  no  promise  was  ever  given  or 
implied  that  it  should  be  used  otherwise  ;  that  it  is  in  man}7  ways  a 
benefit  to  the  town  when  so  used  ;  and,  above  all,  that  the  use  made  of  it 
when  operated  in  the  winter  bears,  and  is  likely  to  bear,  no  reasonable 
proportion  to  the  cost  of  operation.  It  is  not  claimed  that  any  one 
has  become  a  resident  of  Hull,  or  has  set  up  business  there,  acting 
upon  the  faith  that  the  road  would  be  operated  all  the  year.  If  it 
were  shown  that  any  one  had  been  so  misled  by  the  fact  that  the  road 
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has  been  operated  for  one  winter,  it  would  be  a  strong  argument  in 
support  of  the  petition.  The  question  is  whether  it  is  reasonable  to 
require  trains  to  be  run  in  winter ;  and  one  test  of  this  —  not  the  sole 
nor  a  conclusive  test  —  is  the  relation  of  support  and  of  cost.  It  is 
impossible  to  save  much  b}T  reducing  the  number  of  train  hands.  A 
full  corps  is  required.  Even  the  cost  of  fuel  can  be  only  slightly 
reduced.  We  find  that  nothing  could  be  saved  by  asking  the  services 
of  the  only  connecting  road.  The  testimony  shows  a  possible  sup- 
port amounting  to  $15  per  day,  with  no  reasonable  hope  of  increase, 
and  an  expense  of  at  least  $50.  During  the  five  months  covered  by 
the  petition  this  would  amount  to  a  loss  of  more  than  $5,000.  And 
this  is  not  to  be  deducted  from  a  profit  for  the  remainder  of  the  year, 
but  it  will  create  a  considerable  deficit.  It  does  not  seem  reasonable 
to  require  this  by  law  ;  and  the  Board  ought  not  to  recommend  such  a 
measure  unless  it  is  ready  to  ask  the  legislature  to  enforce  it  by  leg- 
islation. It  is  true  that  great  jurists  have  said  that  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  public,  and  not  the  profit  of  proprietors,  is  the  leading 
object  in  creating  charters  for  transportation.  And  it  is  urged  that 
roads  must  be  operated  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  authorized. 
But  these  dicta,  while  they  are  true  in  one  sense,  and  admirable  in 
their  proper  connection,  cannot  be  taken  as  giving  the  correct  rule  for 
operating  every  railroad.  The  public  good  is  the  main  motive  for 
granting  a  charter  ;  and  no  other  motive  could  justify  a  delegation  of 
the  right  of  eminent  domain.  But  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that 
this  is  not  usually  the  chief  motive  for  subscription  or  for  the  con- 
struction of  roads.  Few  roads  would  now  be  built  if  this  motive  alone 
were  relied  on  for  subscription,  and  fewer  still  if  this  were  regarded  as 
the  chief  rule  in  operating  railroads.  Because  the  motive  of  the  leg- 
islature and  of  railroad  operators  is  so  different,  the  need  of  State 
supervision  arises.  And  the  limit  of  that  supervision  is  what  is  rea- 
sonable. And  therefore  in  applying  theory  to  practice,  our  supreme 
court  has  held  :  "  That  the  duty  required  is  not  more  than  to  meet 
and  supply  the  public  wants.  These  are  measured  b}'  the  business 
actually  done,  or  what  could  be  clearly  shown  would  be  done  if 
increased  facilities  were  granted.  There  is  nothing  in  the  language 
of  the  statutes  requiring,  nor  can  any  just  implication  from  the  powers 
and  privileges  conferred  upon  the  corporation  require,  that  trains  for 
passengers  or  freight  should  be  provided  which  are  not  wanted,  or 
which  the  business  upon  the  road  would  utterly  fail  to  support.  Yet 
such  is  in  substance  the  claim  made.  ...  It  is  contended  that  the 
duty  is  not  relative,  but  absolute ;  that  it  is  not  to  be  measured  by 
the  public  wants  and  exigencies  at  the  time,  but  is  to  be  performed  at 
all  hazards,  or  at  any  saciifice,  unless  or  until  the  legislature  shall 
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interpose  to  relieve  the  corporation  from  its  performance.  This 
position  cannot  be  sustained.  If  it  had  been  intended  that  the  duty 
of  running  trains  should  be  absolute,  it  would  have  been  made  definite. 
But  the  question  at  once  arises  :  When,  and  how  often,  is  this  duty 
to  be  discharged  ?  Is  a  train  to  be  run  whenever  a  passenger  shall 
desire  to  go,  or  are  there  to  be  fixed  times?  and,  if  so,  how  frequent? 
To  settle  these  questions  you  would  have  to  refer  to  the  public  wants, 
and  these  could  be  measured  only  by  the  business  done.  If  trains 
run  at  reasonable  and  moderate  fares  cannot  be  supported,  it  is 
because  they  are  not  needed." 

The  court  asks  further :  "If  the  duty  is  to  be  held  absolute,  how 
long,  for  what  period  of  time,  is  it  to  be  performed?  Is  it  during  the 
lifetime  of  the  charter,  and  this  though  the  expense  of  running  the 
train  is  daily  and  rapidly  using  up  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  ? 
If  so,  when  the  capital  stock  is  exhausted,  is  the  corporation  to  pro- 
vide new  resources  for  the  purpose?  and,  if  so,  what  power  is  given  to 
it  under  the  laws  for  that  purpose?"  These  views  are  set  forth 
in  Commonwealth  v.  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  12  Gray,  180. 
And  the  reasoning  which  justified  that  company  in  ceasing  altogether 
to  operate  an  unprofitable  branch  seems  to  justify  the  respondents  in 
suspending  the  operation  of  a  road  intended  for  summer  use  during 
the  season  when  it  is  not  needed,  and  when  it  will  not  nearly  pay  the 
cost  of  operation.  Undoubtedly  it  is  sometimes  a  matter  of  duty  and 
also  of  policy  to  run  unprofitable  trains,  and  to  operate  unprofitable 
branches.  The  question  alwa3-s  is,  What  is  reasonable?  And  it  must 
be  remembered  that  there  is  a  limit  to  the  powers  even  of  the  legis- 
lature. This  case  illustrates  that  limit.  For,  if  the  Board  should 
recommend,  and  even  if  the  general  court  should  order,  such  trains 
as  would,  under  the  operation  of  the  road,  be  hopelessly  unprofitable, 
and  insure  for  each  3Tear  an  increasing  deficit,  the  trains  would  cease 
to  run.  No  power  can  prevent  stockholders  from  transferring  their 
shares,  and  no  legislative  power  can  enable  men  who  have  no  money 
to  operate  an  unprofitable  railroad.  The  commissioners  regret  that 
'the  needs  of  the  people  of  Hull  cannot  be  supplied  by  the  operation  of 
the  railroad  in  winter  without  disproportionate  expense.  They  had 
hoped  that  by  the  use  of  an  engine  and  car  combined,  the  expense 
might  be  so  reduced  as  to  render  the  operation  of  the  road  feasible. 
And  the  decision  on  the  petition  has  been  delayed  with  a  view  to 
inquiries  upon  this.  Such  a  car  would  cost  only  $4,000,  and  could  be 
run  at  such  a  reduction  of  cost,  as  to  employees  and  fuel,  as  to  make 
the  operating  expenses  only  about  $1,500  for  five  months.  Unfortu- 
nately, no  such  car  can  be  obtained  for  use  at  this  season.  Before 
another  winter  the  managers  will  have  the  opportunity  to  procure  one. 
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And  they  will  be  expected  to  provide  for  the  reasonable  wants  of  the 
people  of  Hull  in  this  or  some  other  way.

SELECTMEN  OF  HINGHAM 

v. 

NANTASKET  BEACH  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

The  selectmen  and  various  citizens  of  Hingham  ask  this  Board  to 
recommend  to  the  managers  of  this  company  to  establish  a  station  at 
Riverside,  to  be  used  during  the  summer  season.  They  show  that  it 
will  accommodate  a  number  of  summer  boarders  in  that  neighborhood  ; 
that  it  will  be  a  convenience  to  a  class  of  people  living  on  the  "  Jeru- 
salem Road,"  and  at  North  Cohasset,  who  find  it  unsafe  to  drive  to 
the  wharf,  and  that  it  .is  likely  to  promote  building  and  residence  in 
the  vicinit}r.  The  cost  of  a  satisfactory  station  will  be  less  than 
$150.  The  expense  of  stopping  the  light  trains  of  this  road  will 
be  moderate,  and  the  Board  is  satisfied  tthat  the  inconvenience  of 
admitting  passengers  at  this  small  station  will  be  too  slight  for  serious 
consideration.  It  is  not  likely  that  the  establishment  of  this  station 
will  add  to  the  receipts  of  the  company,  except,  perhaps,  in  the  dis- 
tant future,  when  a  new  settlement  is  built  up  around  it.  But  it  does 
appear  to  be  needed  for  the  reasonable  accommodation  of  the  people, 
and  it  will  furnish  more  daily  passengers  than  some  of  the  stations  on 
the  main  line  of  the  Old  Colony  road.  Such  a  station  is  one  of  the 
compensations  that  a  railroad  company  owes  to  the  public  for  the 
privileges  that  it  has  enforced  against  them.  The  Board  recommends 
that  a  station,  consisting  of  a  platform  with  a  shelter,  be  established 
in  time  for  use  during  the  next  summer  season,  and  that  one  morning 
and  one  evening  train  shall  stop  at  that  station  during  the  season.  It 
will  probably  be  convenient  to  furnish  package  tickets,  and  no  objec- 
tion can  be  made,  if  the  price  is  the  same  as  at  the  next  station  at  the 
junction.  A  station  keeper  will  not  be  needed,  and  it  is  decidedly 
recommended  that  the  gate-keeper,  at  the  crossing,  be  not  employed 
in  that  way.

TO  THE  PRESIDENT  AND  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  SEVERAL 
RAILROAD  COMPANIES  OF  THE  STATE. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  communication  recently  addressed  to 
the  president  of  a  railroad  company,  and  it  is  sent  to  all  the  other 
companies  operating  railroads  in  this  State,  for  information  :  — 

"  Sir  :  —  Referring  to  your  supplementary  report  of  the  accident  at  Lynn, 
Feb.  2,  the  Board  requests  you  to  supply  the  names  and  residence  of  the 
conductor  and  engineer  who  have  been  discharged  for  delinquency  in  the 
performance  of  their  duty. 

"  The  Board  desires  that  this  should  be  done  in  all  cases  where  an  acci- 
dent appears  to  have  resulted  from  the  misconduct  or  negligence  of  an 
employee.  And  a  like  request  will  be  addressed  to  the  managers  of  all  the 
railroads  in  the  State. 

"  Your  attention  is  also  called  to  sections  161  and  162  of  the  General  Rail- 
road Law,  now  re-enacted  in  the  Public  Statutes,  chapter  112,  sections  208 
and  209,  which  are  as  follows  :  — 

"  '  Sect.  208.  When  an  engine-man,  fireman  or  other  agent  of  a  railroad 
corporation  is  guilty  of  negligence  or  carelessness  whereby  an  injury  is 
done  to  a  person  or  corporation,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  twelve  months,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

"  •  Sect.  209.  Whoever,  having  the  management  of  or  control  over  a 
railroad  train  while  being  used  for  the  common  carriage  of  persons,  is 
guilty  of  gross  carelessness  or  neglect  in  or  in  relation  to  the  management 
or  control  thereof,  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars, 
or  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  three  years.' 

"It is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  guilt  of  a  delinquent  employee 
depends  in  no  degree  upon  the  result  of  the  accident  which  is  caused 
by  his  fault.  The  chief  end  of  punishment  is  to  protect  the  com- 
munity from  a  repetition  of  the  offence,  and  not  merely  to  quiet  the  com- 
munity when  it  is  excited  over  a  great  disaster.  It  therefore  may  often 
be  the  duty  of  the  managers  of  a  railroad  to  prosecute  guilty  parties 
where  negligence  has  not  resulted  in  the  loss  of  life  or  limb. 

"  An  erroneous  idea  prevails  that  the  utmost  which  can  be  done  in 
case  of  such  an  accident  is  to  discharge  the  offending  parties.  This,  as 
you  know,  is  owing  to  ignorance  of  the  law;  and  the  power  to  initiate 
criminal  proceedings  against  offenders  who  have  endangered  the  lives 
of  the  travelling  public,  throws  upon  railroad  managers  the  duty  of  so 
proceeding  in  clear  cases 
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"  The  Commissioners  are  aware  that  such  prosecutions  may  be  attended 
with  difficulty.  Sympathy  may  make  it  hard  to  secure  convictions,  or  even 
to  procure  indictments  ;  but  this  does  not  relieve  railroad  managers  from 
the  responsibility  which  rests  upon  them.  If  prosecuting  officers,  or  grand 
jurors,  or  juries  of  trial  shall  fail  of  their  duty,  the  fault  will  be  theirs.  In 
cases  where  lives  have  been  lost  as  the  result  of  a  pi-eventable  accident, 
public  opinion  demands  a  trial ;  but  public  safety  demands  it  whenever 
lives  have  been  endangered  by  such  an  accident."

TO  THE  PRESIDENTS  AND  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  SEV- 
ERAL CORPORATIONS  OPERATING  RAILROADS  IN 
MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  disaster  which  occurred  on  the  New  York  Central  &  Hudson 
River  Railroad,  January  13,  last,  has  called  the  attention  of  the  pub- 
lic and  of  railroad  men,  among  other  things,  to  the  rules  in  force 
on  railroads  governing  the  action  of  the  rear  brakeman  in  case  of  an 
unusual  stop  of  his  train.  The  Commissioners  have  had  their  attention 
called  to  this  subject  by  direct  appeals,  and  by  letters  also.  They 
consider  it  their  dut}r  to  ask  your  attention  to  the  following  state- 
ments. 

The  rules  now  in  force  on  various  railroads  are  illustrated  by  the 
examples  which  are  annexed. 

Concerning  these  rules,  this  is  what  good  railroad  authority  has  said  : 
"  The  experience,  we  think,  of  nearly  all  railroad  superintendents  will 
sustain  the  assertion  that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  have  that  rule 
obeyed  with  any  reasonable  degree  of  certainty ."  And  the  Commission- 
ers believe  that  while  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  rule  is  often 
carried  out,  that  rear  brakemen  are  left  behind  and  are  carried  in  by  a 
following  train,  3*et  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  rules  are  not  strictly 
followed,  and  hundreds  of  opportunities  are  given  for  accidents,  for 
every  disaster  which  occurs.  It  is  incumbent  upon  all  railroad  men, 
therefore,  to  see  whether  the  enforcement  of  the  rules  looking  to  a 
prevention  of  rear  collisions  cannot  be  made  more  certain,  and  the 
large  number  of  rear  collisions  be  thereby  materially  diminished.  One 
means  to  that  end  would  seem  to  be  a  revision  of  the  rules  themselves. 
The  rules  now  in  force  are  persistently  violated  on  account  of  the 
condition  contained  in  them  (which  is  mandatory  in  some  of  them), 
that  the  rear  brakeman  must  be  left  on  the  track.  This  is  such  a 
burden  to  him  in  most  cases,  and  would  have  to  be  endured  in  the 
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ordinary  course  of  train  service  so  often,  without  his  giving  actual 
warning  to  a  following  train,  that  none  but  the  most  conscientious 
can  be  relied  upon  to  persistently  obey  it.  Besides,  the  opinion  is 
universal  among  train-men,  and  even  a  railroad  superintendent  Las 
openly  expressed  it,  that  "It  is  quite  important  to  have  the  men  come 
in  on  their  train."  In  one  sense  it  is,  of  course.  One  man  left 
behind  makes  one  less  man  on  the  train  for  the  rest  of  the  trip,  and 
there  are  never  too  many  at  the  start.  This  man  coming  in  at  an 
irregular  time,  may  in  a  measure  disarrange  train  service  at  some 
future  time,  on  that  or  the  following  day.  And  extreme  regularity  of 
service,  is,  of  course,  a  thing  to  be  sought  after,  and  is  in  itself  a 
safeguard  against  accident. 

The  essential  points  in  a  rule  of  the  kind  under  discussion  seem  to 
to  be  as  follows  :  — 

1.  The  rear  brakeman  is  to  go  back  at  once,  and  without  waiting 
for  special  orders  to  do  so.  The  responsibility  to  clo  so  should  be 
upon  him,  and  he  should  clearby  understand  this  to  be  the  case,  and  be 
reminded  of  it  from  time  to  time. 

[The  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River  Railroad  rules  do  not 
clearly  require  the  brakeman  to  go  back  ;  the}"  require  the  conductor  to 
send  him  back ;  and  this  omission  was  promptly  claimed  as  an  excuse 
by  the  delinquent  brakeman  in  case  of  the  disaster  of  January  13.] 

2.  The  rule  requiring  him  to  do  so  should  be  printed  among  the 
rules  governing  the  action  of  brakemen,  rather  than  among  general 
train  rules. 

3.  As  additional  safeguard,  it  should  remain  the  duty  of  the  con- 
ductor to  see  that  the  rear  brakeman  has  set  about  obe}7ing  the  rule 
which  requires  him  to  flag  back  whenever  the  time  comes  for  him  to 
do  so.  The  Commissioners  question  whether  it  be  well  to  divide  the 
responsibility  still  further,  and  make  it  the  duty  of  all  the  train  hands 
to  see  that  the  rule  is  carried  out,  as  done  in  some  of  the  rules  above 
printed. 

4.  The  brakeman  should  go  back  far  enough  for  safety,  in  every 
case,  but  should  not  be  required  to  go  back  a  fixed  length  or  distance 
in  all  cases.  A  requirement  of  this  sort  brings  the  rule  into  contempt 
almost  as  a  matter  of  course.  If  twent}T  telegraph  poles  (one-half  a 
mile)  be  the  standard  distance  from  the  signal  to  the  delayed  train  for 
fogg}-  weather,  or  in  a  snow-storm,  or  to  guard  against  curves,  then 
a  less  distance  is  equally  ample  on  a  straight  tangent  and  in  clear 
weather.  Would  it  not  suffice  to  insist  that  the  brakeman  should 
either  pass  twenty  consecutive  telegraph  poles,  or  pass  part  of  that 
number  and  be  able  to  count  the  balance  from  where  he  stops,  in  all 
cases?  The  principle  involved  is  this:  that  in  bad  weather,  or  on 
account  of  curves,  the  flagman  would  be  obliged  to  pass  more  poles, 
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and  count  a  less  number  ahead,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  rule, 
while  in  clear  weather  and  on  a  straight  line  he  could  pass  the  mini- 
mum number  and  count  the  balance  ;  and  in  either  case  the  certainty 
would  be  attained,  that  the  engine-man  of  the  coming  train  could  see 
the  flagman  as  great  a  distance  ahead  as  the  flagman  had  counted 
telegraph  poles  back  of  the  delaj-ed  train.  Experiment  convinces  us 
that  it  is  difficult  to  count  back  more  than  fifteen  or  sixteen  poles  with 
certainty ;  but  if  ever}7  fifth  pole  were  marked  with  a  cross-board  or 
with  a  target,  twenty  poles  could  be  counted  with  certainty.  It  is 
also  a  question  whether  fifteen  telegraph  poles  (about  2,000  feet)  is 
not  far  enough,  and  twenty  telegraph  poles  can  be  covered  by 
passing  five  of  them  and  counting  fifteen  more. 

5.  Facilities  should  be  afforded  for  being  able  to  call  in  the  brake- 
man  without  a  sacrifice  of  safety.  The  regulations  of  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad  seem  to  be  very  successful  in  doing  this.  The  means  to 
give  warning  in  the  absence  of  brakemen  have  been  torpedoes  placed 
on  the  rail,  special  flags,  and  fusees.  Torpedoes  fail  with  annoying 
frequency  in  snowy  weather,  being  brushed  from  the  rail  at  those 
times  by  the  snow  and  ice  pushed  ahead  of  the  engine.  They  have 
the  defect  also  of  giving  no  indication  as  to  the  length  of  time  elapsed 
since  they  were  put  on  the  rail.  Special  flags  are  good,  of  course, 
only  in  clear  weather  and  by  daylight.  Fusees  seem  to  deserve  a 
wider  application  in  this  State  than  they  have  hitherto  had.  They 
are  said  to  be  especially  valuable  in  a  driving  snowstorm,  as  they 
illuminate  the  whole  track  and  the  falling  snowflakes.  And  the  feat- 
ure of  having  them  burn  only  a  stated  length  of  time  must  commend 
itself  at  once  as  a  valuable  help  in  railroad  service.  If  it  were 
desired  to  make  a  day  fusee  signal,  it  could  easily  be  done  by  burning 
some  mixture  compounded  so  as  to  produce  a  large  volume  of  heavy 
smoke,  instead  of  a  red  light,  as  in  night  signals. 

As  an  example :  if  the  rules  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  were 
rewritten,  with  a  view  to  incorporating  in  them  the  above  suggestions, 
they  would  read  somewhat  as  follows  :  — 

Rules  Govekning  the  Action  of  Brakemen. 

A.  When  a  passenger  train  is  delayed  at  any  of  its  regular  stops 
more  than  five  minutes,  the  rear  brakeman  must  go  back  with  danger 
signals,  to  protect  his  train,  in  accordance  with  rule  B  ;  and  should  a 
passenger  train  stop  at  any  unusual  point  on  the  road,  the  rear 
brakeman  must  go  back  immediately,  and  be  governed  by  the  same 
rule. 

When  a  freight  train  stops  at  its  regular  stopping  place,  where  the 
rear  brakeman  can  plainly  count  back  20  telegraph  poles  (see  back 
half  a  mile),  standing  at  the  rear  of  his  train,  he  must  go  back  with 
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danger  signals  not  less  than  two  telegraph  poles,  and  as  much  farther 
as  maybe  necessary  to  insure  stopping  the  following  train  ;  but  if  he 
cannot  plainly  count  back  20  telegraph  poles  (see  back  half  a  mile) , 
or  if  his  train  stops  at  any  point  that  is  not  it  sregularstopping  place, 
the  rear  brakeman  must  go  back  until  the  number  of  telegraph  poles 
which  he  has  passed,  and  which  must  be  not  less  than  four,  added  to 
those  which  he  can  count  in  the  direction  in  which  he  is  going,  shall 
add  up  not  less  than  13  ;  always  bearing  in  mind,  that  if  from  any 
cause  his  train  should  be  detained,  so  as  to  come  within  twenty  min- 
utes of  the  time  of  a  passenger  train  following,  he  must  be  governed 
strictly  by  rule  B. 

When  it  is  necessary  to  cross  over  to  the  opposite  track,  or  to  pro- 
tect the  front  of  the  train  from  any  cause,  the  same  precautions  must 
be  observed  b}T  the  fireman  ;  but  if  the  fireman  is  unable  to  leave  the 
engine,  the  front  brakeman  must  go  in  his  place. 

B.  When  an  accident  occurs  to  a  train,  or  if  by  any  other  cause 
the  road  is  obstructed,  the  rear  brakeman  must  go  back  with  danger 
signals  immediately,  to  stop  any  train  or  engine  which  may  be  follow- 
ing. Employees  must  bear  in  mind  that  extra  trains  and  engines  are 
at  all  times  to  be  expected,  and  therefore  the  most  careful  compliance 
with  the  precautions  for  safety  is  necessary.  The  rear  brakeman 
shall  continue  to  go  back,  until  he  has  either  passed  20  telegraph 
poles  (half  a  mile)  or  passed  part  of  that  number,  but  not  less  than  Jive, 
and  can  count  enough  more  in  the  direction  in  which  he  is  going,  to 
make  up  the  20  telegraph  poles  (half  a  mile) ,  and  he  must  remain  in 
a  position  so  taken,  covering  20  telegraph  poles  back  of  his  train, 
until  recalled  by  the  whistle  of  his  engine.  When  recalled,  he  must, 
before  leaving  his  position,  light  a  day  or  night  standard  fusee  signal. 
In  foggy  weather,  snow-storms,  or  at  night,  use  the  night  signals ;  in 
clear  weather,  b}^  day,  use  the  day  signals. 

After  reaching  his  train,  he  must  continue  to  drop  lighted  fusee 
signals  on  the  track,  at  intervals,  as  long  as  the  rear  of  the  train  is 
in  danger  from  a  following  train. 

If  the  accident  occur  upon  single  track,  or  if  on  double  track,  and 
both  tracks  are  obstructed,  the  fireman  must  go  forward  a  like  dis- 
tance, and  use  the  same  precautions  to  protect  the  train  from  any 
train  coming  in  an  opposite  direction.  If  from  any  cause  the  fireman 
is  unable  to  go  forward  promptly,  the  front  brakeman  must  go  in  his 
place. 

C.  When  it  becomes  necessarj7  for  the  brakeman  to  go  back  to 
protect  the  rear  of  his  train,  the  next  brakeman  shall  immediately 
take  the  rear  brakeman's  position  on  the  train,  and  remain  there  until 
relieved  by  the  rear  brakeman  ;  and  on  passenger  trains,  the  baggage- 
master  shall  take  the  place  of  the  front  brakeman  whenever  necessary. 
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Rules  governing  the  Action  of  Conductors. 
Rule  O.     Conductors  must,  in  all  cases  of  delays  or  unusual  stops, 
immediately  see  that  rules  A,  B  and  C,  governing  the  action  of  brake- 
men,  are  strictly  carried  out. 

Rules  governing  the  Action  of  Firemen. 
Rule  V.     Firemen  will  read  rules  A  and  B,  governing  the  action 
of  brakemen,  and  will  act  accordingly. 

Rules  governing  the  Action  of  Engine-men. 
Rule  T.     Engine-men  must,  in  all  cases  of  delays  or  unusual  stops, 
immediately  see  that  rules  A  and  B,  governing  the  action  of  brake- 
men,  so  far  as  thej7  apply  to  the  duties  of  the  fireman,  are  strictly 
carried  out. 

Rules  governing  the  Action  of  Baggage-Masters. 
Rule  X.     The  attention  of  baggage-masters  is  called  to  rule  C, 
governing  the  action  of  brakemen,  and  they  will  act  in  accordance 
with  that  rule. 

At  best,  the  rules  which  provide  for  the  sending  of  signals  from  a 
delaj^ecl  train  to  the  rear  or  front,  are  but  a  poor  staff  to  lean  upon  in 
the  event  of  a  frequent  train  service. 

And  the  Commissioners  cannot  take  leave  of  the  subject  without 
recalling  to  all  the  railroad  managers  of  the  Commonwealth  the 
superior  safety  afforded  against  rear  collisions  by  the  good  forms  of 
inter-locking  or  of  automatic  electric  block  signals,  rapidly  coming 
into  use  in  this  country  and  abroad.

[Rules  Referred  to  in  the  Foregoing  Circular.] 

Pennsylvania  Railroad.  Rules  governing  the  Action  of  the  Rear 
BraJceman,  in  case  of  Unusual  Stops. 

85.  "When  a  passenger  train  is  delayed  at  any  of  its  regular  stops 
more  than  five  minutes,  the  flagman  shall  go  back  with  the  danger 
signals  to  protect  his  train,  in  accordance  with  rule  No.  86  ;  and 
should  a  passenger  train  stop  at  any  unusual  point  on  the  road,  the 
flagman  shall  go  back  immediately,  and  be  governed  by  the  same 
rule. 

When  a  freight  train  stops  at  its  regular  stopping  places,  where 
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the  rear  of  the  train  can  be  plainly  seen  by  a  following  train,  at  a 
distance  of  at  least  one-half  mile,  the  flagman  shall  go  back  with  dan- 
ger signals  not  less  than  100  yards,  and  as  much  farther  as  may  be 
necessary  to  insure  stopping  the  following  train  ;  but  if  the  rear  of  his 
train  cannot  be  plainly  seen  at  a  distance  of  at  least  one-half  mile,  or 
if  it  stops  at  any  point  that  is  not  its  regular  stopping  place,  the 
flagman  must  go  back  not  less  than  600  yards,  —  always  bearing  iii 
mind,  that  if  from  any  cause  his  train  should  be  detained,  so  as  to 
come  within  twenty  minutes  of  the  time  of  a  passenger  train  following, 
he  must  be  governed  strictly  by  rule  No.  86. 

When  it  is  necessary  to  cross  over  to  the  opposite  track,  or  to  pro- 
tect the  front  of  the  train,  from  airy  cause,  the  same  precautions  shall 
be  observed  by  the  fireman  ;  but  if  the  fireman  is  unable  to  leave  the 
engine,  the  front  brakeman  shall  be  sent  in  his  place. 

86.  When  an  accident  occurs  to  a  train,  or  if  by  any  other  cause 
the  road  is  obstructed,  the  flagman  shall  immediately  go  back  with 
danger  signals  to  stop  any  train  or  engine  which  may  be  following. 
At  a  point  600  yards  from  the  rear  of  his  train,  he  shall  place  one 
explosive  cap  on  the  rail ;  he  shall  then  continue  to  go  back  at  least 
1,200  yards  from  the  rear  of  his  train,  and  place  two  explosive  caps 
on  the  rail,  three  yards  apart,  when  he  may  return  to  a  point  900 
yards  from  the  rear  of  his  train,  and  he  must  remain  there  until 
recalled  by  the  whistle  of  his  engine  ;  but  if  a  passenger  train  is  due, 
he  must  remain  until  it  arrives.  When  recalled,  he  will  remove  the 
explosive  cap  nearest  to  the  train,  but  the  two  explosive  caps  must 
be  left  on  the  rail,  as  a  caution  signal  to  any  following  train. 

If  the  accident  occur  upon  single  track,  or  if  on  double  track  and 
both  tracks  are  obstructed,  the  fireman  shall  go  forward  a  like  dis- 
tance, and  use  the  same  precautions  to  protect  the  train  from  any 
train  coming  in  an  opposite  direction.  The  conductor  as  well  as  the 
engine-man  is  required  to  know  that  the  fireman  performs  this  duty, 
and  if  from  any  cause  the  fireman  is  unable  to  go  forward  promptly, 
the  front  brakeman  shall  be  sent  in  his  place. 

87.  When  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  flagman  to  go  back  to  pro- 
tect the  rear  of  his  train,  the  next  brakeman  shall  immediately  take 
the  flagman's  position  on  the  train,  and  remain  there  until  relieved  by 
the  flagman  ;  and  on  passenger  trains,  the  baggage-master  shall  take 
the  place  of  the  front  brakeman  whenever  necessary. 

Conductors  are  required  to  strictly  enforce  this  rule. 
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Rules  and  Regulations  for  Operating  Railroads. 
Devised  by  a  Committee  of  Railroad  Managers. 
(From  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  for  1872.) 
36.     If  any  train  breaks  down,  stops,  or  is  delayed  from  any  cause, 
on  the  road,  the  first  duty  of  the  conductor,  and  of  all  persons  con- 
nected with  the  train,  is  to  see  that  efficient  measures  are  taken  to 
prevent  other  trains  from  running  into  the  dela3Ted  train.     One,  and 
in  case  of  danger,  two  efficient  men,  must  be  sent  backward  or  forward, 
or  both,  as  the  case  may  require,  with  red  flags  or  lanterns,  at  least 
half  a  mile,  to  stop  any  approaching  train.     No  wish  to  have   the 
signal-men  go  on  in  the  delayed  train  must  prevent  their  going  for- 
ward or  backward,  at  least  half  a  mile,  and  staying  there  till  the 
approaching  train  is  stopped  ;  and  if  a  second,  third  or  fourth  train  is 
to  follow,  the  same  precautions  must  be  observed  until  the  track  is 
clear  for  any  following  train. 

9.  Torpedoes  must  be  used  in  addition  to  flags  or  lanterns,  when- 
ever, in  case  of  accident  or  delay,  there  is  any  liability  that  the  signal- 
flag  or  lantern  may  not  be  seen,  by  reason  of  fog  or  otherwise. 
Engine-men,  station  agents  and  section  foremen  should  always  be 
supplied  with  them.  When  a  torpedo  is  exploded  by  the  engine  pass- 
ing over  it,  the  train  must  be  stopped  immediately. 

Old  Colony  Railroad.    Measures  to  be  Taken  in  Cases  of  Accidents 

and  Delays. 
16.  In  case  of  accident  or  delay  to  a  train  or  engine,  or  of  obstruct- 
ing the  track  in  any  manner,  the  first  duty  of  the  conductor,  and  of 
all  persons  connected  with  the  train  or  engine,  is  to  see  that  the  most 
efficient  measures  are  taken  to  protect  such  train  or  engine,  and  to 
stop  promptly  any  train  or  engine  that  may  approach  from  either 
direction.  An  efficient  man  (and  in  all  cases  of  more  than  ordinary 
danger,  two  men)  must  be  sent  backwards  or  forwards,  or  both  ways, 
as  the  case  may  require,  with  the  proper  red  signals  and  torpedoes, 
at  least  a  half-mile  (twenty  telegraph  poles),  or  farther  if  upon  a 
curve  or  grade,  to  stop  any  approaching  train  or  engine.  No  wish  to 
have  the  signal-men  go  on  in  the  delayed  train  must  prevent  their 
going  forward  or  backward  at  least  a  half-mile,  and  staying  there  till 
the  approaching  train  or  ergine  is  stopped,  or  the  track  is  clear,  or 
the  whistle  is  sounded  for  their  recall ;  and,  when  recalled,  the  signal- 
man must  not  leave  his  post  until  he  has  placed  a  torpedo  on  the  rail, 
which  must  be  left  on  the  rail  as  a  caution  signal  to  any  approaching 
train  or  engine,  except  that  a  torpedo  need  not  be  left  on  the  rail  in 
cases  where  a  delayed  train  has  side-tracked,  and  the  main  track  is 
known  to  be  clear.     Trains  or  engines  will  not  attempt  to  cross  from 
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one  main  track  to  or  over  the  other,  unless  thoroughly  protected  by 
the  proper  signals. 

This  rule  is  of  the  very  greatest  importance ;  and  the  conductors  and 
train-men  must  be  sure  that  efficient  men  are  sent  with  special  in- 
structions to  stop  approaching  trains.  All  trains  will  avoid  stopping, 
if  possible,  where  there  is  danger  from  other  trains. 

In  case  of  accident  or  delay,  or  of  obstruction  of  the  track,  or 
when  crossing  from  one  track  to  another,  employees  must  not  fail  to 
bear  in  mind  that  extra  trains  and  engines  are  at  all  times  to  be 
expected,  and  therefore  the  most  careful  compliance  with  the  precau- 
tions for  safety  is  necessary. 

Fitchburg  Railroad  Company.     (Copied  from  "  General  Rules," 
Pages  10  and  11,  Rules  32  and  33.) 

32.  In  case  of  an  accident,  or  when  a  train  is  unable  to  proceed  at 
the  required  rate  of  speed,  or  is  delayed  or  stopped  from  any  cause, 
excepting  only  the  regular  stops  made  on  time  at  stations,  the  first 
duty  of  the  conductor,  engine-man,  and  all  other  employees,  is  to  see 
that  efficient  measures  are  taken  to  stop  other  trains  before  reaching 
the  obstruction  or  imperfection  in  the  track  or  the  delayed  train. 
One,  and  in  case  of  danger,  two  efficient  men,  with  suitable  instruc- 
tions, each  of  whom  must  be  provided  with  a  red  flag  by  day,  and 
two  red  lights  (as  one  may  be  broken)  and  hand  and  standard  fusee 
signals  by  night,  must  always  be  sent  out,  backward  or  forward,  or 
both,  as  maybe  necessary, to  stop  any  trains  which  may  be  approach- 
ing. This  must  always  be  done  (whether  any  train  is  known  to  be 
approaching  or  otherwise)  at  all  times,  and  at  all  places,  however 
brief  the  stoppage  or  detention  ;  and  such  signal-men  must  proceed, 
with  signals  displa3red,  to  a  distance  of  at  least  half  a  mile  from  any 
point  of  danger  arising  from  any  obstruction  or  imperfection  of  track, 
or  from  any  train  which  may  be  delayed  or  stopped.  No  wish  to  have 
signal-men  go  on  in  the  delayed  train  must  prevent  their  going 
backward  or  forward  the  above-mentioned  distance,  and  staying  there 
until  the  approaching  train  is  stopped,  or  until  it  is  safe  to  recall 
them.  If  a  second,  third,  or  more  trains  are  to  follow,  the  same  pre- 
caution must  be  observed  until  the  track  is  clear  for  any  following 
train ;  and  when  a  train  that  is  followed  by  another  train  is  obliged 
from  any  cause  to  stop  on  the  road,  the  brakeman  on  the  rear  car 
should  start  even  before  the  train  has  come  to  a  full  stop.  Trains 
having  occasion  to  stop  on  the  track  from  any  cause,  must,  if  possi- 
ble, stop  where  the  view  is  long  and  clear.  In  sending  for  assistance, 
it  must  be  stated  explicitly  what  is  needed,  and  the  nature  of  the 
accident. 

33.  Whenever  the  nature  of  an  accident  or  detention  is  such  that

the  train  may  be  delayed  a  considerable  time,  additional  men  must  be 
immediately  sent  to  the  nearest  station  in  one  or  both  directions,  as 
may  be  necessary,  to  stop  all  approaching  trains,  and  immediate 
notice  given,  by  telegraph  or  otherwise,  to  the  superintendent  of 
motive  power,  and  assistant  superintendents. 

{Copied  from  "Special  Rules  and  Regxdations"  Time-Table  No.  33, 

Page  3.) 
22.  The  rear  car  of  all  trains  must  be  supplied  with  two  or  more 
flags,  made  one-half  red  and  one-half  blue,  with  handles  to  fasten  into 
the  sleepers,  which  the  rear  brakeman  must  always  take  with  him  in 
addition  to  his  flag  when  he  goes  back  to  protect  the  rear  of  his  train  ; 
and  in  all  cases  on  curves,  down  grade,  or  in  all  cases  where  it  is  not 
perfectly  safe  to  remove  the  danger  signal,  he  will  fasten  it  in  the  cen- 
tre between  the  rails  tight  enough  not  to  be  blown  down  by  the 
wind,  and  leave  it  where  it  will  be  taken  up  bj'  the  next  train  follow- 
ing, if  stopped  in  time,  and  if  not,  by  the  section-men,  and  left  at  the 
next  station  fur  the  train  leaving  it.  Engine-men  of  all  trains 
approaching  such  signals,  must,  unless  they  have  positive  knowledge, 
by  telegraph  or  otherwise,  that  the  trains  leaving  such  signals  have 
arrived  at  the  next  station,  immediately  reduce  the  speed  of  their 
trains  so  that  they  can  be  stopped  within  seeing  distance  on  straight 
line,  or  in  approaching  or  running  around  all  curves. 

27.  In  order  to  insure  greater  protection  to  trains  that  may  be 
stopped  or  detained  on  the  road,  the  rear  brakeman  on  all  night  trains 
will  be  furnished  with  standard  and  hand  self- igniting  fusee  signals, 
which  will  display  a  red  light.  They  must  always,  before  leaving 
Boston,  Charlestown,  or  Fitchburg,  know  that  the  tin  boxes  provided 
for  the  purpose  contain  a  full  supply.  The  standard  signals  burn 
ten,  and  the  hand  signals  five  minutes. 

28.  When  a  train  is  delayed,  or  loses  time  before  stations,  from  any 
cause,  so  that  the  rear  of  the  train  will  be  in  danger  from  a  following 
train,  the  rear  brakeman  will  at  intervals  drop  off  standard  signals, 
in  accordance  with  the  following  instructions  printed  on  each  signal, 
and  try  to  stop  them  so  that  the  sharp  point  will  penetrate  a  sleeper 
or  the  ground,  and  hold  the  signal  in  an  upright  position  :  — 

"To  ignite  the  fusee,  remove  the  cap,  and  strike  the  end  (plumb 
down)  on  any  hard  substance  ;  hold  the  fusee  for  a  moment  or  two,  to 
insure  perfect  ignition.  And  if  to  be  thrown  off  the  train,  let  it  drop 
so  as  to  avoid  needless  concussion." 

29.  On  arrival  at  the  first  regular  stopping-place,  if  there  is  not  a 
signal-box  located  at  such  station  and  in  use  at  the  time,  the  station 
agent  must  be  notified  of  the  cause  of  the  dela}T,  and  instructed  to 
stop  the  following  train,  and  give  full  particulars  to  the  engine-man 
aud  conductor. 
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30.  Engine-men  observing  these  burning  signals,  must  bear  in  mind 
thiy  indicate  a  train  has  passed  that  point  less  than  ten  min- 
utes in  advance  of  them  ;  they  must  immediately  reduce  the  speed 
of  their  train  to  such  a  rate  that  they  can  be  stopped  within  sight  of 
and  before  reaching  anjT  train  on  the  straight  lines  or  on  the  curves, 
and  run  at  such  rate  until  definite  information  is  obtained  in  regard  to 
the  train  which  left  the  signal. 

31.  Hand  signals  are  to  be  carried  with  standard  signals  and  red 
lights,  by  men  sent  to  stop  approaching  trains,  and  are  to  be  used  in 
case  a  lantern  is  broken,  or  a  light  extinguished  ;  care  being  used  not 
to  light  them  until  a  train  is  seen  or  heard  approaching,  as  they  only 
burn  five  minutes. 

32.  Hand  or  standard  signals  will  be  left  b}'  brakemen  as  a  danger 
signal  during  the  time  they  are  returning  when  they  are  called  in 
from  signalling  a  following  train,  when  necessary  to  insure  perfect 
safety. 

33.  Conductors  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  strict  observance  of 
these  rules ;  they  must  see  that  brakemen  understand  them,  and 
must  give  their  personal  attention  to  their  use,  and  be  sure  that  suffi- 
cient precautions  are  taken  to  insure  perfect  safety  from  any  follow- 
ing train. 

34.  When  any  are  used,  conductors  must  report  to  general  super- 
intendent, Boston,  the  number  used,  and  the  reason  for  using  the 
same. 

35.  A  supply  of  these  signals  must  be  kept  on  hand  by  yard  mas- 
ter, Charlestown,  and  depot  master,  Boston,  to  whom  conductors 
must  apply  for  them. 

New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River  Railroad.     {Copied  from  "  The 
Railroad  Gazette"  1882,  Page  43,   Rules  53  and  54.) 

53.  Whenever  a  train  is  stopped  on  the  road,  or  is  only  enabled  to 
proceed  at  a  slow  rate,  the  conductor  must  immediately  send  a  man 
with  a  red  signal  at  least  half  a  mile  back  on  double  track,  to  stop 
any  approaching  train,  which  signal  must  be  shown  while  detention 
continues.  This  must  always  be  done,  whether  another  train  is  ex- 
pected or  not.  In  carrying  out  this  instruction  the  utmost  promptness 
is  necessary ;  not  a  moment  must  be  lost  in  inquiry  as  to  the 
cause  of  stoppage  or  its  probable  duration  ;  the  rear  brakeman  or 
train-man  must  go  back  instantly.  Conductors  will  be  held  strictly 
responsible  for  the  prompt  enforcement  of  this  rule. 

54.  The  signal-man  sent  back  must  not  return  to  the  train  on  the 
blowing  of  the  whistle  to  start,  nor  unless  sent  for  by  the  conductor, 
and  then  must  first  place  two  torpedoes  upon  the  rail. 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  INSPECTION  AND  TEST  OF 
LOCOMOTIVE  BOILERS,  ADOPTED  AND  PUBLISHED  BY 
THE  BOARD  OF  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS,  UNDER 
THE  PROVISIONS   OF   CHAPTER   73   OF   THE  ACTS  OF 

1882. 

1.  All  boilers  for  locomotives,  before  going  into  service,  must  be 
subjected  to  a  hydraulic  pressure  of  150  pounds  per  square  inch. 

2.  The  water  must  be  heated  to  near  the  boiling  point. 

3.  This  test  must  be  repeated  at  least  once  a  year. 

4.  The  superintendent  of  motive  power,  master  mechanic,  or  other 
proper  agent  of  the  company,  will  attend  in  person.  He  will  remain 
outside,  while  an  assistant  will  examine  the  fire-box  from  the  inside. 

5.  A  record  of  all  tests  will  be  made,  giving  dates  and  anything 
worthy  of  mention,  and  communicated  to  the  Board. 

6.  Special  examinations  of  the  stay-bolts  of  locomotives  in  service 
should  be  made  not  less  frequently  than  once  in  three  months. 

7.  When  these  examinations  are  made,  all  the  water  must  be  drawn 
from  the  boiler,  so  that  the  vibration  of  the  sheet  may  indicate  any 
unsoundness  of  the  stay-bolt  when  it  is  struck  with  the  hammer. 

The  Board  urgently  recommends,  in  addition  to  these  regulations, 
that  the  four  upper  rows  of  stay-bolts  shall  be  drilled  from  the  out- 
side, three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  depth  and  three-sixteenths  of  an  inch 
in  diameter.

An  Act  to  Provide  foe  the  Testing  of  Locomotive  Boilers. 
Chapter  73. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  as  soon  as  may 
be  adopt,  publish  and  communicate,  to  every  corporation  or  person  operat- 
ing a  railroad,  or  any  portion  of  a  railroad  in  this  Commonwealth,  regula- 
tions for  testing  the  boilers  of  locomotives. 

Sect.  2.  After  three  months  from  the  publication  of  said  regulations,  any 
corporation  or  person  using  on  a  railroad  in  this  Commonwealth  a  loco- 
motive the  boiler  of  which  has  not  been  tested  as  provided  by  said  regula- 
tions, shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  day  of  such 
use,  to  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  by  fine  imposed 
on  complaint  before  any  court  or  magistrate  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sect.  3.  Said  board  may  from  time  to  time  revise  said  regulations,  and 
when  such  revision  has  been  communicated  to  any  corporation  or  person 
operating  a  railroad  or  portion  of  a  railroad  in  this  Commonwealth,  it  shall 
have  the  same  effect  as  to  such  person  or  corporation  as  if  originally 
adopted  by  said  board. 
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Sect.  4.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  appoint- 
ment by  the  board  of  any  person  to  test  locomotive  boilers.  All  the  test- 
ing of  such  boilers  under  the  regulations  of  said  board  shall,  when  possi- 
ble, be  done  by  the  master  mechanic  of  the  corporation,  firm  or  person  con- 
structing or  repairing  such  boilers,  or  using  them  on  a  railroad  in  this 
Commonwealth. 

Approved  March  16,  1882. 


RULES  FOR  THE  USE  OF  CROSSING-SIGNALS  AT  WALPOLE,  ADOPTED 
BY  THE  OLD  COLONY  AND  NEW  YORK  &  NEW  ENGLAND  R.R. 
COMPANIES. 

At  Home  Signal.  Danger  is  indicated  by  a  horizontal  position  of  blade  during  the 
daytime,  and  two  red  lights  horizontally  at  night. 

At  Distant  Signal.  The  distant  signal  will  indicate  caution  by  a  horizontal  position 
of  blade  by  day,  and  two  green  lights  horizontally  at  night. 

At  both  Home  and  Distant  Signal.    Safety  is  indicated  by  blade  nearly  in  a  vertical , 
position,  and  at  night  by  two  white  lights,  vertically. 

When  the  outer  or  distant  signal  is  at  caution, 
it  indicates  that  crossing  is  not  clear,  or  that  some 
switch  is  open,  and  engine-man  must  approach 
home  signal  cautiously,  with  train  under  con- 
trol, prepared  to  stop  before  passing  home 
signal. 

The  home  signal  must  never  be  passed  until 
shown  at  safety;  there  being  an  open  sioitch 
between  it  and  the  crossing. 

The  signals  at   crossing  frogs   are  specially 
designed  for  switching  purposes ;  but  no  train, 
DANGEE.    engine  or  car  must  occupy  crossing  (moving  in    ALL  CLEAR. 
either  direction),  unless  signal  for  track  which  they  are  occupying  is  at  safety. 

In  case,  at  night,  the  above- described  lights  are  not  seen,  trains  will  stop  before  reach- 
ing home  signals. 

Train-men  will  avoid  having  their  trains  remain  for  any  length  of  time  upon  the  ground 
switches,  that  the  man  at  the  signal  station  may  be  allowed  to  operate  signals  for  the 
clear  passing  of  trains. 

When  the  distant  signal  shows  all  clear  (at  safety),  the  engineer  may  sound  the 
whistle  to  let  off  brakes  and  proceed  over  the  crossing  (if  home  signal  is  at  safety)  at  a 
speed  not  exceeding  15  miles  per  hour. 

Brakemen  of  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  and  Old  Colony  Railroad  trains 
will  apply  the  hand-brake  at  the  point  necessary  to  make  the  stop  before  reaching  the 
home  signal,  and  stop  the  train,  unless  the  engine-man  sounds  the  whistle  to  let  off 
brakes. 

A  gong  located  upon  the  signal  station,  when  sounded  by  the  signal-man,  will  denote 
(particularly  to  trains  doing  work,  or  standing  at  the  station  or  crossing)  as  follows  :  — 
Two  strokes  calls  attention  to  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad ;  three  strokes  to 
Old  Colony  Railroad, — that  some  train  of  road  designated  is  either  upon  ground  switches 
or  in  the  way  of  the  operating  of  signals,  for  the  clear  passing  of  the  train  of  the  opposite 
road.  Train-men  will  heed  promptly  such  notice,  that  there  may  be  no  unnecessary  de- 
tention of  trains  upon  either  road. 

The  approval  of  the  crossing-signals  at  Walpole  (p.  43)  was  given 
by  a  majority  of  the  Board.

Statement  of  each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

October  28,  1881.  — A  young  colored  man  named  Boyd,  in  attempting  reck- 
lessly to  cross  track  in  front  of  9.25  a.m.  express  from  Boston,  near  Boylston 
Station,  was  hit  and  badly  hurt. 

January  28,  1882. — A  hack,  containing  six  persons,  going  to  a  funeral, 
being  driven  carelessly  across  the  track  at  Station  Street,  Highlands,  in  spite 
of  ample  warnings,  was  demolished,  the  driver  killed,  and  five  others  badly 
injured. 

February  1. —  A  boy,  named  Crowley,  about  fourteen  years  old,  who  lived 
at  Attleborough  and  was  of  dissolute  character,  being  somewhat  intoxicated 
at  the  time,  stepped  in  front  of  1  p.m.  train  from  Boston,  at  a  point  in  Hebi'on- 
ville,  and  was  killed. 

February  26.  —  Early  this  morning  (Sunday),  a  party  of  four,  two  men  and 
two  women,  in  a  sleigh,  attempted  to  cross  the  track  at  Attleborough,  but 
through  a  magnetic  error  in  the  points  of  compass,  or  the  imperfect  judg- 
ment of  the  horse,  proceeded  down  the  track,  where  they  were  overtaken  by 
the  express  freight,  the  sleigh  demolished,  together  with  the  "little  brown 
jug"  and  the  horse  killed.  The  people  were  thrown  into  the  ditch,  but  owing 
to  their  mellow  condition,  were  not  seriously  hurt. 

March  11.  —  While  a  construction  train  was  backing  on  to  a  side  track  near 
Mount  Hope  Station,  one  of  the  laborers,  Thomas  Fay,  fell  from  train,  was 
run  over  and  killed.  He  was  twenty-one  years  of  age,  single,  and  lived  at 
No.  8  Mindora  Street. 

April  22.  —  Simon  Hickey,  for  several  years  a  faithful  laborer  in  freight 
yard,  being  a  little  careless  at  the  time,  was  hit  by  a  locomotive,  and  died 
soon  after  at  City  Hospital.  He  was  unmarried,  about  thirty  years  of  age, 
and  boarded  with  his  sister  at  No.  980  Harrison  Avenue. 

May  26.  —  James  Doherty,  twelve  years  of  age,  who  lived  at  No.  2  Coleman 
Place,  Highlands,  while  walking  on  track  near  Prentiss  Street,  in  attempting 
to  avoid  one  train,  stepped  in  front  of  another  and  was  killed. 

September  11. —  Patrick  Cooney,  of  19  Tremont  Place,  Highlands,  jumped 
(under  the  influence  of  fright)  from  a  construction  train  near  Readville,  re- 
ceiving a  fracture  of  the  skull.    Died  same  evening  at  City  Hospital.

Statement  of  each  Accident  in  Massachusftts. 
October  1,  1881.  —  Sanford  E.  Stebbins  of  Holyoke,  Mass.,  was  driving  on 
a  passage-way  by  the  side  of  a  spur  track,  about  one-fourth  of  a  mile  south 
of  Holyoke  station;  his  horse  took  fright  at  the  cars,  and  Mr.  Stebbins  was 
thrown  on  the  track  and  instantly  killed  by  being  run  over  by  a  freight  car.

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November  4.  —  Michael  Houlihan  of  Chicopee,  employed  by  this  company 
as  section  man,  while  at  work  on  the  track  near  Chicopee,  Mass.,  was  struck 
on  the  head  by  a  plank  which  fell  from  a  moving  train.  He  was  not  seriously 
injured. 

December  6.  —  Mrs.  Catherine  Kennedy  of  Chicopee,  Mass.,  while  walking 
on  one  track  near  Springfield,  stepped  upon  the  other  track  in  front  of  a 
moving  passenger  train  and  was  instantly  killed. 

December  15.  —  William  Moison  of  Greenfield  had  his  hand  badly  crushed 
while  coupling  cars  at  Holyoke  station.  He  had  been  employed  by  this  com- 
pany as  a  brakeman,  but  was  discharged  that  morning  previous  to  the 
accident. 

January  11,  1882. — Lawrence  Corless  of  Greenfield,  Mass.,  while  walking 
on  the  track  in  the  Greenfield  yard,  was  struck  by  an  engine.  He  was  not 
seriously  injured. 

January  22.  —  James  Dugan,  residence-  unknown,  while  walking  on  the 
track  in  the  Greenfield  yard,  was  struck  by  an  engine  but  was  not  seriously 
injured.

Statement  of  each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

October  4,  1881. — In  Salem  tunnel,  collision  of  a  passenger  train  with  a 
gravel  train.  The  following  passengers  were  injured,  none  of  them  seriously  : 
—  Wm.  Hefferman,  George  L.  Seavey,  J.  F.  Cronier,  Warwick  Palfrey, 
Michael  Murphy,   Dr.   J.    S.  Emerson,   E.    C.    Spofford,   Frank  Robinson. 

October  5.  — At  High  Street  crossing  in  Ipswich,  Benjamin  H.  Smith  drove 
in  front  of  a  train  and  was  instantly  killed. 

October  11.  —  At  Maplewood,  Agitour  Chicoine,  a  passenger,  jumped  from  a 
train  before  it  stopped.     Left  foot  badly  injured. 

October  15.  —  At  East  Everett,  Julia  Maneham,  walking  on  track,  was  struck 
by  an  engine  of  a  pas  enger  train.    Died  from  her  injuries  on  the  16th. 

November  10.  —  At  Forest  River,  Charles  McGovern,  passenger,  jumped 
from  a  moving  train,  fell  under,  and  had  both  legs  cut  off  by  the  wheels. 

November  15.  — In  Salem  yard,  John  B.  Pedrick,  employee,  was  riding  on 
steps  of  a  car,  struck  by  a  switch,  knocked  off,  and  went  under  the  wheels. 
Left  arm  crushed.     Died  from  his  injuries  on  the  26th. 

November  17.  —  In  Chelsea,  Joseph  Michand,  employee,  was  walking  on 
track,  struck  by  an  engine  of  a  passenger  train,  instantly  killed. 

November  21.  —  In  Salem,  at  Mill  Street  crossing,  Daniel  Ferry  attempted  to 
pass  in  front  of  an  engine  that  was  backing  toward  the  depot.  "Was  knocked 
down,  three  toes  crushed,  and  a  scalp  wound. 

November  21.  —  In  Beverly,  Wm.  Choate,  trespasser,  walking  on  the  rail- 
road. When  a  train  was  passing  him  he  fell  against  a  car.  Was  knocked 
down  the  bank.    Collar-bone  broken. 
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November  24.  —  At  Peabody,  Edward  F.  Maroney,  passenger,  jumped  from 
a  train  after  it  had  stai'ted.     One  leg  slightly  injured. 

November  29. — In  Salem  tunnel,  John  M.  Beckford,  employee,  was  on 
forward  end  of  the  engine  at  time  of  collision  with  a  Rockport  passenger 
train.     Instantly  killed. 

November  28.  —  At  Ipswich,  Geo.  A.  Willitts  was  found  lying  beside  the 
track  at  first  crossing,  east  of  freight  house.     Face  and  hands  badly  bruised. 

December  1.  —  In  Salem,  Sarah  E.  H.  Gannon  was  walking  on  track,  stepped 
in  front  of  the  engine.    Almost  instantly  killed. 

December  9. —  At  Ipswich,  E.  W.  Pike,  employee,  Avas  crossing  the  track, 
and  was  struck  by  an  engine  of  a  train  which  was  coming  to  a  stop  at  the 
station.    Right  leg  crushed. 

December  12.  —  At  Newburyport,  Wm.  H.  Thompson,  employee  (freight 
bi'akeman).     Right  hand  badly  jammed  while  coupling  cars. 

December  14.  —  At  Salem  head  track,  Frank  Brooks,  employee  (freight 
brakeman),  attempted  to  get  on  the  engine  while  in  motion,  fell  under. 
Right  foot  crushed,  afterwards  amputated. 

January  10,  1882.  — Near  Oak  Island,  Charles  Schubert,  passenger,  fell 
from  a  moving  train.     Head  cut  and  face  bruised. 

January  21.  —  At  Broadway,  John  Campbell,  passenger,  got  his  right  foot 
caught  between  the  platforms  of  cars,  as  the  train  was  coming  to  a  stop. 
Ankle-bone  out  of  joint. 

January  23.  — At  Salem,  Charles  B.  Allen,  employee  on  shifter,  was  caught 
while  coupling  engine  to  freight  car.     Hand  crushed. 

January  28.  — At  Rockport,  Mrs.  John  Knowlton,  passenger;  when  leaving 
the  train  she  slipped,  slightly  injuring  her  knee. 

January  31.  —  At  Gloucester,  John  Nelson  was  found  dead  and  frozen  near 
the  track. 

January  31.  —  At  Lawrence,  Morty  Sullivan,  trespasser,  attempted  to  jump 
on  to  a  coal  train  which  was  running  into  the  Pacific  Mills  yard.  He  fell 
under  the  wheels.     Left  leg  crushed. 

February  11.  —  At  Somerville,  F.  L.  Feltch,  employee,  crossed  the  track  in 
front  of  an  engine,  which  was  backing  in.  Was  struck  and  knocked  under 
the  wheels.     Right  foot  crushed,  afterwards  amputated. 

February  19.  —  At  Beverly,  Herbert  Taylor  (freight  brakeman),  was 
coupling  cars.     Three  fingers  and  a  thumb  jammed. 

March  2.  —  In  Chelsea,  Jeremiah  Murphy,  trespasser,  was  walking  between 
the  tracks,  fell  against  an  engine  of  a  passenger  train.     Broke  his  right  arm. 

March  2.  —  In  Chelsea,  David  L.  Bright,  trespasser,  walking  on  track, 
stepped  off,  to  avoid  a  train,  and  was  struck  by  an  engine  of  another  train. 
Right  arm  cut,  and  internally  injured. 

March  9. — In  Lynn  yard,  George  Wood,  employee,  was  caught  while 
coupling  cars.    Three  fingers  crushed. 

March  18. — In  Salem  freight  yard,  Frank  Hazleton,  employee  on  shifter, 
jumped  from  an  engine  and  fell.     One  leg  badly  bruised. 

March  23.  — In  Salem,  Grove  Street  crossing,  Henry  Fitzgerald  was  struck 
by  cow-catcher  of  an  engine.     Had  both  legs  broken ;  also  one  hip  broken. 

March  27. — 'In  Lynn,  Charles  Brown  was  found  dead  and  frozen  on  the 
railroad  near  the  Pleasant  Street  crossing. 

March  29. —  In  Newburyport,  Benjamin  G.  Ilodgkins,  freight  brakeman, 
attempted  to  pull  a  pin  while  train  was  in  motion,  caught  his  foot  in  a  guard 
rail  and  fell  under  the  wheels,  which  crushed  him.     He  died  in  about  an  hour. 
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April  2.  —  In  West  Gloucester,  Dennis  Murphy  was  found  dead  on  the 
railroad. 

April  5.  —  At  Swampscott,  unknown  man  jumped  from  the  rear  end  of  a 
train  after  it  had  started,  and  fell  on  depot  platform.  Face  injured.  Not 
serious. 

April  19.  —  In  Salem,  a  gravel  train  backed  into  a  passenger  train  which 
was  going  toward  Boston,  and  the  following  named  passengers  were 
injured  :  — Frank  W.  Woodbury,  fatally ;  Frank  Prevaux,  ankle-bone  broken  ; 
Willard  Harris,  back  injured;  James  L.  Wells,  not  serious;  H.  Jackson, 
slight ;  Baggage  Master  D.  W.  Sanborn  had  one  knee  injured. 

April  21.  —  In  Salem,  on  Lawrence  Branch,  Margaret  Sullivan,  trespasser, 
stepped  in  front  of  an  engine  of  a  passenger  train,  was  struck  and  died  in  a 
few  minutes. 

April  28.  —  In  Saugus,  at  Denver  Street  crossing,  Samuel  Newhall  stepped 
in  front  of  a  train  and  was  struck  by  the  engine.  He  died  from  his  injuries 
May  1st. 

May  2. —  In  Salem  freight  yard,  Charles  Nimlet,  employee  on  shifter,  was 
caught  while  coupling  cars.    One  finger  split,  one  hand  bruised.  » 

May  8.  — At  West  Lynn,  J.  H.  Barnes,  trespasser,  was  walking  on  the  rail-' 
road  and  stepped  in  front  of  a  passenger  train;  was  struck  by  the  engine. 
He  died  from  his  injuries  May  25th. 

May  17.  — In  Salem  freight  yard,  Albert  G.  Symonds,  employee  on  shifter, 
was  running  behind  cars,  which  were  backing,  putting  in  a  shackle.  Caught 
one  foot  on  a  rail,  fell  down.  A  car  wheel  went  over  his  right  ankle.  Leg 
amputated. 

May  29.  — In  Revere,  Charles  Haggerty  was  found  dead  between  the  tracks. 
June  6. — At  Amesbury,  W.  L.  Brinkworth,  trespasser,  attempted  to  cross 
between  freight  cars  which  were  being  worked  at  company's  crossing.    His 
right  foot  caught  between  draw -bars,  and  broke  his  leg. 

June  19,  —  At  Lynn,  Charles  Beaupray  jumped  on  to  a  moving  train,  fell  off 
and  under  the  wheels.     Lost  two  toes  from  his  right  foot.     (Newsboy.) 

June  23. — In  Charlestown  freight  yard,  Geo.  A.  Walsh,  employee  on 
shifter,  while  using  switch-rope,  was  struck  by  a  hook,  which  fractured  his 
skull.     He  died  in  a  few  hours. 

June  30.  —In  Salem  freight  yard,  John  G.  Brown,  freight  conductor,  while 
setting  a  brake,  fell  to  the  ground,  and  was  caught  by  a  brake-beam,  and 
rolled  over  several  times.    Lost  one  toe  and  part  of  another. 

June  30.  —  At  Newburyport,  Frank  L.  Knight,  fireman,  in  turning  the  water 
spout,  the  goose  neck  broke  by  pressure.  Spout  hit  him  in  the  face,  breaking 
his  jaw  and  facial  bones. 

July  6.  —  At  Peabody,  Charles  Poore,  trespasser,  walking  on  the  track  was 
struck  by  an  engine  and  thrown  against  a  switch.  Eight  foot  crushed,  and 
facial  wounds. 

July  11.  — At  Chelsea,  Ernest  Poore,  trespasser,  was  walking  on  railroad, 
stepped  in  front  of  an  engine,  and  instantly  killed. 

July  10.  —  At  Point  of  Pines,  John  Francis  was  leaning  against  some  boxes 
and  was  struck  by  corner  of  a  car,  as  train  was  coming  to  the  station.  Boiled 
over  and  was  caught  by  a  wheel  which  jammed  his  left  foot.  A  part  of  the 
foot  was  amputated. 

July  19.  —At  a  crossing  in  Middleton,  a  horse  and  buggy,  driven  by  Mrs. 
Henry  E.  Smith,  were  struck  by  a  train,  killing  horse  and  causing  slight 
injuries  to  Mrs.  Smith. 
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July  24.  —  In  Maiden,  Mrs.  Minnie  Whitman  stepped  in  front  of  a  train  at 
Main  Street  crossing.     Was  struck  and  received  injuries. 

July  27. —  In  Ipswich,  Lewis  Dickinson  attempted  to  cross  in  a  one-horse 
wagon  in  front  of  a  train  at  Ready's  crossing.  Was  struck  and  died  in  a  few 
minutes.     Horse  got  clear.     Wagon  demolished. 

August  2.  — At  Swampscott,  a  passenger  named  Breeman  jumped  from  a 
train  which  does  not  stop  there.     Both  knees  and  one  hip  injured. 

August  2.  —  At  Gloucester,  Robert  Christy,  freight  brakeman,  while  coupling 
cars,  had  fingers  on  his  right  hand  crushed. 

August  4.  —  At  Somerville,  James  0.  Mitchell,  passenger,  was  riding 
between  cars,  his  hat  fell  off.  He  jumped  or  fell  from  the  train  and  struck  a 
switch.     Right  leg  broken  in  two  places,  also  a  scalp  wound. 

August  7. — At  Revere,  Frank  Hinsman,  freight  brakeman  was  coupling 
cars,  and  got  jammed  between  two  flats. 

August  9.  —  At  Salem,  Edward  Russell,  passenger,  jumped  from  a  picnic 
train  in  motion.     Nose  broken.     Scalp  wounded. 

August  16.  —  In  Salem,  Geo.  W.  Dorr,  sectiou  foreman,  stood  at  a  switch; 
as  train  approached,  he  turned  around  and  was  struck  by  the  engine.  Died 
'from  injuries  received,  on  the  20th. 

August  22.  —  In  Lynn,  Matthew  J.  Haynes,  passenger,  jumped  from  a  picnic 
train  while  in  motion.     Received  injuries  about  the  face  and  head. 

August  23.  —  In  Salem,  William  Scott,  trespasser,  was  playing  around 
freight  cars  at  the  lead  track,  and  got  his  right  leg  crushed. 

August  25.  —  In  Salem,  E.  H.  Carter,  freight  brakeman,  was  missed  from 
his  train  in  Lynn.  Night  shifters  went  back  and  found  him  lying  dead  on 
the  railroad  near  Castle  Hill. 

August  26.  —At  North  Beverly,  Wm.  K.  Morrill,  passenger  on  outward  train 
(which  stopped  west  of  the  station  to  let  an  inward  train  pass),  got  off,  and 
stepped  in  front  of  the  engine  of  inward  train.  Was  struck,  and  died  in  about 
an  hour. 

August  SI.  —  At  Gloucester,  Alfred  C.  Anstress  ran  in  front  of  a  train  at 
Washington  Street  crossing.  Was  struck  by  the  engine  and  was  badly 
bruised.     No  bones  broken.     Gates  were  shut. 

September  8.  —  In  Salem,  Samuel  H.  Bridges,  switchman,  was  stiackling 
cars  at  Carletonville  stone  track.  Was  missed  and  found  lying  dead  between 
the  cars. 

September  10.  —  At  Newburyport,  unknown  man  found  dead  upon  the  track. 

September  18. —At  Beverly,  Charles  W.  Winkley,  freight  brakeman,  was 
coupling  cars  and  got  caught  between  dead-woods.  Right  arm  badly 
bruised. 

September  18. — At  East  Boston,  Frank  Andrews,  freight  brakeman,  was 
caught  between  draw-bars  while  coupling  cars,  and  had  one  hand  jammed.

Statement  of  each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

October  12,  1881. — Harry  Carrol,  three  years  of  age,  while  at  play  upon 
the  track  near  Little  Neck  Bridge,  South  Boston,  was  struck  by  a  train,  and 
front  part  of  one  foot  taken  off. 

October  27.  —  Martin  Croshy,  while  walking  upon  the  track  near  Savin  Hill, 
was  seized  with  an  apopletic  fit  and  fell  between  the  tracks  with  one  arm 
over  the  rail,  and  the  arm  was  crushed  by  a  passing  train. 

November  1.  —  Arthur  F.  Beals,  brakeman,  while  coupling  cars  at  South 
Boston,  caught  his  hand  between  the  cars  badly  jamming  it. 

November  1.  —  Samuel  M.  Warden,  brakeman,  struck  a  bridge  guard  in  the 
Boston  yard,  and  fell  to  the  ground  spraining  his  ankle. 

November  1.  —  Patrick  Lyons,  while  intoxicated,  and  walking  on  the  track 
between  Braintree  and  Quincy,  was  struck  by  a  train  and  killed. 

November  9.  — Fred  H.  Heselberg,  fireman,  while  coupling  cars  at  Brockton, 
was  caught  between  them  and  killed. 

December  6.  —  Irving  Hammond  attempted  driving  across  the  track  at 
Campello  directly  in  advance  of  approaching  train.  The  team  was  struck, 
and  Hammond  had  one  arm  cut  off. 

December  13.  —  L.  B.  Cash,  freight  conductor,  was  struck  at  Campello  by  a 
car  derailed  in  switching,  and  his  jaw  and  collar-bone  broken. 

December  13.  — James  Healey,  while  crawling  beneath  the  cars  in  the  South 
Boston  car  house  as  they  were  being  hauled  out,  was  run  over  and  fatally  in- 
jured. 

December  17.  —  Francis  Dean  attempted  driving  across  the  track  in 
advance  of  a  train  at  Southboro' ;  the  team  was  struck  and  Dean  badly 
bruised. 

December  27.  —  Thomas  Mooney,  while  walking  on  the  track  at  Little  Neck 
Bridge,  South  Boston,  and  apparently  intoxicated,  was  struck  by  train  and 
killed. 

January  3,  1882.  —  Joseph  Crowther,  brakeman,  jumped  from  a  moving 
engine  in  South  Boston  yard,  slipped,  and  fell  with  his  hand  on  the  rail. 
Hand  run  over  and  wrist  crushed. 

January  9. — Adam  Hadden,  walking  on  the  track  at  Walpole,  was  struck 
by  an  engine  and  killed. 

January  23.  —  Bernard  J.  Brady,  laborer,  attempted  to  get  on  a  moving 
car  at  Fall  River  wharf,  but  fell  beneath  it  and  was  fatally  injured. 

January  27.  — John  King,  intoxicated,  and  walking  on  the  track  at  South 
Braintree,  was  struck  by  a  train  and  instantly  killed. 

January  30. — Lewis  Francis,  yard  brakeman,  was  run  over  at  Somerset 
while  coupling  cars,  and  fatally  injured. 
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February  16. — W.  H.  Tobey  attempted  to  cross  the  track  at  Yarmouth 
immediately  in  advance  of  an  approaching  train,  and  was  run  over  and  fatally 
injured. 

February  24.  —  Carl  Hallen  committed  suicide  by  throwing  himself  in  front 
of  a  train  at  Pratt's  Junction. 

March  1.  —  H.  F.  Brown,  freight  brakeman ,  struck  his  head  against  an  over- 
head bridge  at  Quincy,  and  was  instantly  killed. 

March  2.  —  Thomas  Monaghan,  walking  on  the  track  at  South  Boston,  was 
struck  by  a  switching  engine  and  killed. 

March  11.  —  George  H.  Jones,  brakeman,  fell  from  a  car  at  Seaside,  and 
had  the  bones  of  one  foot  broken. 

March  27. —  Charles  W.  Oakes,  brakeman,  fell  from  a  car  at  Leominster, 
and  was  fatally  injured. 

March  28.  —  J.  Holland,  brakeman,  fell  from  a  car  at  Medfleld  Junction  and 
was  injured. 

April  13. — J.  Paulsen,  laborer,  stepped  upon  the  track  in  advance  of 
freight  cars  being  shoved  into  the  Boston  freight  house,  and  was  run  over  and 
killed. 

May  1. — Frank  Gilford,  sixteen  years  of  age,  climbed  upon  a  car  at 
Fall  River  to  get  a  ride,  fell'  off  and  was  dragged  by  the  car  and  one  leg 
broken. 

May  3. — Mary  Fraters  attempted  to  cross  the  track  at  Taunton,  in  ad- 
vance of  an  approaching  train ;  as  she  approached  the  crossing  she  halted, 
looked  at  the  train,  and  then  attempted  to  run  across  but  was  struck  and 
skull  fractured. 

May  24.  —  W.  A.  Oliver,  freight  brakeman,  fell  between  the  cars  at  Atlantic, 
was  run  over  and  killed. 

June  1.  —  James  McDowell,  intoxicated,  attempted  to  board  the  train 
at  Weymouth  after  it  had  started,  but  fell  beneath  the  cars  and  had  one  leg 
crushed. 

June  6.  —  E.  E.  Ames,  brakemen,  while  chaining  up  a  broken  car  at  Taunton, 
was  caught  and  severely  jammed. 

June  10.  — W.  A.  Smith,  brakeman,  fell  from  the  rear  of  train  at  Walpole, 
and  was  injured  about  the  head  and  shoulders. 

July  6.  —  Stanly  Hutton,  nine  years  of  age,  attempted  to  run  across  the  track 
directly  in  advance  of  train  at  South  Fitchburg,  and  was  struck  and  killed. 

July  8.  —  Dennis  Sweeney,  laborer,  jumped  from  a  moving  train  at  South 
Framingham,  and  striking  a  switch  frame  was  fatally  injured. 

July  13. — William  A.  Weston  and  son  drove  upon  the  track  at  Fair 
Grounds  Crossing,  between  Marshfleld  Centre  and  Marshfleld,  directly  in  ad- 
vance of  train.     Team  was  struck  and  demolished,  and  father  and  son  killed. 

July  31.  —  Perrin  B.  Colburn  drove  upon  a  crossing  near  Medfleld  in  ad- 
vance of  train.     Team  was  struck,  and  Colburn  injured  in  shoulder. 

August  1.  —  George  Abbott,  aged  seventeen,  stepped  in  front  of  a  moving 
train  at  South  Boston,  and  was  struck  and  one  leg  broken. 

August  10.  —  The  body  of  Andrew  J.  Millett  was  found  near  the  track 
about  one  mile  below  Welltteet,  supposed  to  have  been  struck  by  evening 
train.     Nothing  known  of  it  by  train  men. 

August  11. — Michael  Walsh,  intoxicated,  was  struck  by  a  train  and  in- 
stantly killed  while  walking  upon  the  track  near  North  Easton. 

September  6.  — An  intoxicated  man  (name  unknown),  was  struck  by  a  train 
at  South  Boston  while  walking  upon  the  track,  and  killed. 
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September  8.  — Thomas  Flood,  intoxicated,  reeled  against  a  moving  engine 
at  Taunton  (Wales  Street) ,  and  had  one  arm  crushed. 

September  12.  —  W.  R.  Houghton,  brakeman,  fell  between  the  cars  at 
Pratt's  Junction,  while  attempting  to  draw  a  pin,  was  run  over  and  fatally 
injured. 

September  13.  —  William  Donnelly,  six  years  of  age,  was  struck  and  killed 
by  train  while  playing  on  the  track  at  South  Boston.

Statement  of  each  Accident  in  Massachusetts. 

October  18,  1881.  — James  Lyons,  Fitchburg  Railroad  freight  brakeman,  in 
climbing  out  of  caboose  at  Charlemont  was  struck  by  stand-pipe.  He  was 
brought  to  North  Adams,  and  soon  died. 

October  SI. — Robert  Leete  was  killed  at  Cole's  switch,  Williamstown, 
while  playing  around  the  cars  standing  on  siding.  He  got  his  head  between 
the  bumpers  and  died  before  medical  assistance  could  be  obtained. 

November  3.  —  Everett  Travers,  Boston,  Hoosac  Tunnel  &  Western  Railway 
brakeman,  was  caught  between  engine  12  and  caboose  in  North  Adams  yard. 
He  was  taken  to  Mechanicville  and  died. 

November  26.  —  A  team  was  struck  by  Boston,  Hoosac  Tunnel  &  Western 
train  74  at  Blackinton  crossing,  killing  the  horses  and  injuring  the  shoulder 
of  W.  J.  Whipple  of  Williamstown  who  was  riding  with  the  owner  of  the  team. 

December  31.  —  Herman  Milde,  a  German,  forty  years  old,  was  killed  while 
walking  on  the  track  near  Blackinton. 

January  24,  1882.  — Daniel  Davis,  while  in  an  intoxicated  state  wandered 
on  to  the  track  west  of  little  tunnel,  and  had  both  legs  cut  off  by  switching 
engine.     Recovered. 

February  2.  —  A.  Sherwood  of  North  Adams  while  walking  on  the  track 
near  little  tunnel,  was  struck  by  Troy  &  Boston  passenger  train  43.  He  died 
in  a  few  days. 
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July  IS.  —  Errick  Johnson,  employee  on  Troy  &  Greenfield  construction 
train,  in  attempting  to  get  on  the  train  when  in  motion,  lost  his  hold  and  fell 
into  a  culvert,  crushing  his  skull,  causing  instant  death. 

September  9.  —  H.  M.  Younge,  Fitchburg  Eailroad  car  inspector  at  Green- 
field, stepped  out  of  the  way  of  a  switcher  in  front  of  a  wild  train.  Slight 
flesh  wound. 

July  25.  —  Oscar  Elmer,  brakeman  on  construction  train,  was  hurt  at  East 
Portal  by  the  trestle  giving  way  and  letting  car  off  the  track. 

September  19.  —  Fitchburg  Eailroad  freight  express  43  and  New  Haven  & 
Northampton  freight  26  collided  between  Zoar  and  Charlemont,  killing  G.  B. 
Phillips,  conductor,  and  A.  N.  Lewis,  fireman  of  Fitchburg  train,  and  Albert 
Egglestien  fireman  of  New  Haven  &  Northampton  train.  George  Washburne, 
engineer  Fitchburg  train,  and  J.  A.  Hamilton,  engineer,  and  E.  J.  Hosely, 
conductor  of  New  Haven  &  Northampton  train,  were  injured.

November  1,  1881.  —  Silas  D.  Cowdin,  aged  fifty-two  years,  was  struck  and 
run  over  by  engine  of  outward  way  freight,  cutting  off  both  legs  and  fractur- 
ing skull ;  lived  but  a  few  minutes. 

December  19.  — Jeremiah  Collins,  aged  thirty,  jumped  from  passenger  train 
at  Lincoln  Square  crossing,  and  fell  under  the  train,  cutting  off  a  leg  and 
injuring  head.     He  was  intoxicated  at  the  time.     He  lived  but  four  days. 

December  31.  —  William  Memock  was  run  over  by  freight  train  while 
attempting  to  jump  on  to  have  a  short  ride,  and  one  arm  was  cut  off.  Ac- 
cident occurred  at  the  junction  of  the  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  and  Worces- 
ter &  Nashua  railroads. 

May  3,  1882.  —  An  unknown  man,  aged  about  thirty-five  years,  was  run 
over  by  outward  passenger  train,  half  a  mile  south  of  Ayer,  killing  him 
instantly. 

July  11.  —  William  Thompson,  aged  fifty  years,  was  run  over  by  shifting 
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engine  in  freight  yard  at  Lincoln  Square,  cutting  off  one  leg  and  one  arm. 
He  lived  till  the  next  day. 

December  24. —  Harry  Manning,  an  employe,  was  killed  in  the  freight  yard 
at  Nashua  by  stepping  behind  an  engine  that  was  backing.  Both  legs  were 
cut  off  and  head  injured. 

July  10.  —  James  Carrigan,  a  deaf  man,  was  run  over  by  passenger  train 
near  Nashua,  while  walking  on  the  track,  and  instantly  killed.
